SOME years ago the following pages wou'd have been reckoned 
one of the greateft prefencs which the learned World cou'd 
have received. The Life of the famous Lord Herbert of Chir- 
bury, wiicten by himfelf, wou'd have excited the curiofity of the 
whole Republick of Letters. Perhaps a lefs proportion of expec- 
tation may attend this it's late appearance. Not that the abilities 
of the Noble Writer have fallen into difefteem. His reign of 
Henry VIII. is allowed to be a mafterpiece of hiftofic biography. 
But they were his fpeculative works, wluch, raifmg a multitude 
of admirers or cenfors from their acutenefs and (ingularity, made 
Lord Herbert's a name of the firft importance. The many great 
men, who Uluftrated the fticceeding period,' have taken off fome 
of the public attention j for it is only a Genius of the firft force, 
whole fame dilates with agesj and can buoy itfclf up above the 
indifierence which ftc^ls upon mankind, as an author becomes lefs 
and lefs the fubjeft of converfation. Speculative Writers, however 
penetrating, however fublime their talents, feldom attain the feal 
of univerfal approbation, becaufe, of all the various- abilities which 
Providence has bellowed on man, Reafoning is not the powei; 
which has been brought to (tandard peT&£lion. Poetry and Elo- 
quence have been fo far perfected, that the great mafters in thole 
branches ftill remain unequalled. But where is that book of human 
J argumco; 
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argumentation, where that fyftem of human opinions, which has 
not been partly confuted or exploded ? Novelty itfcif in matters 
of metaphyseal inquiry often proves, in efieA, a confutation of 
antcccUtfht noVeltits. OppbnCfits raife the celebrity ctf tlie doc- 
trines they attack : newer doArines ftifle that celebrity. This is a 
truth, which the bigots of Lord Herbert's age wou'd not have liked 
tb hear ; but what has happened to many other gri!at men, has been 
his fitt too : they who miianed to wound his ^me, extended it : 
flihcn thft cry of Enthufiafts Was drawn off to fpefiier game, hii re- 
tioWn grew fainter. His trtoral charaftCr recovcttld ii*9'luftre, but 
has fewer fpeftators to gaze at it. 

This Introduflion to his Life may ndt be improper, tho* at firft 
it may miflead the reader, who will hence perhaps eXpe^t from his 
own pen fome account of a Fcrfon's creed, whom a few fottifii zedots 
once reprefented as having none at all. ^ His Lordlhip's thorough 
belief and awfuU veneration of the Deity will clearly appear in thefd 
pages 1 but neither the Unbeliever northe Monk will have farther 
fatisfadiion. This Life of a Phitofopher is neither a dedu£Hon of 
his opinions nor a table of philofophy — I will anticipate the Read- 
i:r*s furprize, tho* it Ihall be but in a word: to his afioniflimcnt he 
will find, that tht HSftory of Don Qui^tote was the Life of Plato. 

The noble Family, ^ich givts ihde Ihceta to the world, is above 
the little prejudices which make many a race defraud the Public of 
what was defigned for it by thofe, who atone had a nght to ^vc or 
Withhold. It is above fupprefling what Lord Herbert dared to tcU. 
Foibles, pa0ions, perhaps fbmcvanity, furely fwnc wrofigheadednds ; 

theft 
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thefe he loomed to conceal, £» he Ibi^ht Truth, wrote on Truth, 
vjts Tnirh : I|e honeftly told whea he had milled or miftakeo it. 
His De^odants, pot blind to his faults, but thro' them conducing 
the fna^ to hisyircues, deGi« the world to make this camUd obfer- 
TabOP with thfm, " That theix ipuft have been a wonderfiill fund of 
internal Tiixue, o£ ftrong refbjution and manly philofophy, which ia 
AD ^e <^ fuch tnifi^Jtea and barbarous galantry, of fuch abfurd ufage^ 
And faUcglpiy, cpu'd e^n^iblel^rd Herbcn to leek fame better found- 
ed, and cou'd 9\^c jjim rf^i^ that ^here might be a more defirable 
kind of glory than that of a romantic duellift." None fhut their eyes 
fi> obftinatcly agunft ifooig what is ridiculous, as they who have at- 
tained a maftery in jt: but fhu was not the cafe of Lord Herbert. 
His vialour m^ him a h^rp, beche heroifm in vogue what it wou'd ; 
^ found parts made him a pbilo^her. Few jnpn in truth have 
Agured Hi cqnlpjcuQuCy in lights fo various i and his Defcendants, 
tho' they cannot approve him in ?very walk of glory, wou'd perhaps 
iojure his memory, if th^ fuffered the world to be ignorant, that 
^e was formed to fliine ifl. every fpherc, into which his impetuous 
.temperamoi^ or pre4ominant rcidon conduced t^m. 

As a Spl^r he wpn theel^cem of chole gre.at captuns the Prince of 
Qr^nge ^nd the Conftablede Montmorency j as aKnight, his chivalry 
was drawn from the puriA founts of the Fairy Queen. Had he been 
ambitious, ^he .beauty of. t^s perfon wou'd have carried hitn as far as 
^ny.gende knight can a^ire to go. As a public Minitter, he fup- 
ppn^ed the.di^ni^ of his country, .even when it's Prince difgraced it ; 
and th^t he was qualiBcd lo write it's annals as well as to ennoble 
them, the hiftpry I hfive ineFUiooed pcoyes, and muft make us lament 
5 that 
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that he did not comp]eat,or that we have loft, the account he purpofed 
to give of his embafly. Thcfc bufy fcencs were blended with, and 
tertninated by meditation and philofbphic inquiries. Strip each period 
"of it's exceffes and errors, and it will not be eafy to trace out, or dif-- 
pofe the life of a man of quality into a fucceOion of employmenti 
■which wou'd better become him. Valour and military adlivity in 
youth; bulinefs of ftate in the middle age; contemplationandlaboun 
for the information of poflrrity in the calmer fcencs of clofing life: 
This was Lord Herbert : the dedu^Hon he will give himfelf. 

The MS. was in great danger of being loft to the World. 
Henry Lord Herbert, grandfon of the Author, died in 1691 
without iflue, and by his Will left his Eftate to Francis Her- 
bert of Oakly-park, (father of the prefent Earl of Powis) his 
firter's fon. At Lymore in Montgomeryfliire (the chief Seat <rf 
the Family after Croniwell had dcmolifticd Montgomery Caftle) 
was prefcrvcd the original Manufcript. Upon the marri^e of 
Henry Lord Herbert with a daughter of Francis Earl of Brad- 
ford, Lymore, with a con6derable part of the Eftate thereabouts, 
was allotted for her jointure. After his deceafe. Lady Herbert 
ufually refided there; (he died in 1714. The MS. cou*d not 
then be found : yet while flie lived there, it was known to have 
been in her hands. Some years afterwards it was difcovered ac 
Lymore among fome old papers, in very bad condition, feveral 
leaves being torn opt and others ftained to fuch a d^ree as to 
make it fcarcely legible. Under thefc circumftances, inquiry was 
made of flie Herberts of Ribbisford (defcended from Sir Henry 
Herbert a younger brother of the author-lord) in relation to a 
5 duplicate 
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duplicate of the Memoirs, which was confidently faid to be in 
their cuftody. It waa allowed that fuch a duplicate had exifted ; 
but no one could recoUeft what was become of it. At laft, 
about the year 1737, this book was fcnc to the Earl of Powis 
by a Gentleman, whole father had purchafed an Eftate of Henry 
Herbert of Ribbisftml (fon of Sir Henry Herbert above-men- 
tioned) in whom was revived in 1694, the title of Chirbury, 
which had exttnguifhed in 169 1. By him (after the fale of the 
Eftate) fome few books, pidures and other things, were left ia 
the houfe, and remained there to 1737. Thia Manufcript was 
amongft thenr; which not only by the contents (as far as it 
was polBble to collate it with the original) but : by the ffmiii- 
cude of the Writing, appeared to be the Duplicate, fo much 
fought after. 

Being written when Lord Herjjert was paft fixty, the Work 
was probably never compleated. The fpelling is in general given 
as in the MS. but fome obvious miftakes it was neccflary to 
corred, and a few Notes have been added, to point out the moft 
remarkable perfons mentioned in the text. The ftylc is remark- 
ably good for that age, which coming between the nervous 
. and expreinve manlinefs of the preceding century, and the pu- 
rity of the prefent ftandard, partook of neither. His Lordfhip's 
obfervations are new and acute ; fome very (hreu d, as that to 
the Due de Guife, p, 1491 his difcourfe on the Reformation very 
wifr.- -To ,the French confeffor his reply, p. 170, was fpirited -, 
indeed his' behaviour to Luynes and all his conduft, gave am- 
ple evidence of his condiiutional fire. But nothing is more 
B marked 
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Marked than tbe air of vcn^tfy or pterfuaGc^ whicl>. rujns through 
the whole Namttve. If he makes v« wOOiciff i and wonder make) 
us doubt, the charm of hi? ingeguQw integrity difpels pur he^ 
iitation. The whole relatioB thr<HFs ftngular light on the maDwrs 
«f the agC} chough the gleams are trao£eni. In . th(^ man- 
ners noUuBg is more ftriking thap the ftrange want of police 
in this ooijntrf. I will, not poiniE ouc inAances, as I have al- 
ready perhaps, too much opened the cwiiiests of a book, which 
iS it gives other tcj^os ^alf the pleafure it a0brded me* chcy 
will «wn tfaemfelres exwaonjinarily iodetttcd to the npbie perfon, 
by whofe favour I am permitted to communicate to them ^ 
great a curioTity.

ID.O believe that if all my ancefton had iet down their livei 
in writing, and left them to pofterity, many documents ne- 
ceflary to be known of thofe who both participate of tbeir 
natural inclinations and humours muft in all probability run a 
not much different courfe, might have been given for their in- 
ftru£tion ; and certainly it will be found much better for men to 
guide themfelves by fuch obfervations as their father, grandfa- 
B a ther,

<her, and great grand-5ither might have delivered to them, than 
by thofe vulgar rules and cxampks, which cannot in all points 
fo exaftly agree unto them. Therefore whether their life were 
private, and conuined only precepts neceffary to treat with iheir 
children, fervants, tenants, kinfmen, and neighbours, or imployed 
abroad in the univerfity, of ftudy of the law, or in the court, 
or in the camp, their heirs -might have bencBtted themfctves more 
by them than by any elfe ; for which rcafon I have thought fit 
to relate to my pofterity thofe paffages of my life, which 1 con- 
ceive may beft declare me, and be moft ufefuU to them. In the 
delivery of which, I profefs to write with all truth and fince- 
rity, as fcprning ever to deceive or fpcak falfe to any : And 
therefore detefting it much more wherfr I am under -obligatian 
of fpeaking to thofe fo near me, and if this be one reafon for 
taking my pen in hand at this time, fo as my age Is cow paft 
threcfcore, it will be fit to recolleft my former aftions, and ex- 
amine what had been done well or ill, to the intent I may both 
reform that which was. amifs^ and fo make my peace with God, 
as alfo comfort my felf in ■ thofe things which through God's 
great grace and favour have been done according to the rules 
of confcience, vertue and honor. Before yet I bring my fclf 
to this, accompt, it vnt\ be neceflary I fay fomewhat concerning 
my Ancellors, as far as the notice of them is come to me in 
any credible way, of whom yet I cannot iay much, fince I was 
but eight years old when my grand-father died, and that my 
hihcT lived but about four years after ; and i^at for the reft f 
have lived for the moft part from home, it is impofllble I Jhould 
have that imjre knowledge of their adions which might inform

me Aifficiendy ; I ihall only thetefbre relate the more known and 
undoubced parts of their lives. * ' 

My father was Richard Herbert Efq. Ton to Edward Her- 
bert Efq. and grandchild to Sir Richard Herbert Knt. who waa 
a younger fon of Sir Richard Herbert of Colebrook in Mon- 
mouthftiire, of all whom I fhall fay a little; And firft of my 
father, whom I remember to have been black haired and bearded, 
as all my anccftors of his fide ait faid to have been, of a manly 
or fomewhat ftern look, but withatl very handfome and well 
compact in his limbs, and of a great, courage, whereof he gave 
proof, when he was fo barbaroufly aOaulted by many men in the 
church yard at Lanervil, at what time he would have apprehend- 
ed a man who denyed to appear to jullice; for defending him- 
felf againft them all, by the help only of erne John ap Howell 
Corbet, he chaced bis adverfaries undll a villain coming behind 
him did over the flioulders of others wound him on the head 
behind with a foreft bill untill he fell down, thd recovering him- 
felf ag^n, notwithftanding his fkuU was cutt through to the Pta 
Mater of the brain, he faw his adverfaries fly away, and after 
walked home to his houTe at Llyflyn,^ where after he was cured^ 

* Though his-Iorct{hip, according to bn fcrupulous exa^ners, would fot 
down nothing, relating to his ance{lor» but what was of undoubted noto- 
riety, yet it is probable that he had fume memorials of bis family in 
writing; for Dugdale in his Baronage, vol; ii. p. 256, edit, of 1676,

he ofieicd a fingle comldt to the chief of the funtlx* by whoft 

procurement it was thought the mifchief was committed ; but he 
difclaiming wholy the adion as not done by his confent, which 
he offered to teftific by oath, and the villain himfelf flying into 
Ireland, whence he never returned, my father defiftcd from pro- 
fecuting the bufinefe any farther in that Itind, and attained, not- 
wiihftanding the faid hurt, that health and ftrength, that he 
returned to his former exercifes in a country life, and became 
the lather of many children. As for his integrity in his places 
of Deputy Lieutenant of the county", Juftice of the Peace, and 
Cuftos Rotulorum which he as my grandfather before him held, 
it is fo memorable to this day that it was fayd his enemies 
appeal'd to him for juftice, which they alfo found on all occa- 
fioni. His learning was Oot vulgar, as underftanding well the 
Latin Tongue, and being well verfed in hiftory. My grandfa- 
ther was of a various life beginning firft at court, where after 
he had fpent moll part of his means, he becatne a foldier, and 
made his fortune with his fword at the fiege of St. Qutntens in 
France, and other wars, both in the north and in the rebellions 
hapning in the times of King Edward the 6x1- and C2ueen Mary, 
with fo good fuccefs, that he not only came off ftill with the 
better, but got fo much money and wealth as enabled him to 
buy the greateft part of that livelyhood which is defcended to 
me ; •th6 yet I hold fome lands which his mother the Lady Ann 
Herbert purchafed, as appears by the deeds made to her by that 
name which I can Ihcw, and might have held more, which my 
grandfather fold under foot at an under value in his youth, and 
might have been recovered by my father, had my grandfather 
1 fuffered

fulfered him. My grandfather was noted to be a great enemy 
to the outlaws and thieves of his time, who robbed in gieat 
numbers in the mountains in Montgomeryfhire, for the fupprelT- 
i|ig of whom he went often both day and night to the places 
where they were, cwicerning which tho many parriculars have 
been told mc, I Ihall mention one only. Some outlaws beii^ 
lodged in an alchoufc upon the hills of Llandinam, my grand- 
father and a few fervanis cpming to apprehend them, the prin- 
cipal outlaw Ihot an arrow againft my grandfather which ftuck 
in the pummel of his laddie, whereupon my grandfather coming 
up to hi^i with ]iis fword in his hand, and taking him prifo- 
ner, he fhewed him the faid arrow, bidding him look what he 
had done, whereof the outlaw was no farther fenlible than to fay 
he was lorry that he left his better bow at home, which he 
concciv'd would have carryed his Ihot to his body, but the out- 
law being brought to juftice, fuffer'd for it. My grandfather's 
power was fo great in the cogntrey, that divers anceftors of the 
better families now in Montgomeryshire were his fervants, and 
rais'd by him. He delighted alfo much in hc^pitality, as having 
4 very long table twice covered every meal with the beft: meats^ 
that could be gotten, and a very great family. It was an ordi- 
nary faying in the countrey at that time, when they faw any 
fowlrifc, "Fly where thou wik thou wilt Kght at Black-hall," which 
was a low building, but of great edacity, my grandfather creA- 
ed in his age; his father and himfelf in former times having 
lived in Montgomery caftle. N<ttwithftanding yet thefe expences 
at home, he brought up his children well, married his daughters 
to the better fort of perlbtu near him^ and bringing up bis younger

fons at the univerfityi from whence his fon Machew went to the 
Low Country Wars, and after fomc time fpent there, came home, 
and lived in the countrey at Dolegeog upon a houfe and fair 
living, which my grandfather beftowed upon him. His fon alfo 
Charles Herbert after he had pad fome time in the Low Coun- 
treys IHcewtfe returned home, and was after married to an in- 
heretrix, whole eldeft fon called Sir Edward Herbert Knt. is the 
King's Attorney General. His fon George who was of New 
CoUedge in Oxford, was very learned, and of a pious life, died 
in a middle age of a dropfy. Notwithftanding all which occa- 
lions of expence, my grandfather purchafed much lands without 
doing any thing yet unjuftly or hardly, as may be coUefted by 
an offer I have publickly made divers times, having given my 
bailiffe in charge to proclaim to the countrey, that if any lands 
' were gotten by evill means, or fo much as hardly, they Ihould 
be compounded for or rellored again ; but to this day, never 
any man yet complained to me in this kind. He died at the 
age of fourfcore or thereabouts, and was buried in Montgomery 
cHurch, without having any monument made for him, which yet 
for my father is there fet up in a fair manner. My great grand- 
father Sir Richard Herbert was fteward in the time of King 
Henry the eighth of the lordlhips and marches of North-wales, 
Eaft-wales and Cardcganlbire, and had power in a marfhal law 
to execute offenders J in the ufing thereof he was fo juft, that 
hf acquired to himfelf a Angular reputation, as may appear upon 
the records of that time, kept in the paper chamber at White- 
lall, fome touch whereof I have made in my Hiftory. of Henry 
the eighth » of him I can fay little more than that he likcwife 
I was

faid he had kept a caftle in France fo Idng, that he made the 
old women in Wales talk of him, and that he would keep the 
caftle fo long chat he wou'd make the old Women in France talk 
of him i and indeed as the place v/as almoft impregnable but by 
famine, Sir Richard Herbert was conftralned to take him in by 
compofition, he furrend'ring'himfelf upon condition, that Sir Rii 
chard Herbert fhou'd do what he fcou'd to fave his life, which 
being accepted, Sir Richard brought him to King Edward the 
4th. dcfiring his Highnefs to give him a pardon, fmce he yiield- 
ed up a place of importance, which he might have kept longer, 
upon this hopci but the king replying to Sir Richard^ Herbert, 
that he had. no power by his commifllon to' pardon any, and 
thereibre might after the rcprcfehtacion hereof to his Majefty^ 
fafe deliver him up to juftice y Sir Richard Herbert anfwered he 
had not yet done the beft he cou'd for him, and therefore moft 
humbly defired his Highnefs to do one of two things, either to 
put him again in the caftle where he was, and commsuid foma 
other to take him out, or, if his Highnefs wou'd not do fo, to 
take his life for the faid captain's, that being the laft proof he 
cou'd give that he ufcd his uttermoft endeavour to fave the faid 
captain's life.

mother, of them comiiig to the Earle of Pembrook, upon her 
knees delired.him to pardon two or at leaftwife one of her faid 
IbnSi affirming that the reft were fufiicient to fatisfie juftice or 
example, . which requeft alfo Sir Richard Herbert feconded; but 
die Earle finding them all equally guilty, faid he cou'd make 
DO diflindion betwixt them, and therefore commanded them to 
Ik executed tpgietlier.;.. at which the mother was fp aggrieved, 
that w;iih a pjur of woollen beads on her arms (for fo the re-

Sir Ri- 
chard Herbert replyed, that he was neither of both, whereof he 
Ihould fee the proof prcfently : Only I cannot but apprehend on . 
your part, l<:afl the curfe of the woman with the woo)lf n beads . 
fall upon you. This Sir Richard Herbert lyeth buried in Aber- 
^veny in a fumptuous monument for thofe times, which ftill 
remuns, whereas his brother the Earle of Pembrook being buried 
in Tintime abby, his monument together with the church lye 
now wholy defaced and ruin*d> This Earle of Pembrook had a

And here k is vtry ttrMtkibki that iht ydunger Ibns of thft 
Aid EaHe of Ptrmbrot^, and S^ir R. Herbert l«f% then po^t'i'' 
ty after them who ih tht'peribn of fny fdf artd tHy wlftufltttfd 
botli houfes BgaiRt whfcb '« the moi« nwnomblo diac when th6' 
faid Eiirle of Pembrook, and Sir R. HertKtt vKrc taken pnfo» 
iwrs ill .d«f«nijing th« juR caufe of Edwird the jljurtbt at the 
batd« abo^efaidt the Eafle nerer ihtK&ttd that hi» owti Kfe tnight 
be favedt but his brothef's, a» it apptart bf the faid hiftory.- 
So that joyrring of both houfes together iti my pofterity, ought 
to prodticft ft pel-petuftt obligation of friendOiip and muiu^ love 
in them one to another, fince by thefe two brothers, fo brave 
an example thereof was given> as Teeming not to live or die but 
for one another. 

My mother was Magdalen NowporB daughter of Sir Ri- 
chard Newport and Margaret hi» wife, daughter and heir, 
of Sit Thoma» Bromley* one of the Privy CounceU, and 
executor of Kltig Henry the 8th. who furvivkig hbr holband- 
gave rate teftimotrieft of an incomparable [»ety to God, ttid love 
to her children, as being moft affiduotu and devout in her Aily 
both private and publick prayer*, and fo careful! to provide for 
her pofterity, that tho it were in hef powet to giw her eftaw' 

(which 
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(whfefc Wte vttf great) to vhbm (he wou'd, yw flie oontmncd 
ftill uttman-ied aftd (b provident ibf them, that after (he had 
btftowtd att her daughcew with fuflfcient portiwis upon very 
gtwd rtt^feboBtitig femiliest (he delivci'd up her eftate and care 
of tuutfekeepitig to her eWeft fon Francisv when now fhe had 
for many years kept hoJ]pitalrty with that plenty and order as 
exceeded all mtbor of her countrey or time, for befidcs abun- 
dance of pvtrriGoa otid good cheer for guefts, which her fon 
Sir Francis Newport cMiioued, ftw ufed ever after dinner to dif- 
tribow with her own hands to the poor, who reforted to her' 
in great numbers, akm in mtmey, to every one of them nrorc 
or le&, as Ihe thought they needed it. By thefe anceftors I am 
defi»nded cf Talbot, Devoreux, Gray, Corbet, and many other 
noble families, as m«y be feen in their marches, extant in the 
rnnny fiiir coats the Newports bear. I cou'd fay much more of 
my anceftors of that tide likewife, ijut that I Ihou'd exceed my 
propafed fcope : ! (hall therefore only fay fomcwhat more of my 
mother, my brothet:*, and fifhsrs ; and fiar my mother, after (he 
lived moft vertuoufly and lovingly with her,hu(band for many 
years, (he after his death erefted a fair monument for him in 
Montgomery church j brought up her children carefully, and put 
them' in good conrfcs for making th«r fortoncs, and briefly was 
that woman Dr. Donne hath defcribed in his funeral (errnon of 
her printed. The names of her children were, Edward, Richard, 
William, Chark5» George, Henry, Thomas -, her daughters vere, 
Elizabeth, Margaret, Frances} of all whom I will fay a little 
before I begin a narration of my own life^ lb ''I Buy pEfrfue my 
intended purpofc the more intirely. -My brother Richard after ■

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he had been brought up in learning, went to the Low Coun* 
treys, where he continued many years with much reputation both 
in the wars and for fighting fingle duels, which were many, in 
fo much that between both, he carried, as I have been told, 
the fears of four and twenty wounds upon him to his grave, 
and lycth buried in Bergenopzoom. My brother William being 
brought up likewife in learning went afterwards to the wars in 
Denmark, where fighting a fmgle combat, and having his fword. 
"broken, he not only defended himfelf, with that piece which re- 
mained, but clofuig with his adverfary threw him down and fo 
lield him untill company came in^ and then went n> the wars 
in the Low Countries, but lived not long after; my brother 
Charles was fellow of New Coll^ in Oxford, where he dyed 
young, after he had given great; hopes of himlclf every, 
way. My brother • George was fo excellent a fcholar, that he 
was made the publick Orator of the Univerfity in Cambridge, 
Ibme of whofe Englifh works are extant, which tho they be 
rare in their kind, yet are far Ihort of expreffing thofe perfeftions 
he had in the Greek and Latin Tongue, and all divine and 
human literature : his life was moft holy and exemplary, in fo 
much that about Sallfbury where he lived beneficed for many 
years, he was little lefs than tainted : He was not exempt ffom 

• He had ftudied foreign languages in hopts of rifing to be Secretary of 
Staiv, but being difappointed in his views at court, he took orders, be- 
came Prebend of Lincoln, and ReAor of Bemcrton near Salifbury. He died 
between 1630 and 1640.

fubjeft, but that excepted, without reproach in his aftions. Henry 
after he had. been brought up in learning is the other brothers 
were, was fent by his friends into France, where he attained 
the language- of that country in much perfedion, after which 
lime he came to courts and was made Gentleman of the King's 
Privy Chamber, and Mailer of the Revells, by which means 
as alfo by a good marriage, he attained to great fortunes, for 
himfelf and pofterity to enjoy : he alfo hath given fcveral' proofs. 
of his courage' in duells; and otberwife, being no lefs dexterous 
in the ways of the court, as having, gotten much by it.

Being re- 
turned, from thence, he went to the Eaft Indias under the com- 
ipand of Captain Jofeph, who in his way thither, meeting with: 
a great Spanifli Ihtp was unfortunately killed in Bght with them, 
whereopon his men being difhcartned, my brother Thomas en- 
couraged them to revenge the lofs, and renewed the fight in'

Argier, under the qofnaund of Sir Robert Maofi^ where our 
men beit^ in great want of money and viftuals, and many 
Ihips fcauering thcmfeWos to cry whether diey cou'd obtain a 
fM-ize whcrebf m tdkre the whole fleet i k was his hap to meet 
with a fhi^t which he took, and in it to the vahie of eigheeon 
hundred pounds* which it was thought 6t7ed the whole Beet &om 
peridiing : He cwdu^ed alfo Count Mansfelt to the Law Coun- 
treys iq one of the King's Aips* whtdi being iiidbrtunately caft 
9w^ nvt far from the Aiok> dte Ownt together with his coo 
pan; faved themfelvjM in a losg boac or Ihalop, the benefit 
whereof my &id bcother r^fed to take for the prc&nt, as re- 
Iblving CO affift the mafber of the ihip, who endeavoured by all 
means -to clear the fliip from die danger; but findii^ it impoC« 
fible, he was the Jaft man that fapcd himielf in thie bng boat; 
the mafter thereof yet iicfufing to come away* ib that he pe-. 
rilhed together with the fhip- After this, he commanded one o£ 
the fbips that wcw SvH Co bring Ihe Prince fuom Spain, where upon 
hjfs return, thore beug a 6ght between -the Low Coantfymm, 
avd the Ounk«rkers» Ihe l^injce who .thought it was not <for his- 
dignify t» -fuff^tr thon to ii^t in hb preTepce, JXHiunanded foooe 
of his Ihips to part them, whereupon my faid brother with fome 
other Ihips got betwixt them on either fide, and {hot lo lon^

After he had brought the 
PriBce Tafelf home, he tifa ^pointed to go with one of the 
King's Ihips to the Narrow ^eas; : He alfo fought divers times 
with grsat coqrage and fuccefs with divers men in fingle fight, 
ibmetimes hurting and difarming his ^v^rfary, and fometimes 
driving him away : After all thefe proofs given of himfelf, he 
expected feme great command, but finding himfelf as he thought 
undervalued, he retired to a private and melancholy life, being 
much difcontented to find others preferred to him j in which ful- 
)sin humour having lived many years, he died and was buried in 
J^ndon, in St. Martin's near Charing Crois, £) thftC ttf all rny 
brothers none furvives but Henry.

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divers children, the eldcft fon of whom, *th6 young, fought di- 
vers duclls, in one of which it was his fortune to kill one Lee, 
.of a great family in LancaOiire. 1 cou'd fay many things more 
.concerning all thcfe, but it is not my purpofe to particularize 
■their lives : I have related only fome pafTages concerning them to 
the bed of my memory, being aflured I have 'not failed much in 
jny relation of them. I ftiall now come to my fclf. 

- t was born at Eyton in Shropfliire, [being a houfe which to- 
gether with fair lands defcendcd upon the Newports by my faid 
grand-mother] between the hours of twelve and one of the clock 
in the morning; my infancy was very fickly, my head conti- 
nually purging it felf very much by the ears, whereupon alfo 
it was fo long before I began to fpcak, that many thought I 
fliou'd be ever dumb : the very furtheft thing I remember iff, 
that when I underftood what was fay'd by others, I did yet 
forbear to fpeak, left I ftiou'd utter fomething that were im- 
perfeft or impertinent ; when I came to talk, one of the fur- 
theft inquiries I made was how I came into this world ? I told 
■ny nurie, keeper, and gthers,- I found my felf here indeed, but 
from what caufc or beginning, or by what means I cou'd not 
imagine, but for this as I was laughed at by nurfe and fome 
other women that were then prefent, fo I was wonder'd at by 
others, who faid they never heard a child but my felf aflc that 
iqueftioi>i upon which, when I came to riper years I made this 
oUervanon, which afterwards a tittle comforted me, that as I 
found my felf in poflefHon of this life, without knowing any 
thing of the pangs and throws my mother fuffer*d, when yet 

doubtlels 
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doubtlefs they did no IcTs pre^ and afflift mc than her, fo I ' 
hope my foul -Ihall pafs to a better life than this without being 
fenfible of the aoguifli and pains my body Ihall feel in Death. 
For as I believe then I Ihall be tranfmicted to a more happy 
eftate by God's great grace, I am conBdenc I fliall no more 
know> how I came out of this. world, than how I came into it; 
and becaufc fince that time I bare made veifes to this purpofe, 
I hare thought fit to inlert them here as a place proper for

ufelefs for this life, as (he abovenamed fenfes were for the mo- 
ther's womb i and tbefc facultiei are Hope, Faith, Love, and 
Joy, fince they never reft or fix upon suiy tranfitory or perifli- 
ing object in thia world, as extending them&lvcs to ibmething 
further than can be here given, and indeed acquiefce only in the 
perfeft, eternal, and infinite ; I confefj they are of feme ufe here, 
yet I appeal to every body whether any worldly fclicity did fo 
fatisBe their hope here, that they did not wifli and hope for 
fomething more excellent, or whether they had ever that faith 
in their own wifdom» or in the help of man, that they were 
not conftrained to have recourfc to fome diviner and fuperior 
power, than they cou'd find on earth, to relieve them in their 
danger or neceflity, .wbetfaer ever they cou'd place their love on 
any earthly be»uty» that it did not fede and wither, if not fruf- 
trate or deceive' them, or whether ever their joy was fo con- 
fummate in any thing they deltghoed iih that they did not want 
much more than ic, or indeed tius woild can alTtHd to make 
them happy. The proper obje&s of tbefe faculties therefore 'tho 
framed, or at leaft appearing in this world, is God only, upon 
whom Faith, Hope, and Love were never pHced in vain, or 
remain long aorequind: but ta leave thefe ditcourfes and come 

to 
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JU> xof childhood again : I remember this deflu£tlon tc mj cars 
above-mcnuoned, coatinued in thac vioknce, that my friends did 
not think fit to teach me fo much as my Alphabet 'till I wis 
.fevea years old, At which time my dc6u£tion ceaTed, and left mc 
.fi%e of the difeale my anceficK-fi were latjeA unco, being the £pi- 
k^fy : My Schoolma&er in the houfe of ray faid lady grand- 
mother began then to teach me the Alphabet, and afterwards 
Grammar, and other books commonly read in fchools, in which 
I pn>&cccd io much, that upon this theme A^mtx fmrtma jnvat^ 
I made an Oration of a &eet of paper, and 50 &c 60 verfes 
in the Jpace of oik day. I reinetnber in that tinw I was cor- 
re£ted fometimes^r goi^g to cufiis with two fchool-fcUows being 
both elder than mylelf, but never for tcllii^ a lye or .any other 
£tuU, my natural difpoGcian and inclination being i<i contrary 
ta all falfiaood, that being deaianded whether I had commiued 
any fault whereof I na%ht be juftly lufpcdlifd, I did ufe ever to 
con&ls it freely, and thereupon choo5flg rather to fu^ cor- 
je£tion than to ftain say mind with telling a lyc^ which I 4id 
judge then, no time cou*d ever deface ; and I can xffirip to all 
the world truly, that from my fiNl infancy to this hour I tsld 
not willingly aiy thing that was iiiScy roy foul naturally having 
an antipathy to lying and deceit. After I had attaiood the a^e 
of nine, during all "which time I lived in my faid lady grand- 
.mother's houfe at Eycon* my parents duMght fit to fend nK to 
. ibme place where I might learn the Wrich bx^ue, as believing 
it ncceUvy to enable mi to treat widi thofe of my friends asd 
tenanu who underftood no Acher language, wheteupdn I was re- 
CQAwicoded to ftfr. Edward TheUwall nf PJace-ttard in Dengh- 
v- £ byftiirej 
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■ byfljire ; this gentleman I matt remember with honor, as havrng 
of himfelf acquired the exoGt knowhdge of Greek, Latin, French, 
Italian, and SpaniOi, and alt other learning, having for that pur- 
jiqCc neither gone beyond Teas, nor fa much aS' had the benefit 
of any Univerfnics : Belides he was of that rare temper in go- 
verning his choler, that I never faw him angry during the time 
of my (lay there, and hare heard fa much of him for many 
years before -, when occafion of offence was given him, 1 haVe 
feen him redden in the face, and after remmn for a while fi* 
lent, but wheii ht fpake, his words were fo cahn and gentle,, 
that I found he had digefted his choler, 'thd yet I confcfs T 
cou'd never attain that perfeAion, as being fubjeft ever to chd- 
ter and- pafllon, more than I ought, and generatty ta fpeak my 
mind ^eely, and indeed rather to imitate thofe who having fire 
within doors, choofe rather to give it vent than fuffer it to bum 
the houfe. t commend yet much more the manner of Mr. 
Thellwall, and certainly he that can forbear fpcaking for fome- 
whtle, will remit much of his paflion, but as I eou'd not learn 
much (^ him in this kind, fo I did as little profit in learning 
the Welch or any other of thofe languages that worthy gentle- 
man' underftood, as having a Tertian Ague for the moft part of 
nine- months, which was all the time I ftmd in his houfe i having 
-recoverM my ftrength again* I was font, being abow the age 
'of ' ten, to- be taught by one Mr. Newton at DkHebary in Shrop- 
fliire, where in the- fpace- of Icfs than- two years, I not only re- 
covered all I had loft in my ficknefs, but attain'd to the knov^ 
'fedge <^ the Greek -Tongue and Logfck, in fo much that at 
twelve years old my parents thought fit to fend me to Oxford 
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to Univeritcy CoUedge, where I remember to have difputed at 
Qiy firft coming in Lpgick, and to have made in Greek the 
9xercifes required in that CoUedge, oftner thap in Latin. I had 
not been many months in the UniverGty, but news was brought 
^e of. my father^s death, his ficknefs bejng a Lethargy, Caros* 
or Coma Vigilans, which continued long upon him i he fcemed 
^t lafl to dye without much pain *th6 in his fenfes. Upon opi- 
nion ^ven by Phyficians that his difeafe was mortal, my mo- 
^er thought fit to fend for me home, and prefently after my 
i^ither's death to defire her brother Sir Francis Newport to haft 
to London to obtain my wardfiilp for jiis and her u{e joyntly, 
irhich he obtained. Shortly after I was fent again to my Itu- 
dies in Oxford, where I had not been long but that an bver- 
. ture for a match, with the daughter and heir of Sir William 
Herbert of St. Gillians was made, the occafion whereof was thisj 
Sir William Herbert being heir male to the old Earle of Fem- 
}>rook above-tnention'd by a younger fon of his (for the elded 
Ion had a daughter who carried away thofe great poflcllions 
the Earle of Worcefter now holds in Monmouthfhirc as I faid 
))cfore) having one only daughter furviving, made a will where- 
by he filiated all his polTeflions in Monmouthlhire and Ireland 
upon his faid daughter, upon conditions Ibe married one of tht 
fumame. of Herbert otherwife the faid lands to deicend to the 
fieirs male of the laid Sir William ; and his daughter, to have 
only a fmall portion out of the lands he had in Anglefey and 
Camarvanlhire } his lands being thus fettled Sir William died 
Jhortly afterwards : He was a man much converTant with books, 
fmd cfpecially given to- thp iludy of Divinity, in fo much that

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he writ an Expofition upon the Revelations wftkh i* prfnttrf,' 
*th6 fome thought he was as far from findmg the fcnfe there-^ 
of as he was from attaining the Fhitoropher*i-ftone, vhteh vte/ 
another part of his ftudy j howfoevcr he was very undefftandtng 
i^ all other things, he was noted yet to be of a very higfr 
ihind, but I can fay little of him as having never feen hk pcpf 
fon, nor ochci-wife had much information concerning him. Hr» 
daughter and heir called Mary, after her lather died, concinueil 
Unmarried 'till fhe was one and twenty, none of the Herberts 
appearing in all that time who either in age or fortune was St 
to match her : about this time I had attained the age of fifteeni 
and a match at laft being propofed, yet notmthftan£t^ the dtf* 
parity of years betwixt us, upon the eight and twentieth of Fe^ 
bruary 159? in the hoafe of Eyton, where the fame man. 
Vicar of married my father and mother, chriftened 

and married me, I efpoufed her. Kot fong after my marri^je 
I went again to Oxford tt^ether witfi my wife and mother who 
took a houfe and lived for Tome ccrrun time there t and now 
having a due remedy for that lafcivioofnefs to which youth is 
naturally inclined, I followed my book more dofe than ever, in 
which courfc I continued *tili I attained about the age of eighteen, 
when my mother took, a houfe in Londcm, between which place 
and Montgomery Caftle I paflfcd my time *tai I came to the 
^e of one and twenty, having in that fpace divers diildren, I 
having now none remaining but Beatrice, Richard and Eldward. 
During this time of living in the Unlverfity or at home, I did 
without any mafter or teacher attain the knoiriedge of the Frenchj 
Italian and Spanifh Languages, by the bdp of &>ws books in

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Laut» or £a^i(h. tzaaSatcd titto thftfr tdtoms, and thft t^ooft- 
lys of thofe fevcral hangitaga i i MRiiftcd aU» to fing ivy port 
sc firft fight in Mufick^ and to pby «a the Lute vnA vciy 
Uttle or abnoft no teaclung. My intcntioa in kaming languages 
being m make my felf a Citizea <^ ijie World as far as ii 
vcrc poffibk; amt my karniog of Mufick wa& for ttui end 
due I might eueitun myfelf at home, and logedier rcfrefh my 
ooDd after my ihidies to whieh I' was exceedingly indined. and 
that I might not need the company of young men* in whom I 
•Ubrvcd in thofe times much iU example and debwdwry. 

Bang gouen tbus &x into my age, I fliaU gtre fbmc obftivatioaa 
conoembg ordinary Educatioii» even from tbe firft infancy 'till the 
dcpainire from the Univerfity, as bebg dcllroas together with 
tbe narrabon of my life to ddiver fiicb nika as I conceive may 
be ufc&U to my pofteiicy. And firft I find diat ia tha iofiuKy 
tfaofe dilcafts are to be remedied wfaii^ nvf be hcRdiotry tato 
tbea <tt either fide, fo that if they be fcil^eft to the Stooe or 
GraTcl, I do conceive it will be good for the nurfc fomrames 
to dtink ^pofiet dtinka in which are beefed fiich thinga as an 
good to expdl GraiKU and Stone, tbe child ti&> himiclf wboi 
be cwnes to fome age may vfk tbe &tne pofiet drinks of herbs, 
«9 Milium Soils, Saxifrigia fcc. good for ^ Stone many arc 
reckoned by tbe Pfayficians, of which tSSo my felf cou'd tHing 
a large Catalogue, but rather lesfc it to thofe who are expert 
in ttut art ( the fame courfe is to be taken for the Gout, for 
which purpofe I do much commend the bathing of childrtna legs 

and 
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80^ fi^t in the water wherein Smyths qqench tbeir iron, as alia 
water wherein allom hath been infiifed, or boyled, as alfo the 
deco&ion of Juniper-berries, Bayberries, Chamedris, Chamoepetis, 
which baths alfo are good for thofe that are hereditarily fub- 
jeA to the Palfie, for thefe things do much ftrengthen the 
finews } as alfo Olium Caftorij, and Succoni, which are not to be 
ufed without advice : They that are alfo fubjeft to the Spleen 
from their anceftors ought to ule thofe herbs that are fpleneticks, 
and thofe that are troubled with the Falling Sicknefs with Ce- 
phaniqueii of which certainly I Oiou'd have had need but for 
the purging of my ears abovementioned. Briefly what difeafe 
foever it be that is derived from Anceftors of either fide, it 
will be Deceflary iirft to give fuch medicines to the Nxirfe as 
may make her ftiilk efl^ftual for thofe purpofcs, as alfo after- 
wards to give unto the Child it felf fuch fpecifique remedies as 
his a^ and con^tution will bear : I cou*d fay much more upoa 
this point, as having del^hted ever in the knowledge cS herbs, 
plants and gums, and in few'words the hiftory of Nature, lit 
fb much that coming to Apothecaries fliops, it was my ordi* 
nary manner when I looked upon the. bills filed up, containing 
the Phyficians prcfcriptioos, to tell every man's difeafe i howbeic 
I fiiall not prefume in thefe particulars to prefcribe to my pof- 
ttrity, 'tho I believe I know the beft receipts for ahnoft all dif* 
cafes, but fhall leave them to the expert Fhyficiaos, only I will 
recommend again to my pofterity the curing Of hereditary dtfeafes 
in the very infancy, fihce otherwife without much difficulty they 
vrill never be cured* 

5 "When 
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- \^'hen chilclren go to fchool they Ihou'd have one to attend 
them who may take care of their manners as welt as the School* 
mafter doth of their learning, for among boys all vice is eafily 
)caroed».and here I cou'd wifh it conftantly obferved that neither 
the mafter fliou'd correct him for faults of his manners, nor his 
governor for manners, for the faults in his learning. After the 
Alphabet is taught, I like well the Ihorteft and cleareft Gram* 
mars, and fuch books into which all the Greek and Latin words 
arc feverally contrived, in which kind one Comenus hath given 
an example: this bong done it wou'd be much better to pro- 
ceed with Greek authors than with Latin, for as it is as cafy to 
kara at firft the one as the other, it wou'd be much better to 
give the firft impfeflions into the child's memory of thofe things 
which are more rare than ufual : therefore 1 wou'd have them 
begin at Greek firft, and the rather that there is not that art in' 
the world wherein the Greeks have not excelled and gone be- 
fore other* \ lb that when you look upon Fhitofophy, Agronomy, 
Machematicks, Medicine, and briefly all learning, the Greeks have 
exceeded all Nations. When he Iholl be ready to go to tht 
yniverfity, it will be fit alfo his governor for manners go along 
with him, ic being the frail nature of youth as they grow t« 
ripencfs in age to be more enable of doing ill, unlets thew 
manners be well guided, and themfelves by degrees habituated in 
Tcrtue, with which if once they acquaint themfelves they will 
find more pleafuie in it than ever they can do in vice, fince 
every body loves vertuoiu perfons, whereas the vitious do fcarce 
love one another; for this purpofe it wilt be neceflary that you 
keep the company of grave, learned men, who are of good re* 

putatioot, 
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putation, uid hear rather what thcjr (sfi whI foiBcm what tficy 
do» than follow tlie wamples of young, wild and raSi pcribm, 
«nd ceruinly of thofe two parts which are to be acquired 'm 
youth, whereof one is goodne& and vcrtoom tnanncts, the other 
learning and knowledge, I ihall fo much prefer the fiifi before 
the Second, as I ihall ever dunk vercue accompanied with or* 
dinary difcretion will make his way bencr both co happ(ae& ia 
this w<»-Id and the next, than any puff'd knowledge which vmubi 
€Ma£i hint to be iafidenc and vain glorious, or minifter as it 
were -amu and advantages to him ibr dcnng a mifdiief, to that 
it is picp thtit widaed diipofuions fliou'd have knowledge n 
«cuatc their ill inieiinaas, or oourage to maincain them, that fors- 
citude which ibou'd defend all a man's Tcitoes being nerer well 
imployed to defend his human, paffions, or vices. I do not 
approve for dder brothers diat oourfe t^ fludy which a osdi> 
Mtiy ufed aa the Uruvcrfity, which is, if dtcir pancKB perchance 
intend they fliall ftay there finir or five yean, to inqiloy die 
ttid time as if they meant to proceed Mafters of Art and Doc- 
Mcs in &>tnc Science, ibr wkidi purpofe their mton commonlj 
^end much time in toachi^ them the fobtilities of Lt^ck* 
Vihioh as it is ufuaUy .pmdUced, enables them fat litde more Chan 
tt> be <iioellent wranglen, wbidi arc tho it may be tolerabie in 
a aKVoenary Lawyer, I cao. by m aneans comtacnd in a ibber 
ted wotl govcitn'd gentlenum. I apprave much thofe parts of 
Lei^ck which icach mea to deduce shdr frctA from finn and 
mdoubted principles, and ihow men to diftiagiBfli betwaec tnidi 
and fiaUbood, and hdp lihem m difcovcr fallacies, ic^dafmcs, and 
^t which the Schoolnua call vitnui atgamentniaM, conoecBiag 

which 
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wluch I fliall not here enter into a long difcourfe. So much of 
Logick as may fcnre for this purpofe being acquired, fome good- 
film of Fhilofophjr may .be learned,' which may ceach him both' 
die ground of the Platonick. and Ariftotelian Philofophy. After, 
which ic will not be sara& to rdad the Idea Mcdicinae Philofo- 
phicac, written by Severnius Danus, there being many things 
MMifiderable concerning the Paracelfiao principles written in that' 
book which are 'hot to. be found in former writers'^ it will noc 
be amifs alfo to read over FranciTcus Patridus and- Tilefins, who 
have examined and contraverted the ordinary Peripatetick doc- 
trine, all which may be pcrform*d in one year, that term being 
enough for Philofophy as I conceire, and fix months for JLo-, 
gick, for I am con&dcnt a man may have quickly more than 
he needs of thefc two arts, Thefe being attain'd, it will be re- 
quifite to ihidy Geography with cxaftncfs, fo much as may' 
teach a man the fituation of all countries in the whole world, 
together with which it will be fit to learn fbmething concerning 
the Governments, Manners, Religions either ancient or new,, as 
alfo the interefts of States and Relations in amity, or ftrcngth 
in which they ftand to their neighbours ; it will be neceJTary alfo 
at the fame time to leam the ufe of the Cacleftial Globe, the ftu- 
dies of both Globes being complicated and joined together. I 
do not conceive yet the knowledge. of judicial Aftrology fo ne- 

. celEuy, but only for general predidionsi particular events being 
ndther inunded by nor coUeAed out of the Surs. It will be 
alio fit to learn Arithmetick and Geometry in fome good mea- 

. fan, but efpecially Arithmeuck, it. being moll ufeful for many

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tongue to come out of his mouth, and his whole head 6nally 
exceeding its natural proportion, in fo much that his Phyfirians 
likewife left him ; I prcfcribed to him the decoftion of two diu- 
retique Rootes, which after he had drank four or five days, he 
urin'd in that abundance that his head by degrees returned to 
it's ancient figure, and all other f^nes of health appeared, where- 
upon alfo he wrote 2 letter to me that he was fo fuddenly and 
perfeaiy reftored to his former health, that it fcemed more like 
a miracle than a cure j for thofe are the very words in the 
letter he fent me. 1 cured a great lady in London of an iffiie 
of Blood when all the Fhylltians had given her over, with lb 
eafy a Medicine that the lady herfelf was aftonilhed to find the 
effects thereof. I con'd give more examples in this kind, but 
thefe Ihall fulfice } I will for the reft deliver a rule I conceive 
for finding out the bcft receipts not only for curing all inward but 
outward hurts, fuch as are Ulcers, Tumors, Contufions, Wounds, 
and the like : you muft look upon all Fhartnacopana's ot * Anti- 
dotaries of fevcral Countries j of which fort I have in my Li- 
brary the Pharmacopaeia LontJinenfis, Parifienfis, Araflrlodamen- 
fis, that of -j- Quercfetau, Bauderoni, Renadeus, Valeritis ScordUK, 
Pharmacopaeia Colonienfis, Ai^ftana, Venetiana, Voaonienfis, 
Florenttna, Romana, Meflanenfis ; in fome of which are t<^d not;

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only what the receipts there fct down are good for, but the dofes 
of them. The rule I here give is, that what all the faid Difpcn- 
fatories, Antidotaries, or Pharmacopaeias prefcnbe as efFe£tual 
for overcoming a Difeafe, is certainly good, for as they are fet 
fortli by the authority of the Phyfitians of thefe feveral Coun- 
tries, what they all ordain muft ncceflarily be eftcdual : but they , 
who will follow my advice (hall find in that little (hort Anti- 
doury called Amftelodamenfis not long fince put forth, almoft 
all that is neceflary to be known for curing of Difeafcs, Wounds, 
&c. There is a book called Aurora Medicorum very fit to be 
read in this kind. Among writers of Phyfick, I do efpecially 
commend after Hippocrates and Galen, :|: Fernelius, Lud. Merca- 
tus, and Dan. Sennertus, and Heurnius ; I cou'd name many more, 
but I conceive thefe may fuffice. As for the Chymique or 5pa- 
gyrique Medicines, I cannot commend them to the ufe of my 
pofterity, there being neither Emetique, Cathartique, Diaphore- 
uque, Diuretique Medicines extant among them, which are not 
much more happily and fafely pcrform'd by Vegetables j but 
hereof enough, fince I pretend no further than to give Ibme 
few dircaions to my pofterity. In the mean while I concdve 
. it b a fine Study and worthy a gentleman to be a good Bota- 
iiique> that fo he may know the nature of all Herbs and Plants,

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teing our Fellow Crcatares and made ■for the ufc <if Man } for 
which purpofc it will be fit for him to cull out of fome good 
Herbill all the Icones tc^;eriier with the defcriptiona of them, 
and to lay by thctnfdireB aH fudi as grow in Englaid, and af- 
terwards to felcft again fuch as ofaally grow by the highway- 
fide, in Meadows, by Rirers, or in Mwlhes, x>r in Corn-fields, 
or in dry and motmtainoas phces, or on Rocks, Walls, or in 
ihady places, fuch as grow by -the Sea-fide, for this being done, 
■and the faid Icones being ordinarily carried by ihemfrlres, or 
by their fervants, one may prefcntly -find out every Herb ?ie 
m e e t s withrfl, efpecially if the faid Flowers be truly colour'd. 
Afterwards it will not be amifs to diftin ga A by themfelves fuch 
Hcibs as are in Gardens and are exotiqxies, and are tranlplanted 
■Jiither. As for tlhofe plants which will not endure ■our Clime, 
tho the knowledge of them be worthy of a gentleman, and tbe 
rertwcs of them be fit to be learned, efpeciaHy if they be brought 
ever to a Dru^gift as medicin^, yet die Icones of ibcm arc 
not 'fo pertiacnt to be known as the former, unlefs it be where 
there Is leis danger of adukerating the -find mejHcaments, in

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frailty do interrupt this union by committing faults that make 
him uncapable of his everlafting Happinefs, it mil be fit by a 
ferious Repentance to expiate and emaculate thofe faults, and 
for the reft truft to the Mercy of God his Creator, Redeemer, 
and Freferver, who being our Father and knowing well in what 
a weak condition through infirmities we are, will 1 doubt not 
commiferate thofe TranrgreOions we commit when they arc done 
without defire to offend his Divine Majefty, and together re£li- 
fie our underftanding through his Grace, fince we comm(HiIy fia 
through no other caufe, but that we miftook a true good for' 
that which was only apparent, and fo were deceived by making 
an undue election in the obje£b propoJed to us, wherein tho it 
wiir be fit for every man to confefs that he hath ofl^nded an 
Infinite Majefty and Power, yet as upon better confideration he 
finds he did not mean infinitely to ofiend, there will be jufi: 
rtafon to believe that God will not tnllift an infinite punifii-' 
ment upon him if he be truly penitent, fo that his Juftice may 
be faiisfied, if not with man's repientance yet at Icaft with fomc 
temporal punifiiment- here or hereafter, fuch as may be proper-- 
tionable to the ofience ; tho I cannot deny but when man wou'd 
infinitely offend God in a defpitefuU and contemptuous way, it 
will be but jufi: that he fuffer an infinite punifliment: but as I 
hope none arc fo wicked as to fin purpofedly and with an high 
hand agalnft the Eternal Majefty of God, fo when they Ihall 
commit any fins out of frailty, I fhall believe either that unlets 
they be finally Impenitent, and (as they fay fold ingenioufly 
over to Sin) God's Mercy wiU accept o£ their endeavours to 
return into a right way, and fo make their Peace with him by 
S all 
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all thcrfe good means that are poflible. Having thus recom- 
mended the learning of Moral Philofophy and praftice of Vcr- 
tue, as the moft neceflfary knowledge and ufefuU excrcife of 
man's life, I (hall obferve that even in the imploying of our 
Vertues, Difcretion is required, for every Vertue is not promif- 
cuoufly to be ufed, but fuch only as is proper for the prefent 
occafion. Therefore though a wary and difcrcet wifdom be moft 
wfitfuU where no imminent danger appears, yet where an enemy 
■draweth his fword againft you, you (hall have mofl: ufe of For- 
titude, prevention being too late, when the danger is fo prelTing. 
On the other fide there it no occafion to ufe your Fortitude 
againft wrongs done by women or children, or ignorant perfons, 
that I may fay nothing of thofe that are much your fuperiors, 
who arc magiftrates &c. fince you might by a difcrect Wifdom 
have declined the injury, or when it were too late to do fo, you 
may with more equal mind fupport that which is done, either 
by authority in the one or frailty in the other. And certainly 
to fuch kind of perfons Forgivenefs will be proper j in which 
kind I am confident no man of my time hath exceeded me : Ibr 
lh6 v^enlbever my honor hath been engaged, no man hath ever 
been more forward to hazard his life, yet where with my honor 
I eou'd forgire, I never ufed Reverse, as leaving it always to 
God, who, the lels I puniih mine enemies will inflift • fd much 

the 



• Xhtt is a wry tinchrflh'an mfon for pardoning our enemies, and 

«n ly no Bcms be properly caNed Forgiffencfs. Is it Forgivencfs to 

remit a ptiniftitnerrt, on the hope of it's being doubW ? One of the. moft 

exceptionable paflages in Shakefpear is the horrid reflei^ion of Hamlet, that 

G he 
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the more punilhment on them ; and to this Forgivencfs <^ oth«rs 
three Confiderarions have cfpecially invited me. 

1. That he that cannot forgive others, breaks the bridge 
over which he muft pafs himfclf, for every man had need to 
be forgiven. 

2. That when a man wants or comes Hiort of an intire and 
accomplifh'd Vertue, our defedb may be fupplied this way, fince 
the forgiving of evil deeds in others amounteth to no Icfs than 
Vertue in us : that therefore it may be not unaptly called the 
paying our debts with another Man's money. 

3. That it is the molt neceflary and proper work of every 
man, for 'tho when I do not a jult thing, or a charitable, or 
a wile, another man may do it for me, yet na man. can forgive 
my enemy but myfcif, and thefe have been the chief motives fot 
which 1 have been ever inclined to Forgivenefe; whereof th6 
I have rarely found other eSeSt than that my Servant*, Tenants, 
and Neighbuurs have thereupon more frcque^ly offended me, 

he wUi not kill the King at his prayers, Icfl be fend' him to Heaven.—— 
and Ji am I rivtHgtdf Such fcntiments fhou'd alwajs be marked and 
condemned, efpccially in authors, who certainly do not mean to preach 
up Malice and Revenge. His Lordflup's other rcafons are better founded* 
tho* ftilL felfifli. H« does not appear a humane philol(:4>her, till he owns 
that he continued to forgive, tho* he found that it encouraged new inju-* 
ties. Th^ beauty of Virtue confijh in doing right tho' to ooe't owiv 
prgu^ce.

yet at lealt I have had within me an inward Peace and ComfbrC 
thereby, fince I can truly fay, nothwig ever gave my mind more 
cafe than when I had forgiven my enemies, which freed nje 
from many Cares and FcrturbadonS} which otherwife wou'd have 
inolefted me. 

And this likewife brings in another Rule concerning the ufe 
of Vertues, which is, that you are not to ufe Juilice where Mercy 
Is moH proper, as on the other fide a foolifh Pity is not to 
be pr^err'd before that which is juft and neceflary for good 
Example. So likewifc Liberality is not to be ufed where Par- 
eimony or Frugality is more requifitet as on the other fide ic 
will be but a fordid thing in a gentleman to fpare where ex- 
|>ending of money wou'd acquire unto him Advantage, Credit^ 
or Honor ; and this Rule in general ought to be practiced, that 
the Vertue requifite to the occafion is ever to be produced, at 
the mOft opportune and neceiTary. That therefore Wifdom is 
the Soul of all Vertues, giving them as unto her members life 
and motion, and fo necefliuy in every action, that whofoever by- 
the benefit of true Wifijom m^es ule of the right Vertue, on 
all emergent occaGons, I dare fay would never be confi:rain'd to 
have recourfe to Vice, whereby it appears that every Vertue is 
not to be Employed indifferently, but that only which is proper 
for the bufinefs in queftion ; among wluch yec Temperance feems 
fb univerlally requifite, that fome part (^ it at leaft-will be a ne~- 
c^ary ingredient in all human aAions, fince there may be an 
excefs even in Religious Worfliip, .at thofe times when oth^r 
Duties are required at our hands. After all, moral Vertues are 
G 2 learned 
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fcamed and direfted to the fervice and glory of God, as the 
principal end and ufe of theni. 

It vou*d be fit that fome time be fpent in learning Rbeto^ 
rick or Oratory, to the intent that upon all occafions you may 
cxprefs yourfelf with Eloquence and Grace ; for as it is not 
enough for a man to have a Diamond unkf4 it is poli(h<;d and 
cut out into it's due angles, and a Foyle be fet underneath, 
whereby it may the better tranfinit and vibrate it's native Luftre 
and Rays ; fo it will aot be fufficient for a man to have a ^ac 
Underftanding in all Matters, unlcfs the faid Undcrftapding be 
not only poliilied and clear, but undcrG:c and hotpen a little 
with thofe Figures, Tropes, and Colours which Rhetorick af- 
fords, where there is ufe of Perfwafion. I can by no mean* 
yet coaimetid an afie<5ted Eloquence, there being nothing fo pe- 
dantical, or indeed than wou'd give more fufpicion that the trutlk 
is not intended, than to ufe ovet-much the common forms pre- 
feribed in Schools. It is well laid by them, that there are two> 
Farts of Eloquence aecd&ry and recommeadabk ; one is, to fpe^ 
hard things ptainly» fo th«. when a knotty or intricate bufine& 
having no method vr coherence in it's parts fltall be preiented, it 
will be a lingular part of oratory to take, thofe parts afunder,. 
fee them together aptly, and fe exhibite them to the Underftand- 
ing. And this part of Rhetorick I much comnwDd to every- 
body, tfapic bcBig no true ufe of Speech but to make things, 
dear, pcrfpicuous and' manifefl^ which othenrife vou'd be pci> 
plex'd, donbtftiU and dilcure.

The other part (>f.Onitory is to fpeak common thing* inge*' 
nioufly or. yittily^tbore being no little vigor and force added 
to words, yihtn, th«y are dellVer'd in a neat and fine .w>yi and 
ibmcwhat out of.th^ ordinary road, common and dull Langu:^ 
relifhing more of the Clown than the GentlemaD. But herein 
alfo Affetftation mufl: be avoided, it being better for a man by 
a native. iin'd cleaF-l^to^ence to exi>re& hlififclf, tlian by thofc 
words which may fmeil either c^ the Lamp or Ink-horn -, fa that 
in general one may obfcrve diat men who fortify and u^old their 
. Speeches with ftrong and evident Reafons, have ever operated 
tnoie on die minda c»f the Atidttors, than thofe who haive madtf 
Rhccoricftl exctirllons. . ' 

It will be better {at a man who is doubtfuU of his pay to 
take an i^dinary 61v.er piece with it's due ftamp upon it, than 
an extraordinary gutlded piece which may percbance contain a 
|tafer metftl under it : sftd prefer a wcU-iarour'd wholefome woman 
*dt6 with a uvmy complexion, bcfinc a beiineared and punted 

&CC. 

It ii a generic note, iliat a nnn*9 'Wk a he& fliewcd kl 
his Anfwer, and his Vakmr in his Defence, that tlwrefore as men 
kam in Fencing how to waid ;dt blows and thrufts, which ara 
or caa be, made .agablk. hno, ia it will be ficmg to dcb»e 
and refotve before hand wbat yon are- id ^y 6r do «poa my 
affronc given you, leaft otherwife yoo fliouM be furprittd. Ari- 
ilotle hath written a book of Rhetorick, a work in my opiniotk 
HOC inferior to his belt pieces, whom therefore with Cicero de 
1 J Oratore* 
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Oracore, as alfo Qumtilian, you may read for your inftrudion 
bow to fpeak, Dekhw of which two yet I can think fe ejcaft in 
their Orations but that a middle ftile will be of more efficacy^ 
Cicero in my opinion being too long and tedious, and Quintilian 
too thort and concile. 

Having thus by Moral Philofophy enabled yourfelf to all that 
Wifdom and Goodnefs which ii requifite to direct you in all 
your particular A^ons, it will be fit now to think how you 
are to behave yourfelf as a publick perfon, or member of the 
Common Wealth and Kingdom wherein you live, as alfo to look 
into thofe Principles and Grounds upon which Government b 
framed, it being manifeft in nature that the wife doth eafily go- 
vem the foolifli, and the ftrong mailer the weak ; fo that he 
that cou'd attain moil: Wifdom- and Power, wou'd quickly rule 
his fellows -, for proof whereof, one may bbferve that a King ia 
fick during that time the Phyficians govern him, and in day of 
Battle an expert General appomts the King a place in which 
he fhall ftand, which was anciently the office of the Conftables 
de France. In Law alfo the Judge is in a fort fupeiiour ta 
his King as long as he judgeth betwixt him and his people. In 
Divinity alfo he, to whom the King commits the charge of his 
Confcience, is his fuperiour in that particular. All which Inftances 
may fufficlcntly prove, that in many cafes the wifer governs or 
commands one lefs wife than himfelf, unlefs.a willfull Obftinacy 
be. interpofed ; in which cafe recourfe muft be had to Strength 
where Obcdieiue is nccei^ry, 

i: The 
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The Exercties I chiefly ufed, and moft recommend to my 
pofterity, were ridit^ the Great Horie and Fencing, in which 
Arts I had excellenc mafters, EogliQi, French, and Italian; a» 
for Dancing I cou'd never find leafure enough to learn it» as 
imploying my mind alwaya in acquiring of fome Art or Science 
more ulefuU, ho.wbeit L fliall wijb thefe three Exercifes^ learned in 
this order > . , 

That Dancing may be learned Brft, as that which doth falhiott 
the body, gives one a good Prefence in and Addrefs to all 
Companies, fince it difpofetb the Limbs to a kind of Souplefle 
(as the Frenchmen call it) and- Agility* in fo much as they feetn' 
to have the ufe of their Legs, Arms, and Bodies, more than 
any others, who (landing fliff and ftark in their poftares, feent 
as if they were taken in their joyots, or had not the perfeft nfe 
of their Members. I fpcak not this yet as if I wou'd have a 
Youth never fUnd ftill in Company, but only that when he hath 
occalion to (bir, his Motions may be comely and gracefully that- 
he may learn to know how to come in and go out of a Room 
where Comp«iy is, how to make Courtefies handfomely, accord- 
ing to the feveraV degrees of Perfons he (hall encounter, how to-, 
put off and hold his Hat, all which and many other things which-' 
become men are taught by the more accurate. Daacing-maftera ia 
France. 

The neiEt Exerctle a young man ihou'd liiarn- (but not b^ore he 
is a eleven or twelve years of age) is Fencing : for the attaining; 
«f which the Frenchman's Rule is excellent^ Bon pied Bon oraV 
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by which tp t«ich men how fer they may ftrotch «ut their F«t 
when they >vou'4 triak« a Thniftagunft their Enemy, leaft either' 
0iou'<ji qveri1|ri(k thetnfalvca, or not ftridtng far enough fail to 
brinfg th« point of chck wei^ion home : tho ieconi part of his 
Pirei^iQn sdvifeth the Scholar to keep a Bxt Eye upwi the point 
<^ hit &Kniies Sword, to the intent he may both puc by-or ward 
the Blows and Thrufts made againft him, and together dtreft ehe- 
poinc of his Sword upon fome pare of his Enemy, that lieth naked 
and opw CO him. 

The good Fencii^-mafteri, in France e^ecislly, when they 
prefent a Foyle or Fleuret ^ their Seh<Jars, tdl him it hath two 
Farts, Qoe of vliich he calleth the Fori or ftrong, and the other 
the Foybk or veak; with the Fort or ftroftg, which extends- 
from the part of the hilt next the Sword about a third pare of 
the whole length, thereof he teacheth his Scholars to defend tfiem- 
felvea, anl put. by and iM»d Uk Thrufts and Blows of his Ehc- 
nsy, and wkfa tho other two third parts to iirike or thruft as 
he fball fee occafion ; which Rule alfo teacheth how to ftrike or 
thmft high c kkw as his Enemy doth, and bricBy to take his 
MeafiiK aod Tiaie Ufun hit Adver&rie's Motion», ' whereby he' 
may both ^fond hunielf or o&nd Ws Adverfary, of which I- 
have had inwti «perimcaG and U& both in the Fleuret, or Foylc, 
as alfo when I fought In good earneft with many perfons at one 
and the fame time, as will appear in the fcquell of my Life, 
And iivleed I think I Ihall not fpeak vain gloriouHy of myfelf, 
if I hy that no man undecftood the ufe of his weapon hotter than 
I did, or bach niore dcjctcroufly prevailed bimfelf thereof on all 

occafions ; 
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occaGons ; fmce I found no man cou'd be hurt but through Tome 
error in Fencing. 

I fpent much time alfo in learning to ride the Great Horfe, 
that creature being made above all others for the fervice of man, 
as giving his Rider all the Advant^es of which he is capable* 
while fometimes he gives him Strength, fometimes Agility or 
Motion for the overcoming of his Enemy, in fo much that a 
good Rider on a good Horfe, is as much above himfelf and 
others, as this world can • make him ; the Rule for graceful! 
Riding is, that . a Man hold his Eyes always betvnxt the two 
Ears, and his Rod over the left Ear of his Horfe, which he 
is to ufe for turning him every way, helping himfelf with his 
left Foot, and Rod upon the left part of his Neck, to make his 
Horfe turn on the right Hand, and with the right Foot and 
help of his Rod alfo (if needs be) to turn him on the left 
Hand, but this is to be ufed rather when one would make a 
Horfe underfland thefe Motions, than when he is a ready Horle, 
the Foot and Stirrup alone applied to either Shoulder being fuf- 
ficient, with the help of the Reins Ki make him turn any way: 
that a Rider thus may have the ufe of his Sword, or when it 
is requifite only to make a Horfe go fidewards, it will be enough 
to keep the Reins equal in his Hand, and with the flat of his 
Leg and Foot together, and a touch upon the Shoulder of the 
Horfe with the Stirrup to m^e him go fideward dther way, 
without either advancing forward or rtturning backwards. 

H , i The 
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The moft ufcfuU Aer as the Frenchmen term it, is Territerr ^ 
the Courbettes, Cabrioes, or un pas et un fault, being fitter for 
Horfes of Parade and Triumph than for Souldiers, yet I can- 
not deny but a Demivolte with Courbetees, fo that they be not 
too high> may be ufefull in a Fight or Meflee, for as Labroue 
hath it in his book of Horfemanfhip, MonGeur de Montmorency 
having, a Horfe that was excellent in performing the Demivolte, 
did with his Sword ftrike down two Adverfaries from their 
Horfes in a Tournay» where divers of the prime Gallants of 
France did nKCt; for taking his time when the Horfe was in 
the height of bis Courbette, and difcharging a blow, then his 
Sword fell with fuch weight and force upon the two Cavaliers 
one after another, that he ftruck them from their Horfes to the 
ground. 

The manner of fighting a Duel on horfeback I was taught 
thus; we had each of us a reafonable Riff riding Rod in our 
Hands about the length of a Sword, and fo rid one againlt 
the other, be as the more expert fat Itill to pals me and then 
to get behind me, and after to turn with his right Hand upon 
my left Side with his Rod, that fo he might hit me with the 
point thereof in the Body, and he that can do this handfomely 
is fure to overcome his Advertary, it being impoflible to bring 
bis Sword about enongh to defend himfelf or offend the affiiyl- 
ant ; and to get this advantage, which they call in French, Gag> 
ner la Crouppe, nothing is fo ufefull as to make a Horfe t« 
go only fideward 'till his Adverfary be paft him, fincc he will 
X bj 
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by this means avoid his Adverfary's blow or thruft> and on a 
fuddain get on the left Hand of his Adver^ry in the manner 
I formerly related : but of this Art let Labroue and • Pluvinel be 
read, who are excellent matters in that Art, of whom I muft 
xonfefs I learned much, 'tht to fpeak ingenioufly my breaking 
two or three Colts, and teaching them afterwards thofe Aers of 
which they were moft capable, taught me both what I was to 
do, and made me fee mine Errors, more than all their Pre- 
cepts. 

To make a Horfe fit for the Wars and emboldea him againft 
all Terrors, thefe Inventions are ufcfuU, to beat a Drum out 
of the Stable firft and then ^e him his Provender, then beat 
a Drum in the Stable by degrees, and then give him his Pro- 
vender upon the Drum : when he is acquainted herewith fufiici- 
ently, you muft flioot off a Piftol out of the Stable, before he 
hath his Provender j then you may (hoot ofi" a Piftol in the Stable, 
and fo by degrees bring it as near to him as you can till he be 
acquainted with the Piftol, likewife remembring ftill after every 
fliot to give him more Provender : You muft alfo caufc his Groom 
to put on bright Armour, and fo to rub his Heels and drefs

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•him: You muft alfo prcfent a Sword before him in the fiiid 
Armour, and when you have done give him ftill fome more Pro- 
vender: Laftly his Rider muft bring his Horfc forth into the 
open Field where a bright Armour muft be faftned upon a Stake, 
and fct forth in the lilcenefs of an armed man as much as 
poflible, which being done, the Rider muft put his Horfe on 
-'till he make him not only approach the faid Image, but throw 
it down, which being done, you muft be fure to give him fome 
Provender, that he may be encouraged to do the like againft an 
Adverfary in Battle. It will be good alfo that two men do hold 
up a Cloak betwixt them in the Field, and then the Rider to pur 
the Horfe to it 'till he leap over, which Cloak alfo they may 
riufe as they fee occafion, when the Horfe is able to leap fo high. 
You ftiall do well alfo to ufe your Horfe to Swimming, which you 
may do either by trayltng him after you at the tail of a Boat, 
in a good River, holding him by the Head at the length of the 
Bridle, or by putting a good Swimmer in a linnen Waiftcoat and 
Breeches upon him. 

It will be (it for a Gentleman aHb to learn to Swim, unlefs 
he be given to Cramps and Convulfions; howbcit I muft coi> 
fefs in my own particular that I cannot Swim, for as I was 
once in danger of drowning by learning to Swim, my mother 
upon hcf blefling charged me never to learn Swimming, telling 
me further, that flic had heard of more drowned than laved by 
it, which reafon 'tho it did not prevail with me, yet her Com- 
jiiandment did. It will be good alfo for a Gentleman to learn to 
Leap> Wreftle, and Vault on Horfcback» they being all of them 
I Qualities 
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Qiiatitics of great ufc. I do much approve likcwifc of Shooting 
in the Long Bow, as being both an healthfull Exercife and ufefuU 
for the Wars, notwithftanciing all that our Firemen fpeak ag^nft 
it : for bring an hundred Archers againft fo many Mufqucttetrs, 
I fay if the Archer comes within his dillancc, he will not only 
make two Ihoots but two hits for one. 

The Exereifcs I do not approve of are Riding of Running 
Horfes, there being much Cheating in that kind, neither do I 
fee why a brave man fhou'd delight in a Creature whofe cheif 
ufc is to help him to run away. I do not much like of Hunt- 
- ing Horfes, that Exercife taking up more time than can be (pared 
from a man ftudious to get Knowledge : It is enough therefore 
to know the Sport if there be any in it, without making it 
an ordinary praAice : and indeed of the two Hawking is the 
better, becaufe Icfs time is fpent in it: and upon thefe terms 
alfo I can allow a little Bowling, fo that the Company be choice 
and good. 

The Exerci(cs I wholy condemn, are Dicing and Carding, 
efpecially if you play for any great fum of Money or fpend 
any time in them, or ufc to come to meetings in Dicing-houfes, 
where Cheaters meet and cozen young Gentlemen of all theiF 
Money. I cou'd fay much more concerning all thefe points of 
Education, and particularly concerning the difcreet Civility which 
is to be obferved in Communication either with Friends or 
Strangers, but this Work wou'd grow too big, and that many 

Precepts 
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Precepts conducing thereunto may be had in Guazzo de la Civile 
Converfation and Galetcus de Moribus. 

It wou'd alfo dcferve a particular Lefture or Recherche, how 
one ought to behave himfelf with Children, Servants, Tenants 
and Neighbours; and I am confident that Precepts in this Point 
will be found more ufefuU to young Gentlemen, than all the 
Subtilities of Schools : I confefs I have collctted many things to 
this purpofe, which I forbear to fct down here, becaufe (if God 
grant me Life and Health) I intend to make a little Treatire 
concerning thefe Points; I fliall return now to the Narration of 
mine own Hiftory. 

When I had attained the 'age betwixt i8 or 19 years, my 
mother together with my felf and wife removed up to London, 
where we took houfe and kept a greater family, than became 
either my mother's widow's Eftate, or fuch young beginners as 
we were, efpccially fmce fix brothers and three fifters were to be 
provided for, my father having made either no Will or fuch an 
imperfefl, one, that it was not proved. My mother 'tho (he 
had all my fathcr*s Leafes and Goods which were of great 
value, yet Ihe defired me to undertake that burthen of providing 
for my brothers and fifters, which to gratify my mother as 
well as thofe fo near me, I was voluntarily content to provide 
thus far as to give my fix brothers thirty pounds a piece yearly 
during their lives, and my three fifters 1000/. a piece, which 
Portions married them to thofe I have above-mentioned ; my 
younger fifter indeed might have been married to a far greater 

fortune. 
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fortune, had not the overthwartnefs of fome Neighbours inter- 
rupted it. 

About the year of our Lord 1 600 I came to London, fhortly 
after which the attempt of the Earl of EfTex related in our Hiftory 
followed, which I had rather were feen in the writers of that 
Argument, than here. Not long after this, Curiofity rather than 
Ambition brought me to Court} and as it was the manner of 
thofe times for all men to kneel down before the great Qucea 
Elizabeth who then reigned, I was likewife upon my knees in 
the Prefence Chamber when 0ie pafled by to the Chappcl at 
Whitehall. As foon as Ihe faw me fhe ftopt, and fwearing her 
ufual Oath demanded, who Is this ? Every body there prefent 
koked upon me, but no man knew me, 'till Sir James Croft, a 
Penfioner, finding the Queen flayed, returned back and told who 
I was, and that I had married Sir William Herbert of St. Gillian's 
daughter: the Queen hereupon looked attentively upon nhe, and 
fwearing again her ordinary Oath, faid it is pity he was married 
(b young, and thereupon gave her hand to kifs twice, both times 
gently clapping me on the cheek, I remember little more of 
myfelf, but that from that rime untill King James's coming to 
the Crown, I had a fon which died (bortly afterwards, and that I 
intended my Studies ferioufly, the more I learnt out of my Books^ 
adding {till a defire to kilow more. 

King James being now acknowledged King, and coming tx>> 
wards London, I thought fit to meet his Majcfty at Burley near 
Stanford ; Ihortly after I was made Koight of the Bath, with the 

ufiial 
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lifual Ceremonies belonging to that ancient Order. I cou*d tell 
how much my Perfon was commended by the Lords and Ladies 
that came to fee the Solemnity then ufcd, but I (hall flatter my 
fclf too much if I believed it, 

I muft not forget yet the ancient Ciiflom, being that fome prin- 
cipal Perfon was co put on the right Spur of thofe the King had 
appointed to receive that dignity j the Earl of Shrewsbury feeing 
my Efquire there with my Spur in his hand, voluntarily came to 
me and faid* Cozen, I believe you will be a good Knight and 
therefore I will put on your Spur, whereupon after my moft 
humble thanks for fo great a favour, I held up my leg againft 
the wall, and he put on my Spur. 

There is another Cuftom likewile, that the Knights the firft day 
wear the gown of fome Religious Order, and the night follow- 
ing to be bathed i after which they take an Oath never to fit 
ID place where Injuftice ftiou'd be done, but they Ihall right it 
to the uttermoft of their power, and particularly Ladies and . 
Gentlewomen that fhall be wronged in their Honour, if they de- 
mand Alliftance, and many other Points, not unlike the Ro- 
mances of Knight Errand. 

The fecond day to wear Robes of Crimfon Taffiu (in which 
habit I am punted in my Study) and fo to ride from St. James's 
to Whitehall with our Efquires before us, and the third day 
t» wear a Gown of Purple Sattin, upon the left Sleeve whereof 
is £ilhied certain Strings weavcd of white Silk and Gold tied in 

a knot.

i koot, and ta0clb Co it of the fame, vtuch all the Knights are 
Qbliged to wear until! thef have dqne fomething famous io Arms, 
OT *till fome Lady of Honour take it off^ and £iften it on her 
Sleeve, faying t will anfwer he Ihall prove a good Knight. I 
had not long worn this String but a principal Lady, of the 
Court, and certainly in moft men's opinion, the handfomeft *, 
took mine off, and faid fhe wou'd pledge her Honor for mine} 
I do not name this Lady becaufe fome paff^^es happened after- 
wards which oblige me to Silence, 'tho nothing cou'd be julUy 
laid to her prejudice, or wrong. 

Shortly after this I intended to go with Charles Earl of Not- 
tingham the Lord Admiral, who went to Spain to take the 
King's Oath for confirmation of the Articles of Peace betwixt 
the two Crowns ; howbeit by the Induftry of fome near me, who 
deiired to ftay me at home, I was hindred, and inftead of going 
that Voyage, was made Sheriff of Montgpmeryftiire, concerning 
which I will fay no more, but that I beftowed the place of under 
Sheriff, as alfo other places in my gifts freely, without either 
taking Gift or Reward -, which Culktm alfo I have obferved 
throughout the whole courfe of my Life ; in fo much that when 
I was Ambaflador in France and might have had great Prelents, 
'which f<H7ner Ambafladors accepted, for domg lawfull Courtefies 
to Merchants and others, yet no gratuity, upon what terms focver, 
cou'd ever be faA*ned upon me. 

* It is impoffible perhaps at this diftancc of time to afccrtsln who this 
tady was, bat there is no doubt of it being the fame perfon mentioned 
•ftcrwardt, whom be calk Ac Faireft of her time. 

I This 
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This publick Duty did not hinder mc yet to follow my belovrnt 
Studies in a Country Life for the moll part ; *thd ibnietimes alfo 
1 re&rted to Court, without yet that I had any Ambition there, 
and much lefs was tainted with thc^e corrupt Delights incident to- 
the times: fbr living with n:vy wife in all conjugall Loyalty for 
the fpace of about ten years after my Marriage, 1 wholy dccUnetJ 
the Allurements and Temptatioos whatfoever, which might iiv^ 
cline me to violate my Marriage Bed. 

About the year i6o8 my two daughters, called Beatrice anj 
Florance, who lived not yet long after, and one fon Richard 
being born, and come ftf fo much matxmty, that 'tho in their 
meer Childhood they gave no little hopes of tbemfelves for the 
future time, I called them all before my wife, demanding how 
Ihe liked them, to which Ihe anfwering, well j I demanded then 
whether Ihe was willing to do- fo much for them as I wou'd ; 
whereupon Ihe replying demanded what I meant by that, I told' 
her that for my part I was but young for a man^ and (he not 
old for a woman, that our Lives were in the hands of Godi 
that if he pleafed to call either of us away, that party which: 
remained might marry again, and have Children by fome other, 
to which our Eftates might be difpofcd ; for preventing whereof 
1 thought fit to motion to her, that if (he wou'd afilire upon 
the fon any quantity of Lands from 300/. a year to 1000/. F 
wou'd do the likej but my wife- not approving hereof, anfwer- 
ed in thefe exprefs words, that Ihe wou'd not draw the Cradle 
upon her head j whereupon I defiring her to advife belter upon; 
die bufinefs, and to take Ibme few days refpite for that purpole>. 
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file fecm'd to depart from mc not very well conanted. About 
a week or ten days afterwards, 1 demanded again what fhe 
thought concerntng the motion I made, Co which yet Ihe faid 
no more, but that fhe thought Ihe had already anfwered me fuf- 
ficiently to the point ; I told her then that 1 1hou*d make ano- 
-.ther motion to her, which was that, in regard I was too young 
to go beyond Sea before I married her, (he now wou'd give 
tn'e lesTC for a while to fee foreign Countries t howbeit if (he 
would alTure her landi as I wou'd mine, in the manner abore- 
iTttntioned, I wou'd never depart from her j flic anfwered that I 
icnew her mind before concerning chat pointy yet that (he ihou'd 
heforry I went, beyond Sea, never the lefs, if I wou'd needs 
go, (he coiild not help it. This, whether a Licence taken or 
^iven, lervcd my turn to prepare without delay, for a Journey 
beyond Sea, that fo I might fatisfy that Curiofity I long fmce 
iiad to Jeelfore^n Countrys : fo that I might leave my wife fo 
iittle difcontented as I coo'd, 1 left her not only Poftcriiy to re- 
new tlie family of the Herberts of St. Gillian's, according to 
her father's defire to inherit his Lands, but the Rents of all 
the Lands ike brought with her, referving mine own pardy to 
pay my brothers and filters Fordone, and defraying my charges 
abroad. Upon which terms, though I was forry to leave my 
infe, as having lived mofl honeftly with her all this time, I 
thought it no fuch unjuft ambition to attain the knowledge of 
foreign Countries, efpecially fmce I had in great part already at- 
tained the Languages, and that I intended not to fpend any long* 
time out of my Country. 

I t ■ Before 
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Before I departed yet I left her with child of a ion, chriftned 
afterwards by the name of Edward ■, and now coming to Court, 
I obtained a Licence to go beyond Sea, taking with me for my 
Conlpanion Mr. Aurelian Townfend, a gentleman that ipoke the 
'Languages of French, Italian and %>ani(h in great per&dion, 
and a man to wait in my chamber who fpoke French, two 
Lackeys, and three Horfcs. Coining thus to Dover, and pafliog 
the Seas thence to Calais, I journied without any memorabfe 
adventure, 'till I came to Fauxbourgx Sc Germans in Parii, 
where Sir Geoi^ Carew then Ambaflador for the King lived t I 
was kindly receiv'd by him, and often invited to his table. Next 
to his houle dwelt the Duke of Vantadour, who had married 
a daughter of MonGeur de Montmorency, grand Coneftable dc 
France i many vifits being exchanged between that Dutchds and 
the Lady of our Ambaflfador, it pleafed the Dutchels to invite 
me to her Other's houfe, at the Caftle o£ Merlou, bnng about 
24 mites from Paris : and here I found much welcome from that 
brave old * General, who being inform'd of my name, laid he 
knew well of what family I was, telling the firft notice he had 
of the Herberts was at the Siege of St. Quintcnce, where my 

grand- 

* HEwy de MbotmoreDcy. recond fon of the great Conlbble Anne d« 
Montmorency who wat killed at the battle of St. Denis 1567, and bro- 
ther of Duke Francit, another renowned Warrior and Statefmao. Henry 
wat no lefs diftinguilhed in both ca|>acitieE, and gained great glory, at the 
battles of Dreux and St. Denis. He was made Conftable by Henry 4th, 
Ibo' he cou'd neither read nor write, and died in the habit of St. Francis 
1^14. He was father of the gallant but unfortunate Duke Heniy, the 
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grandfather with a command of Foot under WiUiam Earl of 
Pembrook. was.. Faffing two" or three dayi here, it happened 
one evening that a daughter of the Dutchefs of about 10 or 
1 1 years of age, going one evening from the Caftle to walk in 
the Meadows, my felf with divers French Gentlemen attended 
her and fome Gentlewomen that were with her ; thb young Lady 
wearing a knot of Ribband on her head, a French Chevalier 
took it fuddainly and faftned it to his hatband ; the young hdy 
offended herewith demands her Ribband, but he refufmg to re- 
ftore it, the young Lady addrefling .herfelf to me, faid Monfieur, 
I pray get my Ribband from that gentleman; -hereupon going 
towards him, I courteoufty, with my hat in my hand, defu'cd 
him to do me the honor that I may deliver the Lady her 
Ribband or Bouquet agiun;. but he roughly anfwering me. Do 
you chink I will give it you, when I have refufed it to her? 
I replyed, nay then Sir I will make you rcftore it by force, 
whereupon alio putting on my hat and reaching at his, he to 
fave himlelf ran away, and after a long courfe in the Meadow 
finding that I had almoft overtook him, he turned (hort, and 
running to the young Lady was about to put the Ribband on 
her hand, when I feizing upon his arm, faid to the young Lady, 
it was I that gave ic Pardon me, quoth Ihe, it is he that gives 
it me : I faid then. Madam, I will not contradiA you, but if 
he dare fay that I did not conftrain him to give it, I will lighc 

laft of that illufinoui and ancient lijic, who took for their Motto, Dieu 
ijia au premier ChretJcxi I The Duchers of Ventadour, mentionetl above, 
Kuu Margaret, fecond daughter of the Cooflable, and wife of Anne de 
Iicvi Duke of Ventadour.

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■with him. The French gemlemap anfwered nothing thereunto 
for the prefent, ^d fo condufted the young Lady '■again to the 
Caftle. The next day I defired Mr. AureUan Townfcnd to teU 
the French Cavalier that either he muft confefs that I conftrained 
him to reftore the Ribband, or fight with me ; but the gentleman 
fceing him unwilling to accept of this Challenge, went out from 
the place, whereupon I following him, fome of the gentlemen 
that belonged to the Conftablc taking notice hereof acquainted 
him therewith, who fending for the French Cavalier, checked 
him wclt'for his Saucinefsj in taking the Ribb«id away from his 
grandchild, and afterwards bid him depart his houfe -, and this 
was all that I ever hiand of the gentleman, with whom I' pro- 
ceeded in that manner becaufe I thought my felf obliged there- 
unto by the oath • taken when I was made Knight oi the Bath, 
as I formerly related upon this occafion. 

J muft remember alfo that three other times I engaged my felf 
to challenge men to fight with' me, who I conceived had injured 
Ladies and Gentlewomen, one was in defence o( my cozen Sir 
Francis Newport's daughter, who was married to John Barker of 

• This Oath is one remnant «f a fuperfticiaas and romantic Age, which 
an Age, calling itfclf enlightened, ftill retains. The folemn fervice at the 
inveftiture of Knights, which has not the leaft connexion with any thing 
holy, is a piece of the fame profane Pageantry. The Oath being no long- 
er fuppofed to bind, it is ftrange mockery to invoke Heaven on fo trifling 
an occafion, Jt wouM be more ftrange if every Knight, like the too con- 
fcientious Lord Herbert, thought himfelf bound to cut a man's tkroat every 
time a Mifs lo& her topbiot !

fcnt him a challenge, which to this day he never anfwercd, and 
wou'd have beaten him afterwards* but that I was hindered by my 
vncie Sir Francis Nevporc 

I had another occafion -to challenge one Captain Vauj^an, who* 
I conceiv'd offered fome Injury to my fifter the Lady Jones o£ 
Abarmarlas : I fent him a Challenge which he accepted, the 
place between us being ^pointed beyond Greenwich, with fe- 
conds on both fides i hereupon 1 coming to the King's Head In 
Qreenwich, with intention the next morning to be in the place, 
I found the houfe bcfec with at leaft: an hundred perfons, p^tly 
fent by the Lords of the Privy Counfell, who gave order to 
apprehend me, I hearing thereof defired my fcrvant to brii^ my 
horfes as fax as he cou'd from my lodging, but yet within fighc 
of me i which being done, and ail this company coming to lay 
hold on me, I and my fecond, who was my cozen James Price 
of Hanachly, faltyed out o£ the doors, with our fwords drawn^ 
and in fptght of that multitude made our way to our horfes, 
where my ftrvant very honeftly oppofing himfelf agMnft thofc 
who wou'd have laid hands upon us, while we got up on horfe* 
back, was himfelf laid hold on by them, and evil treated, which 
I perceiving rid back again, and with my fword in my hand 
refcued him, and afterwards feeing him gee on horfeback, ctiarged 
them to go any where rather than to follow me ; riding afterwards-

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with my fecond to the place appointed, I found nobody there, 
which as I heard afterwards, happened becaufe the Lords of the 
CounlbU taking notice of this diSerence apprehended hini» and 
charged him in his Majefty's name not to fight with me, fmce 
otherwife I believed he wouM not have failed. 

The third that I queftioned in this kind was a Scotch gentleman, 
who taking a Ribband in the tike manner from Mrs, Middlemore 
A Maid of Honor," as was done from the young Lady above-r 
mentioned, in a back room behind Queen Ann's lodgings in 
Greenwich % fhe likewife defired me to get her the faid Ribband, 
I repaired as formerly to him in a courteous manner to demand 
it, but he reftifing as the French Cavalier did, I caught him by 
the Neck, and had almoft thrown htm down, when company 
came in and parted us % I offer*d likewife to fight with this gentle- 
man, and came to the place appointed by Hide-Park, but this 
alfo was interrupted by order of the Lords of the Counfell, and 
I never heard more of him. 

Thefe pa0ages tho different in dme 1 have related here to- 
gether, both for the fimilitude of Argument, and that it may 
appear how (triply I held my felf to my Oath of Knighthood i 
fince for the reft I can truly fay, that tho I have lived in the 
Armies and Courts of the greateft Princes in Chriftendom, yet I 
never had a quarrel with man for mine own fake, fo that althft 
in mine own nature I was ever cholerick iand hafty, ya I never 
without occaGon given quarrelled with any body, and as little 
.did any body attempt to give me of&nce, as having as clear a 

Reputation 
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Reputation for my Courage as whofoerer of my time. For my 
friends often I have hazarded my fclf, but never yet drew my fword 
for my own (aike fingly, as bateing ever the doing-of Injury, con- 
tenting my felf only to reient them when they were o&r'd me; 
After this digrefllon I fball rettu-n to my Hiftory. 

That brave Conftable in France teftifying now more than for- 
merly his r^rd of me, at his departure from Merlou to his 
fair houfe at Chantilly, five or fix miles diftant, faid he left 
that Caftle to be commanded by me, as alfo his Forefts and 
Chafes which were well ftored- with wild Boar and Stag, and that 
I might hunt them when I pleafed: He told me alfo that if I 
wou'd learn to ride the great Horfe, he had a Stable there of 
ibme fifty, the beft and choiceft as was thought in France, and 
that his Efcuyer called Monfieur de Dtfancour nor inferior to 
Fluvcoel or Labrove fhou'd teach me. I did with great thank- 
fullnefs accept his oScTy as being very much addided to the 
exercife of riding great Horfes} and as for hunting in his Fo- 
refts I told him I Oiould ufe it fparingly, as being dcfirous to 
preferve his Game; he commanded alfo his Efcuyer to keep a 
Table for me, and his Pages to attend me, the chief of whom 
was Monfieur de Mennon, who proving to be one of the beft 
Horfemen in France, keeps now an Academy in Paris i and here 
I flull recount a little paflage betwixt him and his mafter, that 
the inclination of the French at that time may appear, there 
being fcarce any man thought WOTth the kwking on^ that had 
not killed fome other in duell i 

K Mennoa 
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Mennon d^firiog to marry a neece of Monlieur I^&ncour, 
who it was thought fhou'd be his heir, was thus anfwered by 
him i Friend, it is not time yet to marry, I will tell you what 
you muft do i if you will be a brave man, you muft firft kill 
in fingle combat two or three men, then afterwards marry and 
ingendcr two or three children, or the World will neither have 
got nor loft by youj of which ftrange counfell Difancour was 
no otherwife the Author than as he had been an example at leaft 
of the former part, it being his fortune to have fought three or 
four brave duells in his time. 

And now as every morning I mounted the great Horfe, (o 
in. the afternoons I many umes went a Hunting, the manner of 
which was this : The Duke of Montmorency having given order 
to the Tenants of the Town of Merlou, and fome Villages ad- 
joyning, to attend me when I went a Hunting, they upon my 
SumnODns ufually repaired to thofe Woods where I intended to 
find my Game, with Drums and Mufquets, to the number of 60 
or So, and fbmetimes 100 or more perfons, -they entring the 
Wood on chat Gde with that noyfe, difcharging their pieces and 
beating their faid Drums, we on the other fide of the laid Wood 
having placed Maftiffs and Grey-Hounds to the number of 20 
oc 30, which Monficur de MontmOrcncy kept near his Caftle, 
eipefted thofe be^s they fiiou*d force out of the Wood j i^ Stags 
or Wild Boars came forth we Commonly fpared them parfuing 
only the Wolves, which were there in great number, of which 
are found two forts ; the Maftiff Wolf thick and fliort, th6 he 
cou'd not indeed run faft, yet wou'd fight with our Dogs } the 

.Grey- 
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Grey-Hound Wolf long and fwift* who many times efcaped our 
beft Dogs, 'dio when he were overtaken eafily killed by us, 
withouc making much refiftance ; of both thefe forts I killed di- 
vers with my fword, while I ftiyed thefe. 

One titiK atlb U was my fortune to kill & Wild Boar in this 
manner; the Boar being rouzed from his den fled before our 
Dogs for a good fpace, but finding them prels him hard turned 
iiis head ^ainft oiir Dogs, and hurt three or four of tlnitn Very 
'dango'ouQy, I came on Horfeback up -to him, and with my 
ftrord tbruft him twice or thrice without entring his fkin, the 
blade being not fo ftiff as it Ihou'd be } the Boar hereupon turn- 
ed upon me, and .much endangered my Horfe, which I perceiv- 
ing rid a little out of the way, and leaving my Horfe with 
my Lacky, return'd with my fword againft the Boar, who by 
this time had hurt more D(^s, and here happened a pretty 
kind of Fight, for when I thrull at the Boar fometimes with 
my fword, which in fome places I made enter, ^he Boar wou'd 
run at me, whofe Tufks yet by ftepping a little out of the 
way I avoided, but he then turning upon me, the Pog; came 
in, and drew. him off, fo that he fell upon them, which I per- 
ceiving ran at the Boar with my fword again, which made him 
turn upon me, but then the Dogs pulled him from me a^tn, 
while fo relieving one another by turns, we killed the Boar. 
At this Chace Monfleur Diftncour and Mennon were prefcnt, as 
■Mb Mr. Townfend, yet fo as they did endeavour, rather to 
withdraw me from than aOift me in the danger. Of which 
Boar ibme part being well feafoned and larded, ] prefented to 
K 2 . ,. my 
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my^ unkle Sir Francis NewpCHt ia Shroplhire, and finind moft 
excellenc in«ac 

Thus having paft a whole Summer, partljr in thefe exerctles, 
and partly in vifits of the Duke of Montmorency at his fm houfe 
in Chantilly, which for its extraordinary furaels and fituation I 
ihall here defcribe : 

A little River defcending irom fome higher grounds in a 
Country which was almt^ all his own* and falling at laft upon 
a Rock in the middle of a Valley, which to keep its way for- 
wards, it muft oa one or other fide theretrf' have declined. 
Some of the Anceftors of the Montmorencys to cafe the River 
c^ this labour, made divers Cbannek through this Rock to give 
it a free paflage, dividing the Rock by that means inra little 
Ilhtnds, iipon which hebiHk a great ftrong CaflJe, joyned ro- 
gether with Bridges, and fumpcuouOy fumtfhed with Han^ngs 
of Silk and Gold, rare Pidures and Statues i all which Build- 
ings united as I formerly told, were incompaffed about with 
Wacer, which was paved with Stone (thofe which were uled in 
the buikling of the Houle were drawn from thence). One 
might fee the huge Carps, Pike and Trouts, which were kept 
in fever^ divifions, gliding along the Waters very eafily, yet 
noting in my opinion added fo much to the glory of this 
Caftle as a Foreffc adjoyning clofe to it, and upon a level mth 
the HouTe ; for being of a very large extent, and fet thick both 
with tall Trees and Underwoods, the whole Foreft which was 
replenifhed with V/ild Boar, Stag, and Roe-Deer, was cut out 
5 iaxa 
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1nu> long Walks every vay, fo that althd the Dogs might fol- 
low their Chace through the Thickets, the Huntfmen might 
ride along the fud Walks, and meet or overtake their Game 
in fome one of them, they being cut with that Art, that they 
led to all the parts in the faid Foreft ; and here atfo I have 
hunted the Wild Boar divers times, both then and afterwards, 
when his fon the Duke of Montmorency fucceedcd him in the 
^fieinoa of that incomparable place. 

And there I cannot bm remember the dire£lion the Old Con- 
ftable gave me to return to his CafUe out of this adourable 
Labirinth, telling me I Ihou'd look upon what fide the Trees 
were rougheft and hardeft^ which being found I might be conH- 
dent that part ftood Northward, which being obferved I might 
cafily find the Eaft, as being on the right hand, aad fb guide 
my way home. 

How much this Houie, tc^ther ^ith the Foreft hath been 
valued by great Princes, may appear by two little Narratives I 
ib^l here infert : Charles the fifth the great Emperor, pafltng in 
the time of Franfoy the firft, from Sp^a into the Low Coun- 
treys by the way of France, was entertained for fome time in 
this Houfe, by a Duke of Montmorency who was likewife Cone- 
ftable de France, after he had taken this Palace into his oonfi- 
deration with the Forefts adjoyning, faid he wou'd wiltii^ly give 
one of his Provinces in dte Low Countreys for fuch a place, 
there being as he thought no where fuch a ficuadon. 

Henry 
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Henrjr the fourth alfo vra$ ddirous of this Houfe, and Ofier^d 
to exchange any df his Houles, with much more Lands than 
his Eftate thereabouts was wotth ; ta which the Duke df Mont* 
morency made this wary anfwer-, Sieur," k maifon eft it tous* 
mais que je fois le concierge : which in Englifh founds thus v Sir, 
the Houfe is yours, but gire me leave to keep it for you. 

When I had been at Mertou about fotne eight months, and 
attain'd as was thought the knowledge of Horfemanfliip, I came 
to the Duke of Montmorency at * St. Ilee, and after due thanks 
for his favours, took my leave of him to go to Paris, where* 
upon the good old Prince embracii^ m^, and calluig me ton, 
bid me farewell, afluring me neverthelefs he fhou'd be glad of 
any occafion hereafter to teftifie his Love and Efteem for me; 
telling me further, he fiiou'd come to Paris himfelf fhortly, where 
he hoped to fee me ^ from hence I returned to Merlou, where I 
gave Monfieur Difancour fuch a prefent as abundantly requited 
the charges of my Diet, and the pains of his Teaching. Bebg 
now ready to fet forth, a gentleman from the Duke of Mont- 
morency came to me, and told mc his mafter wou'd not let me 
g(> without giving me • prefent, which I might keep as an 
eameft of his aStOion ; whereupon alio a Genet, for which the 
Duke had fent exprefsiy into Spain, and which colt- him there 
500 Crowns, as I was told, was brought to me. The greatneti 
of this gift, together with other Courtdies receiv'd, did not s 
little trouble me, as not knowing then how to requite fhem.'

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I wotfcl hvrc ^TCD toy Hocfes I had there, which vrerc of great 
value to hioi, buc chat I thought them too mean a prcfent, but 
the Duke aUo fui^icAiag that I meant to do ib prevented me ; 
faying, that as I loved him, I fhou'd think upon no requital, 
while } ftay'd in France, but when I came into England, if I fent 
him a Marc that ambled naturally, I ihou'd much gratiBe him } 
I told the Meflenger I fhou'd ftrive both that way and every- 
way elfe to declare my thai^fullnels, and fo difmtft the Mefienger 
vith a good Reward. 

Coming now to Paris, through the recommendation of the Lord 
Ambaflador, I was receiv'd to the Houfe of that incomparable 
Schollar Jfaac Cawfabon, by whole learnM Converfation I much 
benefitted my felf, befides I did apply my felf much to know 
the ufe of my Arms, and to ride the great Horfc, playing on 
the Lute, and Singing according to the Rules of the French 
Maflers. 

. Sotnetimes alfo t wait to the Court of the French King, 
Henry the :fburth, who upon information of me in the Garden 
at the Twlerics, receivM me with all courtefie, embracing me in 
fab Arml^ and holding me fome while there. I went fometimes 
^fo to the Court of Queen Margaret at the Hoftel, called by her 
name ; and here I faw many Balls or Mafks, in all which it pleafed 
that Queen publickly to place me next to her Chair, not mthout 
the wonder of fome, and the envy of another who was wont to 
have that favour. I lliall recount one accident which happened 
while I was there. 

AU 
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AH tbii!^ being ready for the Ball, and ereiy one being 
in their place, and I my felf next to the Queen, expecting 
when the Dancers wou'd come in, one knockt at the door fome- 
vhat louder than became, as I thought* a very civil perfoaj 
when he came in, I remember there was a fuddun whifper 
among the Ladies, faying, Ceft Monfieur Bal^iy, or 'os Mon- 
fieur Balagny ; whereupon alfo I &,w the Ladies and Gentle- 
women one after another invite him to fit near them, and which 
is more, when one Lady had his company a while, another would 
fay, you have injoyed him long enough, I muft have him now ; 
at which bold Civility pf theirs*' th6 I were aftonilhed, yet it 
added unto my wonder, that his perfon cou'd not be thought 
St molt but ordinary haDdfomct his Hair, which was cut very 
Ihort, half grey, his Doublet but of Sackcloth cut to his Shirt, 
and his Brceches only of plain grey Cloth; informing my felf 
by fome ftanders by who he was, I was cold that he was one 
of the gallenteft men in the World, as having killed eight or - 
nine men in lingle fight, »id that for this reafon the Ladies 
made fo much of him, it being die manner of all French women 
to cheriih gallant men, as thinking they cou*d not make fo 
much of any elfe with the fafety of their honor. This Cavalier 
*th6 his Head was half grey, he had not yet attained the age of. 
thirty years, whom I hav£ thought fit to remember more parti- 
cularly here, bccaufe of ibme pafiages that happened afterwards - 
betwixt him and mc, at the Siege of JuUers, as I fluli tell in 
i^s place. 

Having 
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Having pad thus all the Winter, untill absut the latter aoA 
of JaruMTjr, without any fuch memcH'able accident as I fluU think 
t6t to fet down particularly, 1 took my leave of the French 
King, Queen Mai^aret, and the Nobles and Ladies in -both 
Coum \ at -irhich time the Princcfs of Ceoti defired me to cany 
a Scarf into England, ami iprefent -it to -Queen Ana on her 
jMtt, which being accepted, -tny felf and Sir Thomas Luciy (whefe 
Xecood I had been twice tit France, againO: two Cavali^a of 
-our Nation, 'who yet were hindered to fight with us iti the -field* 
where we attended diem) we cune oa our W(^ as far as Dtep 
4n Narmandy, and theie took Ship about the begmning of Fe- 
■bruacy, when' fo -furious a Storm arofe, that with very great 
xianger we were at Sea i^l nighty the raafter of our Ship loft 
-both the ufe of his Contpafs and his Reafon } for not knowing 
- thither he was oarried by^ the T^mpeft^ all die help he ksi 
•was 'by tb£ Ligbtiijgs, wiiich •cagc^cr with Thunder ' liery fre- 
<qucntly that ni^ .ccrri&ed Jun>, gwt .gave the advantage ftune- 
cimes to difcover whether we were vp^n our Goaft, Bo wJatch 
be thoi4ght b^ the courfe of his Glafies we were near appreaofaed.-, 
and now cowards -day we found our &Ivei, >by ^sat frovidfinoe 
.of God, within ricw of Dover, to which the :ma&sr ef «ur Ship 
.did nud&e. The men -of Dover rifing by times in the morning 
-:Co &e whether ai^ Ship -were coming towards them, were jn 
-great numbers upon the Shear, as b<!lieving the Teo^ft, which 
-had thrown down Carns and Trees near •the Town, nughc gpKc 
them the benefit -of fome Wreck, if perchance any Ship were 
driven thitbarwards ; wc -coming thus in -exticam danger ifiratgfat 
t^Kta the Pcor of Dpver, which ftandi put In the Sea, .our :Sh^ 
L was 
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Was unfortunately fplit agamft it ; the matter faid, Mes Atnles 
nous Ibrnmcs perdus ; or my friends we arc caft away ■, wheA 
'myfelf who heard the Ship crack agamft the Peer, and theft 
■found by the niafter*s words it was time for every one to fave 
themfelves, if they cou'd, got out of my Cabin (*th6 very Sca- 
fick) and climing up the Maft a little way, drew my fword 
and Houriftied it; they at Dover having this fign given them, 
adventured in a Shallop of fix Oars to relieve us, which being 
■come with great danger to the fide of our Ship, I got ttito h 
'firft with my fword in my hand, and called for Sir Thomas 
Lucy, faying, that if any man offerM to get in before him, I 
Ihou'd rcfift him with my fword, whereupon a faithfuU fervant 
of his taking Sir Thomas Lucy out of the Cabin, who was 
.half dead of Sca-Sicknefs, put him into my Arms, whom after 
I had receiy'd, I bid the Shalop make away for Shoar, and the 
rather that I faw another Shalop coming, to relieve us; when a 
Poft from France, who carried Letters, finding the Ship ftill 
rent more and more, adventured to leap from the top of our 
.Ship into the Shalop, where falling fortunately on fomeof thie 
ftrongcr Tymber of the Boat, and not of the Planks, which he 
'muft needs have broken, and fo funk us, had he fallen upon 
them, efcaiped together with us two, unto the Land ; I mufl: con- 
fefs myfelf, as alfo the Seamen that were in the Shalop, thought 
:once to have killed him for this defperate attempt, but finding 
no harm followed, we efcaped together unto the Land, from 
whence we fent more Shalops, and fo made means to fave both 
men and horfes that were in the Ship, which yet itfelf was wboly 
I fplit and caft away, in fo much that in jwty to the mafter. Sir 
' •■■■' Thomas 
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Thomas' Locy and my felf gave thirty Pofinds towards liis Lo&, 
which yet was not fo great as we thought, fince the Tide now. 
ebbing he recoverM the broken parts of his Ship. 

- Coming thus to London and afterwards to Court, I kified his 
Majefttes hand, and acquainted him with fome Particulars con- 
cerning France. As for the Prefcht I had to deliver to her Ma-. 
jefty from the Princefs of Conty, I thought Jit rather to fend it by- 
one of the Ladiet that attended her, than to prefume to demand, 
audieoce of her in Perfon: but her Majefty not fatisfied here- 
with, commanded me to attend her» and demanded divers Quef- 
tions of -me concerning that Princefs and the Courts in France,; 
faying (he wou'd fpeak more at large with me at fome other 
time, ^ which purpofe Ifae commanded me to wait on her often,; 
wilhing me to advife her what Frefent ihc m^ht ictum bi(ck again. 

' Howbeit not many creeks aiter I retum'd to my Wife, and^ 
Family i^in, where I palled fome time, partly in my Studies^ 
and partly riding the great Horfe, of which I had a Stable iveU. 
Arnilb'd i - n6 Horfe yet was fo dear to me as the Genet, I, 
brought from France, whole Love I had fo gptten that he wou'd; 
fuflfer none elfe to ride him, nor indeed any man a> come near 
Kim, when I was upon him, as bdng iii his nature a moll

ver go-," hereupon he ran with all fpeed, and Ibmewhat erouch-,- 
ing toward^ tfae Troiches, I followed after leafurely and upright^*

or Oortine cou'd charge again, which paflage afterwards being, 
related to the Prince of. Orange, he faid it was a ftrange Bra'r 
vado of Bah^y, and that we went to an unavoydable death. 



I cou'd relate diverfe things of note concerning myfelf, during 
the Siege, but do forbear, leaft I lhou*d reliih too much of Va- 
nity*, it Outjl fuiHce that my paOing Qver the Ditch unto the 
Wall, firft of all the Nations there, is fet down by Wjlliam - 
Crofts Matter of Arts, and Soldier, who hath written and print- 
ed the Hiftory of the Low-Countrys. 

' There happened during this Siege a particular Quarrel betwixt 
me and the • Lord of Walden, cldeft (on to the Earl of Suf- 

, • Thcopbilus Lord Howard of Walden, eldeft fon of ThomM Earl of 
Suffolk, whom, he fu<;cccded in the title, and was Knight of the Garter, 
Conflable of 0over-CjA]e, and Captain of the Band of Penfionen^ ' '* 

folk. 
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iblk. Lord Treafurcr of England at that time, which I do but 
unwillingly relate, in regard of the great efteem I have of thaf 
noble {anuiy^ howbeit to avoid Mifreports I have thought fit to 
fet it down truly; that Lord having been invind to a Feaft iii 
Sir Horace Vere'a Quartet;^ where (after the Low-Country nwa« 
ner) there was liberal drinking, returned not long after to Sir 
.Edward Cecil's Quarters, at which time, I, fpe^ing pierrily^ to 
him, upon fome (light occafion, he took that offence at m^ 
which he would not have done at another time, infomuch that 
he came towards me in a violent manner, which I perceiving 
-did more than half way nieet himt but the Company were To 
vigilant upon us that before any blow paft we were feparated.^ 
.howbeic becaufe be made towards me, I thought fit the next 
day to fend him a Challenge, telling him that if he had any 
thing to fay to. me, I wou'd meet him in fuch apl^e asno 
' man fhou*d inurrupt us. Shortly after this Sir Thomas Paytop 
came to me on his part, and told me my Lord wouM fight 
.with me on Horfeback with Ilngle fword» and faid be, I will 
be his fecond : where is yours F I replied that neither his Lorc^- 
ihip nor myfelf brought over any great Horfes with us; that -I 
knew he might much better borrow one than myfelf: howbeit 
.as foon as he Ihewcd me the place, he Ihou'd find me there on 
Horfeback or on Foot; whereupon, both of us riding together 
upon two Geldings to the fide of a Wood, Fayton faid he 
cbc^ that place, and the time break of day the next morning i 
I told him I wou'd &il neither place nor time, 'tho I knew 
. not where to get a better Horfe than the Nag I rid on ; and 
as for a fecond I Ihall truft to your Noblenefs, . who I knQ;w 

• 2 'will 
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will ^ce fair 'play fcetwwt us, 'th6 you come on lis ^ide: ;But 
he urging mc ^ain to provide a ieeond, 1 told hi&i I coo'd 
^omifc for Tione tout myfolf, and that tf I ifwke to any of rtiy 
friends in tJic Army to -this porpofe, I doubted loaft the 4»ufi^ 
ncft might be difcavcr'd and prevented. 

He was ao 'focHter gone fK»n ffle, but 'night drew en, myfelf 
<rcfolving in "the mean time to reft under a fair oak all nigbt-i 
after this, tying my Horfc by the bridle unto another tree, I 
had not 410W refted -two 'hour?, when I found fome 'Bres nearer 
to methan.I thought was poflible in folbiicaFy a place, whero- 
-^upon ^o having the cttriofity to ice the reafon hereof, I got on 
Horfcback again, and had not rode very far when by -the talk 
cf the Soldiers there, I foand I was in the Scotch Quarter^ 
"Where 'fining in a ftaHe a very fmr Hoife of fcrvice, i defired 
to know'Whethcr he might be bought for any reafonaWe Turn of 
'Money, but a Sdldier replying it was their Captain'-s, Sir James 
Arcflcin's chief ■Hopfe, I demanded 'for Sir James, fcot the See- 
dier anfwering 'he was not within the Quarter, I demanded then 
"for his Lieutenant, whereupon the Soldier ceurteoufly deGred 
him to -come 'to me ; this -Lieutenant was called Moncgomery, 
and -had the reputat-ion of a galtanc man } I -told him that I 
wou'd voBy fain -buy a Horfe, and if it wercpofflble theHorfe 
I law but a little before ; but he Killing 'me -none <was to be 
jbld there, i oflfer^d to leave in his hands lOo pieces, if he 
vrau'd lend me a good Hotfe for a day or two,' he so reftore 
me the Money again when I ddtver'd htm the Horfe in good 
plight, and did belides bring iiim fome prefent as a gratuity. 

The 
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The Lieutenant, *th6 he did not know me, fufpeded I had 
tome private Quarrel, and that I delired this Horfe to fight on, 
and thereupon told me. Sir, whofocver you are, you feetn to be a 
perfon of worth, and you fhall have the heft Horfe in the (lable j 
and if you have a Quarrel and want a fecond, I oflFer myfelf to 
ferve you upon another Horfe, and if you will let me go along 
with you upon thefe terms, I will afk no pawn of you for the 
Horfe. I told him I wou'd ufe no fecond, and I deftred him to 
accept 100 pieces, which I had there about me, in pawn for the 
Horfe, and he fhou'd hear from me fhortly again ; and that 'ch6 
I did not take his noble offer of coming along with me; I Oiou'd 
evermore reft much obliged to him ; whereupon giving him my 
purfe with the money in it, I got upon his Horfe and left my 
Nag befides with him. 

Riding thus away about twelve o'Clock at night to the Wood 
from whence I came, I alighted from my Horfe and rcfted 
there 'till morning j the day now breaking I got on Horfeback, 
and attended the Lord of Walden with his fecond. The firft 
perfon that appeared was a Footman, who I heard afterwards 
was fent by the Lady of Walden, who as foon as he law me, 
ran back again with all fpeed ; I meant once to purfue him, 
but that I thought it better at laft to keep my place. About 
two hours after Sir William St. Leiger, now Lord Prelident of 
Munfter, came to me, and told me he knew the caufe of my 
being there, and that the bufmefs 'was difcovcr'd by the Lord 
Walden's rifmg fb early that morning, and tJie fufpicion that he 
meant to fight with me, and had Sir Thomas Payton with him, 
M and 
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and that he wou'd ride to him, and that there were |0 or 40 ftnc 
after us, to hinder us from meeting; fliortly afser many mom 
came to the place where I was, and told me I muft not fight* 
and that tlicy were fent for the fame purpofe, and that it was 
to no purpofe to ftay there, and thence rode to feek the Lord 
of Waldeo ; I ftayed yet two hours longer, but fiodiog ftiU more 
compiuiy came in, rode back :^ain to the Scotch Quarters, and 
delivered the Horfe bock agaia> and recetv'd my Money and 
Nag from Lieutenant Montgomery, and fo withdrew myfelf to- 
the French Quarters, *tUl I did find fbme convenient time to fend 
4gain to the Lord Walden. 

Being among the French, I remembered myfelf <^ the brav^ 
do of Mooficur Balagnjr, and coming to hkn tokl him, I knew 
how brave a man he was, and that as he had put me to one 
tryaU of daring, when I was laiib with him in his Trenches, I- 
wou'd put him to another v &fing I heard he had a fau" MiC' 
trefs, and that the Scarf he wore was her gift, and riiat t wou'd 
maintain I had a worthier Mi&nb than he, and that I wou'd 
do as much for her fake as he, or any eUe dur(t do for his ;- 
BaJagny hereupon looking meriily upon- me* faid, if we fhatt 
try who is the abler man to ferve bis Milbxfs, let both of us 
get two Wenches, and he that doth his buAneis bc(^ let him 
be the braver man.; and that for his part, he hod no ouiid to 
fight on that Quarrell ^ I looking hereupon ibmewbat difdainfuUy. 
on him, faid he fpoke more like a Faillaid than a Cavalier, lo- 
which he anfwering nothing I rid my myes, and aitcrwards 
went to Monlieuc Teuiir> a^ French Gentleman, tbat beloogBd to 
3 the 
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the Duke of Montmorency, formerly mcntion*d ; who telling me 
he had a Quarrel with another Gentleman, I offered to be his 
fecond, but he faying he was provided already, I rode thence to 
the Englifli Quarters, attending fomc fitt occafion to fend again 
to the Lord Waldeni I came no fooner thither, but I found 
•Sir Thomas Sommerfec with ir or 12 more in the head of the 
Englifti, who were then drawing forth in a Body or Squadron, 
who feeing me on Horfeback, with a Footman only that attended 
me, gave me fome affix)nting words, for my Quarrelling with 
the Lord of Walden; whereupon I alighted, and giving my 
Horfe to my Lacky, drew my fword, which he no fooner faw 
but he drew his, as alfo all the Company with him, I running 
hereupon amongft them, put by fome of their Thriifb, and 
making towards him in particular put by a Thruft of his, and 
had certainly run him through, but that one Lieutenant Pri- 
chard, at that inllant taking me by the Shoulder, turned me 
afide, but I recovering myfelf again ran at him a fecond time, 
•which he perceiving retired himfclf with the Company to the 
Tents which were near, 'th6 not fo fall but I hurt one Proger, 
and fome others alfo that were with him-, but they being all 
at laft got within the Tents, I finding now nothing elfe to be 
done, got to my Horfe again, having receiv'd only a flight hurt

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on the outfide of my Ribs, and two Thrufts, the one through 
the (kirts of my Doublet, and the other through my Breechea, 
and about i8 nicks upon my fword and hilt, and fo rode to the 
Trenches before Juliers, where our Soldiers were. 

Not long after this the Town being now furrcndered, and 
every body preparing to go their ways, I fent again a gentle- 
man to the Lord of Walden to offer him the meeting with my 
fword, but this was avoided not very handfomely by him (con- 
trary to what Sir Henry Rich, now Earle of Holland, perfwaded 
him.) 

After having taken leave of his Excellency Sir Edward Cecil!, 
I thought fit to return on my way homewards as far as Duf- 
fcldorp; I had been fcarce two hours in my Lodgings when one 
Lieutenant Hamilton brought a Letter from Sir James Arcfltin 
f who was then in Town likewife) unto me, the eficft ■ where- 
of was, that in regard his Lieutenant Montgomery had told 
him that I had the faid James Arcflcin's confcnt for borrowing 
his Horfe, he did deCre me to do one of two things, which was 
either to difavow the faid words, which he thought in his Conr 
fcience I never fpake, or if I wou*d jiiftifie them, then to ap- 
point time and place to fight with him ; having confidcred a while 
what I was to do in this cafe, I told Lieutenant Hamilton that 
I thought myfelf bound in honour to accept the more noble part 
of his Propotition, which was to .fight with him,, when yet per-^ 
chance it might be eafy enough for me Jo fay that I had his. 
Horfe upon other terms than was affirmed ; whereupon alfo giv- 
ing. 
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ing Lieutenant Hamihon the length of my fword, I told him 
that as foon as ever he had matched it, I wou'd fight with him, 
wilhing him further to make haftc, fince I dcfircd to end the 
buflnefs as fpeedily as cou'd be ; Lieutenant Hamilton hereupon 
returning back met in a crofs Street (I know not by what mi- 
* raculous adventure) Lieutenant Montgomery, conveying divers of 
the hurt and maimed Soldiers at the Siege of St. Julies unto 
that Town, to be lodged and dreft by the Chirurgions there-j 
Hamilton hereupon calling to Montgomery, told him the effeits 
of his Captain's Letter, together with my Anfwer, which Mont- 
gomery no fooner heard, but he replied (as Hamilton told mt 
afterwards) I fee that noble gentleman choofcth rather to fight 
than to contradict me ; but my telling a Lie mu{t not be an 
occafion why either my Captain or he (hou'd hazard their Lives : 
I will alight froiji my Horfe, and tell my Captain prefently how 
all that matter paft ; whereupon alfo he relating the bufinefs about 
borrowing the Horfe, in that manner I formerly fet down», which 
as foon as Sir James Arcfkin heard, he fent Lieutenant Hamilton 
to me prefently again, to tell me he was fatisfied how the bufinefs 
paft, and that he had nothing to fay to me, but that he was my 
moft humble fervant, and was Ibny he ever qucftioned me in that 
manner. 

Some occafions detaining me in Dufleldorp, the next day Lieu- 
tenant Montgomery came to me, and told me he was in danger of 
Ibofing his place, and defired me to make means to his Eitcellcncy 
the Prince of Orange that he might not be calhired,.Qr elfe that 
fie was undone ) I told him that cither I would keep him in hiS' 

place. 
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place, or take him as my Companion and Friend, and allow him 
fufBcient Means *tiU I cou'd provide him another as good as it \ 
which he taking very kindly, but defiring chie6y he might go with 
my Letter to the Prince of Orange, I obtained at laft he Ihou'd 
be reftored to his place again. 

And now taking boat I paft along the River of Rhine to 
the Low-Countrys, where after fome ftay, I went to Antwerp 
and Bruflells, and having paft fome time in the Court there, 
went from thence to Calais, where caking Ship I arrived at 
Dover and fo went to London ; I had fcarce been two days 
there, when the Lords of the Counfell fending for me, ended 
the difference betwixt the Lord of Walden and myfelf. And now 
if I may fay it without Vanity, I was in great efteem both in 
Court and City, many of the greateft defiring my Company, 'th& 
yet before that time I had no acquaintance with them. * Richard 
Earl of Dorfct, to whom otherwife 1 was a ftranger, one day 
invited me to Dorfet-Houfe, where bringing me into his Gallery 
and Ihewing me many Piftures, he at laft brought mc to a frame 
covered with green Taffita, and afkt me who I thought was 
there, and therewithal! prefently drawing the Curtwn Ihewed me 
my own Pifture, whereupon demanding how his Lordlhip came 
to have it, he anfwered that he had heard fo many brave things 
of me, chat he got a copy of a PiAure which one Larkin a - 
Painter drew for mc, the original whereof I intended before my

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departure to the Low-CtHintrys for Sir Thomas Lucy ; but not 
only the Earl of Dorfet, but a f greater Perfon than I will here 
nominate, got another copy from Larking, and placing It after- 
wards in her Cabinet (without that ever I knew any fuch thing 
was done) gave occafion to thofe that faw it after her death, of 
more difcourfe than I cou'd have wiiht; and indeed I may truly 
fay, that faking of my Picture was fatal to me, for more realbns 
than I Oiall think fit to deliver. 

There was a Lady alfo, wife to Sir John Ayres Knight, who 
finding fome means to get a copy of my Pidgre from Larkin, 
gave it to Mr. j: Jfaac the Painter in Blackfriars, and defired him 
to draw it in little after his manner, which being done Aie 
caufed it to be fet in Gold atid enamell'd, and fo wore it about 
her Neck lb low that ite tid it under her Breafis. which I 
conoetve comix^ afterwards^ to the knowledge of Sir John Ayres, 
gave him more caufe of Jealoufie thafi needed, had he known 
how innocent I was from pretending to any thing which might 
wrong him or bis Lady, fince I cou*d not fo much as im^ne 
that either (be had my Pidure, or that (he bare more than 
ordinary affe^ion to me ; it is true that as (he had a place in 
Court and attended Queen Ann, and was bcGde of an eKccllcnt 
Wit, and Difcourfe, (be had made herfelf a coofidcrable Perfon ^

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howbeit little more than common Civility ever paft betwixt us> 
'tho I confefs I think no man was wclcomer to her when I came, 
for which I fhall alledge this PalTage : 

Coming one day into her Chamber, I faw her through the 
Curtains laying upon her Bed with a Wax Candle in one Hand, 
and the Pidture I formerly menrion'd in the other. I coming 
thereupon fomewhat boldly to her, Ihe blew out the Candle, and 
hid the Piiflure from me ; myfelf thereupon being curious to 
know what that was Ihe held in her Hand, got the Candle to 
be Ughted again, by means whereof I found it was my Piflure 
(he looked upon with more earneftnefs and Paflion than I cou'd 
have eafily believ'd, efpecially fince myfelf was not engaged in 
any AffeAion towards her : I cou'd willingly have omitted this 
PalTage, but that it was the banning of a bloody Hifiory 
which followed ; Howfoever yet I muft before the Eternal God 
clear her Honor. And now in Court a great Pcrfon fcnt for 
me divers times to attend her, which Summons 'th6 I obeyed, 
yet God knoweth I declin'd coming to her as much as conve- 
niently I cou'd, without incurring her difpleafure ; and this I did 
not only for very honeft Reafons, but to fpeak ingenioufly, be- 
caufe that AfFeAion palTed betwixt me and another Lady (who 
I believe was the faireft of her time) as nothing cou'd divert 
it. I had not been long in London, when a violent burning 
Fever feized upon me, which brought me almoft to my Death, 
'th6 at laft I did by flow degrees recover my Health ; being 
thus upon my amendment, the Lord * Lifle afterwards Earl of

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Lefccfter, fent mc word that Sir John Ayres intended to kill 
me in my B«d> and wilht me to keep a Guard upon my Cham- 
ber and Perfofi ■, the fame advcrtifcmcnt was confirm'd by -|- Lucy 
Countefs of Bedford, and the Lady j: Hobby Ihortly after. Here- 
upon I thought fit to intreat Sir William Herbert now Lord 
Powis, to go to Sir John Ayres, and tell him that I marvelled 
much at the information given me by thefe great Perfons, and 
that I cou'd not imagine any fufBcienc ground hereof-, howbeit 
if he had any thing to fay to me in a fair and noble way, t 
wou'd give him the meeting as fooh as I had got ftrength enough 
to ftand upon my Legs 1 Sir William hereupon brought mc fo 
ambiguous and doubtfuU an Anfwer from him, that whatfocver 
he meant, he wou'd not declare yet his Intention, which wa* 
really, as I found afterwards^ to kill me any way that he cou'd. 
iince as he faidj "thA falfely, I had whored his Wife. Finding 
no means thus to furprize me, he fenc me a Letter to this 
eflfcft i that he defir*d to meet me fomewhere, and that it might 
lb fall out as I might return quietly i^ain. To this I replied, 
(hat if hedefired to fight with me upon equal terms, I fliou'd 
upon afluruKC of the' field and f^r play give him meeting when 
he did any way fpeciSe the caufe, and that I did not think fit 
«o come tb him upon any other terms, having been fufficiently 
informed of his Plots to allaffinate me.

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After this, finding he cou'd take no advantage againft me; 
then in a treacherous way he refolv'd to aflaflinate me tn thij 
mannerj hearing I was to come to Whitehall on Horfeback 
with two Lackies only, he attended my coming back in a place 
called Scotland- Yard, at the hither end of Whitehall, as you come 
to it from the Strand, hiding himfclf here with four men armed 
on purpofe to kill me. I took Horfe at Whitehall Gate and 
palTmg by that place, he being armed with a Sword and Dag- 
ger, without giving me fo, much as the leaft warning, ran at 
me furiouOy, but inftead of me wounded my Horfe in the brifket, 
as far as his Sword cou'd enter for the bone ; my Horfe 
hereupon ftarting afide, he Fan him again in the flioulder, which 
tho it made the Horfe more timerous, yet gave, me time to 
draw my Sword -, his men thereupon encompafl^d me and wounded 
my Horfe in three places, more ; this made my Horfe kick 
and Bing in that manner as his men durft not come near me> 
which advantage I took to ftrike at Sir John Ayres with all 
my force> but he warded the blow both with his. Sword and 
Dagger : inftead of doing him h&rm, I broke my Sword within 
a foot of the hilt i hereupon fame FaOenger that knew me, and 
obferving my Horfe bleeding in fo many places, and fo many 
men affaulting me, and my Sword broken, cried to me fcverat 
times, ride away, ride away i but I fcorning a bale flight upon 
what terms foever, inftead thereof alighted as well as I cou'd 
from my Horfe } I had no fooner put one foot upon the ground, 
but Sir John Ayres purfuing me, made at my Horfe again, 
which tlie Horfe perceiving preffed on me on the fide I alight- 
ed, in that manner that he threw me down, fo that I remained 
5 flat 
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fl&t upon the ground, only one foot hanging in the ftirrop, with 
that piece of k Sword in my right hand; Sir John Ayres here- 
qpon -ran about the Horfe and was thrufting his Sword into me, 
when I' finding myfelf in this danger did with both my armi 
reaching at his legs pull them towards me, 'till he fell down 
backwards on his head ; one of my Footmen hereupon, who 
was a little Shroplhirc Boy, freed my foot out of the ftirrop, 
the other which Was a great Fellow having run away as foon as 
he faw the firft aflauk; this gave me time to get upon my 
legs, and to put myfelf in the belt pofture I cou*d with that 
poor remnant of a weapon : Sir John Ayres by this time like- 
wife was got up, ftanding betwixt me and fome part of White- 
hall, with two men on each fide of him, and his brother be- 
hind him, with at leaft 20 or 30 Perfons of his Friends or 
Attendants of the Earl of Suffolk; obferving thus a body of 
men ftandmg in oppolition againft me, "^tho to fpeak truly t 
faw no Swords drawn but by Sir John Ayres and his men, t 
ran violently againft Sir John Ayres, but he knowing my Sword 
had no point, held his Sword and Dagger over his head> as be- 
lieving I cou'd ftrikc rather than thfuft. Which I no fooner pcr- 
cciv'd but I put a home thruft to the middle of his breaft, that 
I threw him down with fo much force, that his head fell firft 
to the ground, and his heels upwards j his men hereupon af- 
faolted me, when one Mr. Manlel, a Glamorganihire gentleman, 
finding fo many fee againft me alone, clofed with one of them* 
a Scotch gentleman alfo clofing with another, took him off alfo ; 
all I cou'd well do to thofe two which remained, was to ward 
their tbrufts, whicli I did with that refolution that I got ground 
N 2 upon 
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upon them. Sir John Ayres was now got up a third time, wfien . 
] making towards him with intention to clofe, thinking that 
there was othcrwife no fafety for mc, put by a throft of his 
with my left hand, and fo coming within him, recciv'd a ftab 
with his Dagger on my right fide, which ran down my ribs a& . 
far as my hip, which I feeling did with my right elbow force 
bis hand together with the hilt of the Dagger fo near the up- 
per part of my right fide, that I made him leave hold. The 
I^agger now flicking in me. Sir Henry Gary afterwards Lord of 
Faulkland and Lord Deputy of Ireland, finding the Dagger thus 
in my body fnatcht it out ; this while I being clofed with Sir 
John Ayres, hurt him on the head, and threw him down a 
third time, when kneeling on the ground ajid beftriding him, I 
ftruck at htm as hard as I cou'd with my piece o£- a Sword, 
and wounded him in four feveral places, and did aUnoft cut off 
his left hand ; his two men this while ftruck at me, but it 
pleafed God even miraculoufly to defend me, for when I lifted 
up my Sword to ftrike at Sir John Ayres, I bore of their blows 
half a dozen times ; his Friends now finding him in this danger 
took htm by the head and flioulders, and drew him horn be- 
'twixt my legs, and carrying him along with them through 
"Whitehall, at the Stairs whereof he tookBoat. Sir Herbert Croft 
(as he told me afterwards) met him upon the Water vomiting 
all the^ way, which I believe was caufed by the violence of the 
firft thruft I gave him ; his Servants, Brother, and Friends being 
now retir'd alfo, I remained mailer of the place and his weapons^ 
having firft wrefted his Dagger from him, and afterwards ftriick. 
his Sword out o£ his hand.

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Tim being done I retired to a Friend's Houle in the Strand, 
where I &nt for a Surgeon who fearching my wound on the 
right fide, and finding it not to be mortal, cured me in the 
Ipace of fome ten days, during which time I receiy'd many 
nobk Vilits and Mefliigea fi'om fome of the belt in the king- 
dom. Being now fully recover'd of my Hurts, I dclired * Sir Ro- 
bert Harley to go to Sir John Ayres, and tell him, that *th6 
I thought he had not lb much Honor left in him, that X cou'd 
be any way ambitious to get it, yet that I defired to fee him 
ii> the field with his Sword in his hand j the Anfwcr that he 
fent me was, that I had whored his Wife, and that he wou'd 
kill me with a Mulket out of a Window. 

The Lords of the Privy Counlell, who had firft fent for my 
Sword, that they might fee the little- fragment of a Weapon 
with which I had fa behaved myfelf, as perchance the like had 
not been heard in any credible way, did afterwards command 
both him and me to appear before them ; but 1 abfenting my- 
felf on purpofe, fent one Humphrey Hill with a Challenge to 
him in an Ordinary, which he refufing to receive, Humphrey 
Hill put it upon the point of his Sword, and fo let it fall be- 
fore him, and the Company then prefent. 

The Lords of the Privy Counfell h^ now taken order to ap- 
prehend ' Sir John Ayres, when I finding nothing elfe to be 
done, fubmittcd myfelf likewife to them. Sir John Ayres had

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now publUhed every where, that the ground of his Jealoufie, 
and confequcntly of his aflautting mcj was drawn from the Con- ' 
feflion of his Wife the Lady Ayres : She to vindicate her Ho- 
nor as well as free me from this Accufation, fent a Letter to 
her Aunt the Lady Crook, to this purpofe : That her Hufband 
Sir John Ayrcs did lie falfely, in faying that I ever whored her, 
but moft falfely of all did He when he faid he had it from her 
Confeflion, for (he had never laid any fuch thing. 

This Letter the Lady Crook prefented to me moll opportune- 
ly as I was jgoing to the CounfeU Table before the Lords, who 
having examined Sir John Ayres concerning the caufe of his 
Quarrel againfl me, found him itiU perfift on his Wife's confef- 
fion of the Fa6t j and now he being withdrawn, I was fcnt for, 
when the * Duke of Lenox, afterwards of Richmond, telling me 
that was the ground of his Quarrel, and the only cxcufe he 
had for aflaulting me in that manner % I defired his Lord/hip 
to perufe the Letter, which I told him was given me as I came 
into the Room ■, this Letter being publickly read by a Clerk of 
the Coiinfcl, the Duke of Lenox then faid, that he thought Sir 
John Ayres the mod miferable man living, for his Wife had 
not only given him the lie, as he found by her Letter, but his 
Father had diflnherited him for attempting to kill me, in that 
barbarous falhion, which was moft true as I found afterwards. 
For the reft, that I might content myfelf with what I had" done. 
It being more almoft than cou'd be believed, but that I had fo

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many vkneOca thereof ^ for all which reafons he commanded me 
in the name of his Majefty, and all their Lordfliips, not to fend 
any more to Sir John Ayrcs, nor to receive any Meflage from 
him, in the way of Fighting, which Commandment 1 obferved : 
Howbcit I muft not omit to tell, that fome years afterwards Sir 
John Ayres returning from' Ireland, by Beaumaris, where I then 
was, fome of my Servants and Followers broke open the doors 
of the Houfe where he was, and wou'd (I believe) have cut 
him into pieces, but that I hearing thereof came fuddenly to the 
Houfe and recalled them, fending him word alfo, that I fcorn- 
ed to give him the ufage he gave me, and that I wou'd fet 
him free out of the Town, which courtefie of mine (as I was 
told aftcEwards) he did thankfully acknowledge. 

■ About a month after that Sir John Ayres attempted to aflaf- 
finate mej the news thereof was carried (I know not how) to 
the Duke of Montmorency, who prefcntly difpatcht a Gentleman 
with a Letter to me (which I keep) and a kind offer, that if 
I- wou'd come unto him, I fliou'd be ufed as his own fon, nei- 
ther had this Gentleman (as I know of) any other bufincfs in 
England ; I was told bcfidcs by this Gentleman, that the Duke 
heard I had greater and more enemies than did publickly de- 
clare themfelves (which indeed was true) and that he doubted I 
might have a , mifchief before !■ was aware. 

My Anfwer hereunto by Letter was. That I render'd moft 
humUe thanks for his great favor, in fending to me } that no 
Enemies how great or many foever cou'd, force me out of the 

King- 
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Kiogd^wie i but if ever there were pecafipn to ferve hkn in par- 
ticular, I Ihou'd not fail to come ; for peiformance whereof, it 
hap'ning there were foipe Overtures pf a Civil "War in France 
the nejtt y^r, I .feni pver » French Gentleman who attended me, 
unto the Duke of Montmorency, e^re&ly to tell him, that if 
be had occalioii to ufe my fervice in the defigned War, I wou'd 
bring over lOO Horfe at ray own coft and chaises to. him, 
which that good old Duke and Cooftable to(^ fo kindly that (u 
the Dutchefs of * Aotedor his daughter told me afterwards, when 
J was Ambaflitdor) there were few days 'till the laft of his Ufo 
that he did not ipeak qf me with much afie&ion< 

I can fay little more memorable concerning myfdf from the 
year 1611 when I was hurt, untill the year of our Lord 1614, 
than that J paft my time fometimes in .the Court, where (I pro* 
teft before God) I had more favors than I defired, and fome- 
times 'in the Country without any memorable accident ^ but only 
that it happened one time going from St. Gillian's to Aberga- 
veney, in th^ way to Montgomery Caftle, Richard Griffiths, a 
Servant of mine, being come near a Bridge over Hufk not far 
from the Town, thought fit to water his Horie, but the River 
lieing deep and firong in that place where he ent*red it, he was. 
carried down the Stream } my Servants that were before me fee- 
ing this, cried aloud Dick Griffiths was drowning, which I no 
fooner heard, but I put Spurs to my Horfe, and coming up to 
the place, where I faw him as high as his middle in Water,, 
leapt into the River a little below him, and fwimmbg up to

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h\m bore him up with one of my hands, and biw^ht him 
unto the middle of the River, where (through God's great jMt>- 
vidence) was a bank of Sand ; coming hither not without iboie 
difficulty, we refted ourfelves, and advifcd whether it were bet- 
ter to return back unto the fide from whence ' we came, or to 
go on forwards t but Dick Griffiths iaying we were fure to 
fwim if wc returned back, and that perchance the River might 
be fliallow the other way, I followed bis counfel] and putting my 
Horfe below him, bore him up in the manner I did formerly, 
and fwimmittg through the River brou^t him lafe to the other 
fide. The HoHe I rode upon I remember coft me 40/. and wis 
the fame Horfe which Sir John Ayres hurt under me, and did 
fwimm excellently well, carrying me and his back above Water ^ 
whereas thtt little Nag upon which Richard GriJEths rid, fvatn 
fo low, that he muft needs have drowned, if I had oot {up- 
ported hun. 

I will tdl one Hiftory more of this Htufe, which I bou^t 
of my Cozen Fowler of the Grange, becaufe it is memorable % I 
was pafTing over a Bridge not far fiKxn C<debreok which had 
.no Barrier on the ane fide, and a hole in the Bridge not far 
from the middle, my HoHc 'tbo lofty yet being very cinerous, 
and feeing bcfides bvt very little on the right eye, ftarted Jb 
much at the hole, that upon a jttddiua he had pgt half bis 
body Id^thwife over die fide of the Bridge, and was ready (o 
fall into the River, wkh ius fore-foot and hinder foot on the 
right fide, when I forefetir^ the danger I was in if I leti down, 
clapt my left foot together with the ftirrop and Ipurr flat-long 
O to 
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to the left fide, sad fo made him leap upon all four into the 
'River, whence after ibme three or four plunges he brought me 
CO land. 

The year i6r4 was now ent*nng, when I underftood that tht 
Low-Countiy and Spanilh Army wou'd be in the Field that 
year j this made me refolve to- offirr my fcrvice to the Prince of 
Orange> who upon my coming did much wellcome mc, not fuf- 
fering me almoft to eat any where but at his T^le, and car- 
lying me abroad the afternoon in his Coach, to partake of thofe 
Editertainments he delighted in when there was no prefling oc- 
eafion. The Lov~Country Army being now ready, his Excel- 
lency prepared to go inu the Field ; in the way to which he 
took me in his Coach, and fometimes in a Waggon after the 
Low-Country faOuon, to the great envy of the Engltlh and 
French chief Commanders who expefted that honor. Being now 
arrived near Emerick, one with a moft humble Petition came- 
iVom a MonaAery of Nuns, moft humbly deftring that the Sol- 
diers might not violate their honor nor their Monaftery, where- 
upon 1 was a, moft humble Suitor to his Excellency to fpare 
them, which he granted i but faid he, we will go and fee them 
ourfelves ; and thus his Excellency, and I and Sir Charles Mor- 
gan only, not long after going to- At Monaftery, found it de- 
ferted in great part. Having put a guard upon thu. Monaftery, 
his Excellency marched with his Army on 'till we came near 
the City of Emenck, which upon fummoning yeilded ; and now 
leaving a Garrifon here, we refolTcd to march towards * Rice; 

• Reea in the Duchy of Cleve near Emerick,. 

this. 
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this place having the Spaailh Army under the command of 
Mondeur Spinola on the one fide, and the Low-Country Army 
on the other, bekig able to refill neither, icnc word to both 
Armies, thu which foever canie firft fhou*d have the place. Spi- 
nola hereupon lent word to his ErceUency, that if "we inteaded 
to take Rice, he wou'd give him Battle, in a Plain near before 
the Town. His Excellency nothing aftonilhed hereat marched 
on, his Pioneers making his way for the Army ftill, through 
Hedges and Ditches, 'till he came to that Hedge and Ditch 
which was next the Plain ; and here drawing his men into Bat- 
tle, refolved to' attend the coming of Sptnola into the;Field; 
while his men were putting in ordet, I was fo dellrous to fee 
whether Spinola witli his Army appeared, I leapt over a great 
Hedge and Ditchj attended only with one Fopt^ian, purpofing 
to change a Piftol-fliot or two with, the .firft I metj I .found 
thus fome fingle Horfe In tl^e Field, who pcrceivuig me to come 
on, rid away as faft as they oou'd, believing pcFchance. that 
more wou'd follow me ; having thus paft to the further end of 
the Field, and finding no (hew of the Enemy, I returned back 
that I might inform his Excellency there was no hope of fight- 
ing as I cou'd perceive, in the mean time his Excellency hav- 
ing prepared all thmgs for Battle, &nt out five or fiit Scoots to 
difcover whether. the Enemy were come according to promifct 
thefe men finding me now coming towards them, thought I was 
one of the Enemies, which being pcrceiv'd by me, and 1 as lit- 
tle knowing at that time who they were, rode up with my 
Sword in my hand, and Pifiol, to encounter them \ and now 
bong come within reafonable diftance, one of the perTons ctwie 
O 2 that 
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that knew me told hU fttlows who I wis, whereupon X paflcd 
qmetly to his Excellency and told him what I had done, and that 
J found no appearance of an Army : hU ExceUency then caufed 
the Hedge and Ditch before him to be levelled, and marched 
in front with his Army into the middle of the Fidd, from whence 
fending fome rf hit Forces i& futnmon the Town, it yielded 
without refiftance. 

Our Army made that iutde to ccme to the place tppcnnted 
for the Battle, that all our Baggage and Provifion were left be- 
hind, in fo much that t was without any Meat, but whu my 
Footman fpared me out of his Pocket, and my Lodging that 
night was no better, for eztrcam Rain fallii^ at that tkne in 
the open Field, I had no (helter, but was glad to get on the 
top of a Wa^OR which had Straw in it, and to corer myfclf 
with my Cloak as well as I coidd, and fo endure that ftormy 
night. Morning being come, and no Enemy appearing, I went 
to the Town of Rice, imo which his Excellency having now 
put a Garrifon, marched on with the reft of his Army towards 
Wezel, before which Spint^a with his Army lay, and in the way 
intrenched himfelf ftrongly, and attended SpinoU*! motions. For 
the reft, nothing memorable happ*hed after this, betwixt thofir 
two great Generics for the fpacc <^ many weeks. 

I muft yet not omit with thankfullnefe to reme m ber a ^ror 
his Excellency did me at this time, for a Soldier having killed 
Ms fellow Soldier, in the (garter where they were lodged, which 
k m unpardonable fault, infoffiuch that no man wou'd fpcak fov 

lumt. 
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him; the poor fellow comes v> me and deftres me to beg his 
Life of his Ezcellency ^ whereupon I demanding whether he 
had ever heard of a man pardon'd in this kind} and he faying 
no, 1 told him it was in vain then for me to Ipeak ; wheo 
the poor fellow writhing his neck a little faid. Sir, but were it 
not better you fhall caft away a few wc»^is> than I loofe my 
Life ? This piece of Eloquence moved me lb much that I went' 
ftreight to his Excellency, and told him what the poor fellow 
bad faid, defiring him to ezcufe me, if upon thefe terms I toc^ 
the boldne& to fpeak for him. There was prefent at that time 
the Earl of * Southampton as alfo Sir Edward Cecill, and Sir Ho- 
race Vcre, as alfo Monfieor de Chaftillon, and divers other 
French Commanders; to whom his Excellency turning himfclf 
laid in French, do you fee this Cavalier f with all that courage 
you know, hath yet that good nature to pray for the Life of 
a poor Soldier: 'thd I had never pardon'd any before in this 
kind, yet I wiU pardon this at his requeft : fo commanding him 
to be brought me, and difpofed of as I thought fit, whom 
therefore I r^afed and fet irce. 

It was now Co far advanced in Autumn both Armies thoi^ht 
9i retiring themfelves into their Garrilbns, when a Trumpeter 
comes from the Spanilh Army to ours, with a Challenge from 
a Spanifli Cavalier to this cfied. That if any Cavalier in our

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Army -wou'd fight a Angle Combat for the fake of his Miftrefs, 
the faid Spaniard wou'd meet him, upon affurancc of the Camp 
in our Army. This Challenge being brought early in the morn- 
ing was accepted by nobody 'till about lo or ii of the Clock,- 
when the report thereof coming to me, I went ftreight to his Ex- 
cellency and told him I defir*d to accept the Challenge. His Ex- 
cellency thereupon looking earneftly upon me, told me he was 
an old Soldier and that he had obferved two forts of men who 
ufcd to fend Challenges in this kind; one was of thofe who 
having loft perchance fome part of their honor in the Field a- 
gainft the Enemy, wou'd recover it again by a fingfc Fight. 
The other was of thofe who fent it only to difcover whether 
our Army had -in it men alftfted to give trial of themfelves in 
this kind i howbeic if this man was a perfon without exception 
to be taken againft him, he faid there was none he knew, upon 
whom he wou'd (boner venture the honor of his Army than 
myfelf ; and this alfo he fpoke before divers of the EngliOi and 
French -Commanders I formerly nominated. Hereupon, by his 
Excellency's permiflion, I fent a Trumpet to the Spanifli Army 
with this Anfwer, That if the perfon who wou*d be fent were a 
Cavalier without reproach, I wou'd anfwer him with fuch wea- 
pons as we Ihou'd i^ree upon, in the place he offer'd ; but my 
Trumpeter was fcarcely arrived, as I believe, at the Spanifh 
Army, when another Trumpeter came to ours from Spinola, 
faying the Challenge was made without his confent, and that 
therefore he wou'd not permit it. Thb mcflage being brought 
to his Excellency, which whom I then was, he fwd to me pre- 
fently, this is ftrange j they fend a Challenge hither, and when 

ihcy 
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[hey have done, recall it. I fhould be glad if I knew the true 
Cauf«s of tc Sir, faid I, if you will give me leave, I will go 
to their Army and make the like Challenge, as they fent hither ^ 
it niay be fome fcruple is made concerning the place appointed, 
being in, your Excellency's Camp, and therefore I fhall offer 
them the Combat in their own : his Excellency fkid,. I lhou*d 
never have perfuaded you to this Courfe, but fince you volunta- 
rily offer it, I rauft not deny that which you think to be for 
your honor. Hereupon taking my leave of him, and deftring 
Sir • Humphrey Tufton, a brave Gentleman, to bare me- compa- 
ny, thus we two attended only with two Lackies, rode ftreighc 
towards the ^aniffi Camp before Wezel ; coming thither with- 
out any- difturbance, by the way I was demanded by the Guard 
at the cnt'ring into their Camp, with whom I wou'd fpeak, I 
told them with the Duke of Newboui^, whereupon a Soldier 
was prefently fent with us to conduft us to the Duke of New- 
bourg's Tent, wha rcmemb^ing me well, Gnce he faw me at 
the Siege of Jnliers, very kindly embraced me, and thercwithall 
demanding the Caufe of my coming thither i I a>ld him the ef- 
fcA thereof in the manner I fisrmerly fet down i to which he 
replied only. He wou'd acquaint the Marquis Spinola there- 
with ; who coming fiiortly after to the Duke of Newbourg's 
Tent, with a great train of Commanders and Captains following 
him, he no ibonei ent'red, hut he turned to me and faid. That 
be knew well the Caufe of my coming* and that the fame Rear 
&>ns which made him forbid the Spanilb Cavalier to fight a

L Combac 
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Combat in the Frinoe of Orange's Camp, did make him forlud 
it in his, and that I Ihou'd be better welcome to him than I 
TTOu'd be, and thereupon intreated me to come and dine with 
him i I finding nothing elfe to be done did kindly accept the 
ofier, and fb attended him to his Tent, where a brave Dinner 
beii^ put upon his Table, he placed the Diike o( Ncwbourg 
uppermoft at one end of the Table, and myfelf at the other, 
hlmfelf letting below us, prefenting with his own hand ftill the 
beft of that Meat his Carver offer'd him : he demanded of me 
then in Italian, Di che moriva Sigr. Francifco Vere j Of what 
died Sir Francis Vcrc ? I told him. Per aver niente I fare, be- 
caufe he had nodiing to do; Spifiola replied, E bafta per un 
Generale, and it is enoiTgh to kill a General-, and indeed that 
brave Commander, Sir Francis Vere, died not in time of War 
but of Peace. 

Taking my leave now of the Marquis Spinola, I told him 
that if ever he did lead an Army againft the Infidels 1 fliou'd 
adventure to be the firft man that wou'd die in that Quarrel, 
«nd together demanded leave of him to fee his Army, which 
ke gramff^, 1 cook leave of him, and did at leifure view it i 
<d><erring rfie diffe r ence in the proceedings betwixt the Low -Coun- 
try Army and ft)rriiicai!OTTs as wdi as I cou*d ; and fo return- 
ing (hortly after to his Excellency related to him the fuccefs of 
my Journey. It happened about this tmie that Sir Henry Wot- 
ton mediated a Peace by the King's command, who coming for 
that purpofc to Wezel, I took occafion to go along with him 
into Spinoh's Anny, whence after a night's ftay, 1 went on an

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cktfeam rakiy day through the Woods to Kyfarf^CTt, to the great 
wonder of' mine Hoft, who faid all men were robbed or killed 
that wenf that way : From hentc I went to • Cullin, where among 
other thingi I faw the Monaftery of St." Herbert; from hence 
I went t<> Hydelbei^ where I faw the Prince and Princefs Pa- ' 
latine, from whom having received much good ulage, I went 
to Ulme, and fo to Augfbourg, where extraordinary honor was 
done me^ -fbr coihiag into ah Inn where ah Ambaflador froni " 
BruiTeh lay, the Town Init twenty great flagons of Wine 
thither, whereof- they gave eleren to the Ambaflador, and' nine 
to me i and witbaU fome Tuch Compliments that I found my 
Fame had prevented my coming thither^ Front- hence I went 
through Switzerland to Trent, and from tbeiKe to Venice, where 
I was received by the EngliOi Ambaflador,' f Sir Dtidley Carlton; 
with much honor t among other favors fhewed me, I Was brought 
to fee. a Nun in Muram, who being ah admirable Bcatny,' and 
togedicr lining extreamly well, who was thought "one of the ' 
Rarities not only of that place but ;of the time; we came to a 
Room epftofite .unto the Ctoyfter^ iriieac« Ihe comiAg on thd 
other fide of the Grate becwixt us, fung ib Mtre^mly well» that 
when Qie departed neither my Lord Ambaf&dor nor his Lady, 
who were then prefent, cou^d find as much as a word of Htting 
Language to return her, for the extraordinary Mufick.lhe gave 
bs ; wheh !■ being aftiamed that riie ^oii'd go fcack without fo'me 
teftiraony of the fenfe we had both of the Harmony of. hei*

Ftom Venice after fome ftay I went tti Fioreace, iK^iere I 
met the * Earl of Oxford and f Sir Ber^amin Rudier : having feea 
the Ranties of this place likewife» and particularly diat rare 
Ckappcl made fot the Houfc of Medici, beautified on all tbt 
infide with a courier kind of precious Stone, as alfo that Nail: 
which was at one. end Iron, and the other Gold, made fo by 
vertue of a Tindure into which it was putL. 1 went to Siena, 
and fnun. thence a little before- the Cbriftmas Holidays to Romet 
1 was no fooncr alighted at my Dm, but I went ftrcight to the 
Eoglilh C<^lcdge, where demanding for the Regent or- Mafter 
thereof, a gMve petfon. not long aften appeared at the Doot, 
«> whom I fpake in diis manner: Sir, I. need not tell yoa my. 
Country wh«i you hear my I^Mgui^;- 1 come not here to ftudy> 
Controverrtes, but to fee the Antiquities of the place; i^ wtth« 
out. fcaodal ». the Ririig^iv in which I was bom< and bred up*

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I nuy take this Liberty, I IhouM be glad to fpeod Toine con- 
veaient tiooe here -, if not* my Hotfe is yet unfaddled, and my- 
ielf willing a go out of Town. The Anfwer returned by him 
to me was. That he sever heard any body before me profels 
himfelf of any other Religion than what was ufcd m Romej 
&r his part, he approved much my freedom, as collecting there- 
by I was a perfon of honor; for the reft that he eou'd give 
me no warrant for my ftay there, howbeit that ncperieoce did 
teach that thofe men who gave no Affrontt to the Roman Ca* 
tholick Religion, receiv'd none ; whereupon alfo he demanded 
my Name, I telling him I ytds called Sir Edward Herbert, he 
replied, That he had heard men oftentimes fpeak of me both 
for Learning and Courage, and prefently invited me to Dinner ; 
I told him that I took his courteous Ofibr as an Argument of 
his Afii^&ion i that I delired him to excufe mc, if I ^d noc 
accept it i the utttmioft Liberty I had (as the times then were 
in England) being already taken in coming to that City only, 
leaft they fliould think me a faf^bus peribn i I thought fit to 
ttU him that I concetv'd the Points agreed upon on both fidca 
arc greater Bonds of Amity betwixt us, than that the Points 
dilagreed on cou'd break them ; that for my part I loved every 
body that was of a pious and vertuous Liie, and thought the 
Errwrs on what fide focver, were more worthy Pity than Hate; 
and havii^ declared myfelf thus far, I took my leave of him 
couruouDy, and fpent about a month's time In feeing the Anti- 
quities of that place, which firft found means to ellablifh lb great 
an Empire over the perfons of Men, and afterwards over thrir 
Confciences : The Articles of Confeffion and abfplving Sinner^ 
Pa ^ being 
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beir^ a gr(^ter Arcanum Imperii for governing the World dtoii 
all die Arts invented by Statifts ^rmerljf were. 

After I had feen Rom« fufficiently, 4 went to Tivoli,. anci- 
«5tly called Tibur, and Taw the Mr Palace and Garden there, as- 
alfo Frafcati, ancient)]r callod Tufculanum \ after that I returned 
to Rome, and faw the Pope m Confiftory, 'which being done,, 
ivHen .tibe Pope being now ready- tv* gin his- Blefling, I de- 
parted thence rtiddainly, which gave fuch a Ibfpieion of me, thatf- 
hittc WBte fenc 10 apprehend, me, but I going b liye wa^ 
cfitaped them, and went' to my Inn to take horfe, ^here I h'ft<t 
aot been now half in hour, when the Mafter or Regent of th<l 
EngKiK CoUedge telling me thax I was accuied In the Inquifi- 
lion, and that 1 cQuM- (lay no longer with. -any (aSety^ I tooli 
ihis warning very kindly; hnwbeit I- did only 'for the p^efent^ 
change my Lodging, find a dajt or two afterwards took horfe. 
and went out of Rome towards Siena, and from thence to Pla^ 
fence : I law • Sir Rt^rt Dodleyi who had the Title of Earl «*■ 
Duke of Northumbeiiland gi*cn him &y the Empwof, and handv^ 
fcm Mrs. Sudel, whom he carried with him out of England; 
and was there taken for his wife, I was invited by the^tn tt» s. 
great Feaft the night befopc I went out of Town j taking my. 
leave of them both, I prepared for my Journey the nest moni^ 
ing I ^en I was teody to depart, a Meffiihger came Go. tne indi

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told me if I wou'd accept the fame FcnGon Sir Robert I>udle^ 
had, being two thoufand Duckets per annum, the Duke wou'd 
entertain me for his Service in the War agaitift the Turks: 
This offer, whether, procured by the means of Sir Robert Dud- 
ley, Mrs. Sudel, or Sigr. Loty my ancient friend, I know not, 
being thankfully acknowledged as a great honor, was yet refufed 
by me, my intention, being to ferve his Excellency in the Lown 
Country War. 

After I had ftayed. a: while,, from hence I went by Ferrara and^ 
Bol<^a towards Padua, in which Uhiverfity having- fpcnt Soma. 
tftne to hear the learned Readers, and particularly CrcQionini, I 
left my English Horfes and Scotch. Saddles- there, for on them I 
Kd all the way from the Low^Countriee,. I went by boat to Venice: 
The Lord Ambaflkdor, Sir Dudley Carieton, by this tinic had a 
eommand to rcfide a while irr the Court of the Duke of Savoy,, 
wherewith, alio his Lordflit[t acquainted me, demanding whether 
F wou'd go thither; this ofier was gladly accepted by me, both^ 
ti I was deriious to lee thatCoupt, and that it was. in the way 
to the Low-Country^, whore I meant to fee the War the Summes 
enfuing.. 

- Coming thus in the Coach with my Lord AmbafT^or to Mi- 
Ihn, the Goiternor thereof invited my Lord Ambaflador to hii 
Houfe, anS fomerinies feafted hftn during' his ftay there: Here- 
L heard that famous Nun Tinging to the Oi^^ in this manner, 
another Nun beginning firft to fing, performed her part fo well,, 
^at we gave her* much applaufe- £or ber cxcellcoc Art and 

, Voice i. 
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Voice •, only vre thought file did (ing fomewhat lower than other 
Women ufualty did^ hereupon alfo being ready to depart pt 
heard fuddainly, far we faw no body, €hat Nun which was fo 
famous, fing sn eight higher than the other had done y her 
Voice was the fweetell, ftrongeft, and cleareft, thA ever I heard, 
in the uBng whered' alio fiac ihew'd that Art as ravifh'd us into 
admiration. 

From Milan we went to Novara, as I remember, where w£ 
arere entertained liy the Governor, being a Spaniard, with one 
of the moft iumptuous Feafts that ever I faw, being but <^ 
nine dilhes, in three feveral Services} die lirft whereof was, 
three OUas podndas confifting of all choice boil'd Meats, placed 
in three Urge filver Char^rs, which took up the length of a 
great Tabk ; «he Meat in it being heightned up artificially py- 
ramid wile to a Sparrow which was on the top: The fecond 
Service was like the £»rmer, of roaft Meat, in which all man- 
ner of Fowle from the Pkeafant and Partridge, to other Fowl 
Id's tKan «hem, were heightened up to a Lark : The third was 
in Sweet-meats dry of all forts, hdghtned in like manner to a 
round Com6t. 

From hence we went to Vercclly, a Town of the Duke ci 
Savoy's, frontier to the Spaniard, with whom the Duke waS 
then in War-, from whence ptfling by places of leaft note, we 
came to Turin, where the Duke *f Savoy's Court was. After I 
had refrefhed myfelf here fome two or three days, I took leave 
«f my Lord Ambaflador with intention to go to^hcLow Countreys, 

and

and was now upon the way thkher, a» far a» the fiwt of Nfount 
C^nt3, when the Count Scaraafigi came to me from the * Duke,, 
and brought a Letter to. this cffeft t- That the Duke had heard I 
was a Cavalier of great worth, and defirous to fee the Ware, and. 
due if I wou'd fi^ve him I Ihou'd make my own Conditions : 
Finding fo courteous an invitation I neturned back^ and was. 
lodged by the Duke of Savoy, in a Chamber furninied with- Glk 
and gold Hangings, and a very rich Bed, and dsfirayed at the: 
Dttks's charges in the Englifh AmbaOadoi^s Houle. The Duke 
jdfo c<»iftnn*d unto me what the Count ScamaB^ had fatd, and' 
together beftowed divcn Compliments oH' m«. I told his Highneis. 
that when I knew in what fervice he pkafed to imploy me,. 
he fhou'd find m< ready to teftify the fenfe I. had of his Princely, 
Ifiviuuon. 

It wa»' now in the time of Cameval, ^en the Duke who- 
loved the company of Ladies, and Dancing as much as any. 
Prince whofoever, made divers Maflu and; Balls, in. which hit. 
own daughters among, divers other Ladies danced, and here it 
was his manner to place me always with his own. hand. near, 
ibiue fair. Lady, wifliing ut both. to. cnteiiain each other with< 
fi)me Difcouife,. which was a great favour among the Italians i, 
be did many other waj^ tiCo declare the great efteem. he hadi 
ci me without coming ta any particular, the time of the year 
jGbr going into the Field: being not yet come i only he exercifcd. 
his meD> often, and made them ready &r his occafiens in ther

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TheDiike at laft refolving how to ufe my Service, thouglit fit 
^o frnd me to Languedoc in France, to conduft 4000 men of the 
reform'd Jlefigion (who h'Sd'promifcd their Affiflance in his War) 
-unto Piedmont. 1 wiliingly accepted this offer » fo taking my 
Jcave of the Duke, and bellowing about 70 or SoJ. amoi^ his 
•Officers, for the kind Entertainment 1 had rccriv'd, I took my 
dcavc aJfo of my Lord AmbalTidor, and Sir Aibenus Morettei, 
who was likewife jmpk>yed therej and prepared for my Joiwney, 
for mote expediticm of which I wat defired to go FoQ:. An old 
Scotch Knight of tht SandeUnds bearing this, defir'd to bonow 
■my Horfes ss far as Hcydelberg, which I granted on condition 
tkat* he wou'd ufe thenl well fay the way, and give theiii good 
keeping in that .ptiKO ^cerwards. 

The Count Scamafigi was commanded to bear me company 
vifi this Joufncy," flfid to carry with him fome Jcwds, which he 
was to pawn' in Lions >n France, and with the MoRcy gotten 
for them td- pay the Soldiers above nominated.} for 'thd iha 
.Duke had put ertream TiKatioris on his Pcijpie, bifomucR th*c 
they paid not only a certftin Aim for ercry Horfe, Ox, Cow or 
Sheep that they kept, b\it afterwards for every Chimney j and 
fi:nally every fmgle peribn by the pole, which amonnted to a 
Pif^oi^ or 14.2. a head or pcrfiMi, yot he wmted ftfoney: Ac 
which I did not fo much wonder as at the patience of his Snbjafls) 
of whom I demanded h«w they cou'd bear their Taxations ? I 
have heard foihtt of them anfwcr. We are not fo much oBended' 
with tlie Duke for what he takes from us, as thankfull for what 
he leaves us. 

. 4 The 
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The CounC ScarnaBg! and T, now fetting forth, rid poft all 
day without eating or drinking by the way, the Count telling 
me ftill v/t fhou'd come to a good Inn at night : It was now 
twilight when the Count and I came near a folttary Inn, on the 
top of a Mountain; the Hoftefs hearing the noife of Horfes 
came out, with a Child new bom on her left Arm> and a rufh 
Candle in her hand, flic prelently knowing the Count de Scarna- 
figi, told him. Ah, Sigr. you arc come in a very ill time, the 
Duke's Soldiers have been here to day, and have left me no- 
thing j I looked fadly upon the Count, when he coming. near 
to me whifpefd me in the ear, and faid. It may be fhe thinks 
we will uie her as the Soldiers have done : Go you into the 
Houfe, and fee whether you can find any thing ; I will go round 
about the Houfc, and perhaps I fliall meet with fome -Duck, 
Hen, or Chicken ; entring thus into the Houfe I found for all 
other furniture of it, the end of an old Form, upon which fit- 
ting down, the Hoftefs came towards me with a rulh Candle, 
and faid, I protcft before God chat is true which I told the 
Count, here is nothing to eat ; but you are a Gentleman, me*, 
thinks it is pity you fliou'd want ; if you ple^e I will give you 
fome Milk out of my Breafts, into a wooden Dilh I have here. 
This unexpe<H:ed kindnefs made that imprefTion on me, that I 
remember I was never fo tenderly fenfible of any thing : My 
anfwer was, God forbid I fhou'd take away the Milk from the 
Child I fee in thy Arms, howbcit I Oiall take it all my life for 
the greareft piece of Charity that ever I heard of i and therc- 
withall giving her a Pillole, or a piece of Gold of 145. Scar- 
naEigi and I got on Horfeback again and rid another Foft, apd 
Q^ came 
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cune to in Inn where we found ' Tcry coarfe Cheer, yet Hun- 
ger made us relifh it. 

In this Journey I remember I went over Mount Gabelet by 
iright> being cairied down that precipice in a Chair, a Guide 
that went before bringing a bocle of Straw with him, and kind- 
ling pieces of it from time to time, that we might fee our 
way. Being at the bottom <^ a Hill I got on horfeback and rid 
to Burgotne, reTolving to reft there a while; and the rather (ta 
fpeak truly) that I had heard divers fay, and particularly * Sir 
John Finnet, and f Sir Richard Newport, that the Hofi's daughter 
t^ere was the handfomeft womtui that ever they faw in their 
lives. Coming to the Inn the Count Scamafigi wiffat me to reft 
two or three hours, and he wou*d go before to Lyons to pre- 
pare Buflnefs for my Journey to Languedoc. The Hoft's duigh-^ 
ter being not within^ I told her father and mother that I delired 
only to fee their daughter, u having heard her fpoken. of itv 
England with lb much advantage, that divers tcAd me they thought 
her the handfomeft Cre&cure that «ver they faw : They anfwered 
Die was gcme to a Marriage, and fliou'd be prefently lent fbr^ 
wilfaing me in the mean while to take fome reft upon a Bed,, 
fbr they faw I needed-it. Waking now about two hour» after- 
wards I found her fitting by me, attending when I wou'd open. 
mine Eyes : I fitaU. touch a little of her defcription v her hau- be- 
ing of a fhining Mack, was naturally curled in that order that.

a curious voman would have dreft it, for one curl riling by dc* 
grccs idx>ve another, and eveiy bout tied with a fmall Ribband 
of a Naccarine, or the colour that the Knights of the Bath wear, 
gave a very gracefuU mixture, while it was bound up in thi« 
manner from the point of her Ihoulder to the crown of her head ; 
her eyes which were round and black feemed to be models of 
her whole Beauty, and in fome fort of her Atr, while a kind of 
Light or Flame came from them not unlike that which the Rib- 
band which tied up her hair exhibited ; I do not remember ever 
to have feen a prettier Mouth or whiter Teeth i brieHy, all her 
outward parts feemed to become each other, neither was there 
any thing chat cou'd be mlHiked, uole& one ihould fay her Com- 
plexion was too brown, which yet fo>m the Ibadow was height- 
ened wich a good blood in her Cheeks: Her Gown was a green 
Turkey Gn^ram, cut all into Fanes or Slalhes, from the Iboulr 
der and (leeves unco the foot, and tied up at the diftance of 
about a hand's-breadtb every where with the fame Ribband, with 
which her hair was bound i fo that her Attire feemed as bizare 
as her Perfon : I am too long in dekxibiag an Hoft's daughter, 
howbeit I thought I might bcuer fpeak of her thao of diFcrs 
other Beauties held to be the beft and fureft of the time whom 
I have often feen. In concluGon, after about ao hour's flay, I 
d^arted thence, without oSering fo muck as the leaft InciviUcy ^ 
and indeed after fb much weariiicl5» it was enough that her 
fight alone did fomewhat refrcfh me. 

From hence I went ftreight ito Lions : ent'rlng the gate, the 

Guards there, after their ufual manner, demanded of me who I 

0^2 was. 
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was, whence I came, and whither 1 went ? to which while I an- 
fwered, I obferved one of them look very attentively upon me, 
and then again upon a Paper he had in his hand ; this having 
been' done divers times, bred in me a fufpicion that there was 
no good meaning in it, and I was not deceived in my conjee^ 
tare i for the Queen Mother of France having newly made an 
Edia, that no Soldiers fliou'd be raifed in France, the Marquis 
de • Rambouillet, French Ambaflador at Turin, fent word of my 
Jmployment to the Marquis de St. Chaumont then Governor of 
Lions, as alfo a defcription of my perfon. This Ediift was fo 
fcvere, as they who raifed any men were to lofe their heads. 
In this unfortunate conjundure of Affairs, nothing felt out fo well 
on my part, as that I had not raifed as yet any men; how- 
beit the Guards requiring me to come before the Governor, I 
■went with them to a Church where he was at Vefpersi this 
while I walked in the lower part of the Church, liale imagin- 
ing what danger I was in had I levied any men -, I had not 
walked there long, when a fingle perfon came to me apparelled 
in a black ftuff fuit, without any Anendants upon him, when i 
fbppofing this perfoti to be any man rather than the Governor, 
faluted him without much ceremony : His hrft queftion was, 
whence 1 came : I anfwered from Turin ; he demanded then 
whither I wou'd go ? I aniwcrcd I was not yet refolved j his 
third queftion was, what news at Turin ? to which I anfwered

I that 
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that I had no news to tell, as fuppollng him to be only feme 
bufy or-inquifitive perfon: The Marquis hereupon called one of 
the Guards chat conduced me thither, and after he had whif- 
pered fomething in his ,ear, wi(ht me to go along with him, 
which I did willingly, as believing this man would bring me 
;o the Governor : This man filently leading me put of the Church 
brought me to a fair Houfe, into which I was no fooner en- 
tered, but he told me I was commanded to prifon there by him 
I faw in the Church, who was the Governor-, I replied I did 
not know him to be Governor, nor that that was a Prifon, and 
that if I were out of it ' again, neither the Gov'ernor nor all 
the Town cou'd bring me to it alive : The mafter of the Houfe 
hereupon fpoke me very fair, and told me he would conduft 
me to a better. Chamber than any I could find in an Inn, and 
thereupon conduced me to a very handfome Lodging not far 
from the River ; I had not been here half an hour when * Sir 
Edward Sackville (now Earl of Dorfct) hearing only that an 
Englilh man was committed, fcnt to know who I was, and why 
I was imprifoned: The Governor not knowing whether to lay 
the fault upon my Ihort anfwers to him, or my Commiflion to 
levy men contrary to the Queen's Edift, made him fo doubtfull 
an anfwer (after he had a little touched upon both) as he dif- 
mifled him unfatisfied. 

Sir Edward Sackville hereupon coming to the Houfe where I 
Was, as foon as ever he faw me embraced me, laying, Ned Her- 

* Well-known by his duel with the LorJ Bruce. 
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ben, what doeft thou here? I anfvrered, Ned SackvHle, I ami 
glad to fee you, but I proteft I know not why I am here. He 
again faid, haft thou raifed any men yet for the Duke of Sa- 
voy i I replied, not fo much as one ; then faid he I will war- 
rant thee, 'tho I muft cell thee the Governor is much offended 
at thy Behaviour and Language in the Church, (I replied ic 
was impoflible for me to imagine him to be Governor that came 
without a Guard, and tn fuch mean Cloths as he then wore.) 
I win go to him again, and tell htm what you fay, and doubt 
not but you Ihall be fuddainly freed. Hereupon returning to 
the Governor he told of what Family I was, and of what con- 
dition, and that I had raifed no men, and that I knew him not 
to be Governor i whereupon the Marquis wilht him to go back, 
that he wou'd come tn perfon to free me out of the Houfe. 

This meflage being brought me by Sir Edward Sackville, I 
i«turnM this anfwer only i That it was enough if he fent order 
to ti'ee oie. While tbele meflages paft, a company of handfome 
young Men and Women, out of t kaow mot what Cirtli^, 
brought MufKk under the Window and danced before me, look- 
ing often up to fee me } but Sir Edward Sackville being now 
return'd with order to free me, I only gave them thanks out 
of the Window, and fo went along with them to the Governor. 
Bong come into a great Hall where his Lady was, and a -large 
trun of Gentlewomen and other perfons, the Governor with his 
hat in his hand, ■demanded of me whether I knew him ? When 
his noble Lady anfwering for me, fud, how coo'd he. know 
you, when you were in the Church alone, and in this habit, be- 
ing 
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Big for the reft wholy a ftranger to you ? Which Civility of her«, 
'tho I did not prefently take notice of ky I did afterwards nx^ 
thankfully acknowledge^ when I was AmbaiTador in France : The 
Governor's next queftions were the very fanw he made when 
he met me in the Church} to which I made the very fame 
anfwers before them all, concluding that as I did not know him, 
he cou'd think it no incongruity if I anfwered in thofe terms : 
The Governor yet was not fausfied herewith, and his noble 
Lady taking my part again, gave him thofe Reafons for my 
anfwering him in that mannci;, that they filenced him from fpeak- 
ing any further. The Governor turning back, 1 likewifc after 
an humble obeyfance made ta his Lady, returned with Sir Edward 
Sackville to my Lodgings. 

This night I paflcd as quietly as I could, but the next morn- 
ing advifed with him what I was to do } I told him I had 
received a great afiront, and that I intended to fend him a 
Challenge, in fuch courteous language that he could not refufc 
it: Sir Edward Sackville by all means difwaded me from it( 
by which I perceived I was not to expeft his affiftancc therein,, 
and indeed the next day he went out of Town. 

Being alone now, I thought on nothbg more than how to fend 
him a Challenge, which at \a& I penn'd to this efi^A; That: 
whereas he had given me great offence without a caufe, I- thought 
myfelf bound as a Gentleman to refent it, and therefore defired 
to fee him with his Sword in his hand in any place he ftiould 
^point} and. hoped he woutd not tnterpofe his authority as an 

excule 
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exciife for not complying with his Honor on this occaGon, and 
chat To I refted his humble fervant. 

Finding no body in Town for two or three days, by whom 
I might fend this Challenge, I rcfolved for my laft means to 
deliver it in perfon, and obferre how he took it, intending to 
right myfelf as I cou'd, when I found he ftood upon . his Au- 
thority. 

This night it happened that Monfieur Terant formerly men^ 
ttoned came to the Town ; this Gentleman knowing me well, and 
remembering our acquaintance both at France and Juliers, wilhed 
there were fome occafion for him to ferve me ; I prefently here- 
upon taking the Challenge out of my pocket* told him he wou'd 
oblige me cxtrcamly if he were pleafed to deliver it, and that I 
hoped he might do it without danger, fince I knew the French 
to be fo brave a Nation, that they wou'd never refufe or diflike 
any thing that was done in an honorable and worthy way. 

Terant took the Challenge from me, . and after he had read 
it, told me that the Language was civil and difcreet; neverthe- 
lefs he thought the Governor would not return me that anfwer 
I expefted i howfoever faid he I will deliver it. Returning thus 
to my Inn, and intending to fleep quieter that night than I 
had done three nights before j about one of the Clock after mid- 
night, I heard a great noife at my door which awakened me, 
■certain pcrfons knocking fo hard as if they wou'd break it, be- 
fides through the chinks thereof I faw -light ; this made me pre- 
fently

fently rife in my fliirt, when drawing my Sword I went to the 
door and demanded who they were; and together told them 
that if they came to make me prifoner, I wou'd rather die 
with my Sword in my hand j and chcrewithall opening the door,' 
I found upon- the flairs half a dozen men armed with Halbcrts, 
whom I no fooner prepared to refift, but the chief of them told 
me, that they came not to me from the Governor, but from 
my good friend the Duke of Montmorency, fon to the Duke 
I formerly mentioned, and chat he came to Town late that night, 
in his way from Languedoc (of which he was Governor) to 
Paris; and that he defired mc if I loved him, to rife prefendy 
and come to hini, afTuring me further that this was moft true; 
hereupon wifhing them to retire themfelves, I drcft myfelf and 
went with them ; they conduced me to the great Hall of the 
Governor, where the Duke of Montmorency and divers other 
Cavaliers had been dancing with the Ladies ; I went prefcntly 
to the Duke of Montmorency, who taking me a little afide, 
told me that he had heard of the PafTages betwixt the Governor 
and me, and that I had fent him a Challenge ; howbeit that he 
conceived men in his place were not bound to anfwer as private 
perfons, for thofe things they did by vertue of their office: Ncver- 
thelefs that I fhou'd have fatisfadion in as ample manner as I 
cou'd reafonably defire. Hereupon bringing me with him to the 
Governor, he freely told me that now he knew who I was, he 
cou'd do no lefs than aflure me that he was forry for what was 
done, and defired me to take this for fatisfa&ion ; the Duke of 
Montmorency hereupon f^d prefcntly, C'eft alTez} it is enough. 
I then turmng to him> deirlanded whether he wou'd have cakoi 
R this

this fatisfaftion in the like cafe ? he (aid yes. After this, lurnifig 
«t> the GoTermff, i demanded the fame queftion, to which he aft- 
fwered, that he wou'd have taken the feme fatisfaftron aad le& 
too ; I kifling my hand, gave it him, who embraced mc, and (CK 
this buiinefs ended. 

After fome Complements paft between the Dtike of MoAtmd- 
rency, who remembered the great Love his father bore me, whfcfl 
he defired to continue in his perfon, and puttiog me in mind a)fO 
ef oar being educated together for a while, demanded whether I 
woa'd go with him to Paris ? I cold him that I was engaged to fbo 
Low'Coumreys, but that where£oever I was 1 Ibou'd be his nsoft. 
humble ferrant. 

My imployitient with the Duke of Savoy in Languedoc being 
thus ended, I went from Lions to Geneva, where 1 found Mb my 
1^2TM had prevented my comti^, for the next morning after my 
arrival, the State taking notice of me, fent a meflenger m th«ir 
name to congratulate my being there, and prelBhtCit me wUh 
fome Flagons of Wine, defiring me (if I ftayed there arty while) 
to fee their Fonifications» and give my Opinion of (hem ; Which 
1 did, and toW them I thought they were weftkeft where thty 
thou^c themfelves the ftrongeft; which wai on the httly Patt^ 
where indeed they had made great Fortifications j yet a« it i« »■ 
Rule in War that whatfocver may be made t^ Aft» may b» 
deftroyed by Art again, I conceived they had need to fear the 
approach of an Enemy orl that part rather than any other : They 
replyed that divers great Soldiers had told them the £ime } and 
5 that 
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dut diey wouM ^ve the bcft Order they cou'd to fcrve themfolve* 
en that fide. 

Having refted here fome while to take Phyfick (my Health 
being a little broken with long Travel) I departed :^ter a fort- 
night's ftay to fialil, where takk^ a Boat upon the River I 
came at length to Stralbourg, and from thence .went to Hcydel- 
bourg, whcrelwas recciv'd agwn by thePrinceElei5torandPrince(s 
with much kiodnefs, and viewed at leifure the fair Library there, 
the Gardens and other Rarities of that place, and here I found 
my Horfes I lent to Sandilands in good plight, which I then 
beftowed upon Ibme Servants of <lie Prince, in way of Retri- 
bution for my wcIcobk thither. From hence • Sir George Cid- 
vert and myfelf went by Water for the moft part to the Low- 
Countreys, where taking leave of each other, I went ftraight to 
his Excetleocy, who did extraordinarily welcome me, infomuch 
that it was obferv'd that he did never outwardly make ib much 
4^ any one as myfelf. 

It happened this Summer that the Low-Countrey Army was ' 
not drawn into the Field, fo that the Prince of Orange paft his 
time St playing at Che& with- me after dinner; ot in goii^ to 
Refwick with him to fee his great Horfes, or in making Love ; 
in which alio he ufed me as his Companion ; yet fo that I faw 
nothing openly cdoec than might argue a civil Familiarity. When

R a I was 
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I was at any time from him, I did by hb good leave endeavour to 
raife a Troop of Horfc for the Duke of Savoy's Service, as hav- 
ing obtained a Commiflion to that purpofe for my brother William» 
then an officer in the Low-Country : Having thefe men in readinefs, 
I fent word to the Count Scarnafigi thereof, who was now Am- 
baflador in England, telling him that if he wou'd fend money my 
brother was ready to go. 

Scarnafigi anfwercd me. That he expefted money in England, 
and that as foon as he receiv'd it, he wou'd fend over fo much 
as wou'd pay an hundred Horfe : But a Peace betwixt him and the 
Spaniard being concluded not long after at Afti, the whole charge 
of keeping this Horfe fell upon me, without ever to this day re- 
ceiving any rccompence. 

Winter now approaching, and nothing more to be done for 
that year, I went to the Brill to take Shipping for England j 
Sir Edward Conway, who was then Governor at that place, and 
afterwards Secretary of State, taking notice of my being there, 
• came to me, and invited me every day to come to him, while I 
attended only for a Wind j which ferving at laft for my journey. 
Sir Edward Conway conduced me to the Ship, into which as foon 
as I was ent'red be caufcd fix pieces of Ordnance to be difcharged 
for my farewell; I was fcarce gone a league into the Sea, when 
the Win4 turned contrary, and forced me back again : Returning 
thus to the Brill, Sir Edward Conway welcomed me as before ; 
and now after fome three or four days, the Wind ferving he 
conduced me again to the Ship and beftowed fix Volleys of 

Ordnance 
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Ordnance upon me. I was now about half way to England, 
when a moft cruel Storm arofe, which tore our Sails and fpent 
our Mafts, itifomuch that the Mafter of our Ship gave us all for 
loft, as the Wind was extream high and together cotitrary ; we 
were carried at laft, 'tho with much difficulty back again to the 
Brill, where Sir Edward Conway did congratulate my efcape t 
faying, He believed certainly that (confidering the Weather) I 
muft needs be call away. 

After fome ftay here with my former welcome, the Wind be- 
ing now fair, I was conducted again to my Ship by Sir Ed- 
ward Conway, and the fame Volleys of Shot given me, and 
was now fcarce out of"the Haven when the Wind again turned 
contrary, and drove me back : This made mc refolve to try my 
fortune here no longer i hiring a fmall Barque therefore I went 
to the Sluice, and from thence to Oftend, where finding Com- 
pany } went to Brutlels ; in the Inn where I lay here an Ordinary 
was kept, to which divers Noblemen and principal Officers of 
the Spanilh Army reforted ; fitting among thefe at dinner, the 
next day after my arrival, no man knowing me or informing 
himtelf who I was, they fell into difcourfe of divers matters 
in Italian, Spanifh and French, and at laft three of them one 
after another began to fpeak of King James my mafter, in 
a very fcornfuU manner ; I thought with myfeif then that if 
1 was a bafe fellow, I need not take any notice thereof, fince 
na man knew me to be an Englifhman, or that I did fo much 
as underftand their Language; but my heart burning within 
mc, 1 putting ofi^ my hat arofe from the table, and turning 

myfeif 
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awfieif to diofe that &t at the upper en4, tAta hid fiii AM^ing 
to the King tny oiafter's pr^udice, I told them in Itadian, Son 
jtogkfe ; i am an EngUAimMi -, and Ihou'd l^e vrnwoFthy te 
io-fe i£ I iufi^'d tbefc words to be fpoken «nf the Kmg mT' 
mafteri and theFcwithaU turning my^^'to thofe who had injured 
the King, I ffttd you have Ipoken faKety, and I wiU fight wkfa 
^ou all i thofe at the uf^er «nd of the table ^ding i hzd lb 
much rcafon on my part, did Iharply check thofe 1 queftioned, 
and to be brief made them alk the King's forgivenefs, wherewith 
al(b the King's health being 'drank round about the table, I 
d^aited thence to Dunkiilc, and thencx to Graveling, ^^lere I 
{aw, AA unknown, an Englifli gentlewoman enter into a Nun- 
nery there i I went (hence to Calais, it was now extream foxA 
weather, and 1 x»u*d &ad no mafter of a Ship willing to adven- 
ture to Sea ; howbeit my impatience wai fuch, that 1 demanded 
of a poor Fiftierman there whether he wou'd go, he anfwered his 
Ship was w(H& than any in the Haven, as being open above 
and without any Deck, befides that it was old, but faith he, I 
care &r my life as little as you do, and if you will go, my Boat 
is at your fervice. 

1 was now fcarce «ut of the <Haven when a high grown Sea 
had dimoft overwhelmed us, the Waves coming in very fiift into 
our Ship, which we laded out t^ain the beft we cou'dj not- 
withftanding which we expe&ed every minute to be caft away": 
It plcafed God yet bcfwe we were gone fix leagues into the 
Sea to ceafe the Tempeft, and give us a fair palTage over to 
the ^owns, where afttr giving God dianks for my deliviery from 

this 
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tim moft Reedfe& danger that ever I did rurt, I went to Lon- 
don V i iMd Mt been here ten days when a Quanan Ague 
ftized OB m^ wluch held me for a yevc and an half without 
inCermiflion, ;»d a yaar and an half bHiger at Sprii^ and Fall { 
tha good days I had dating all this fickne& I employed in ftudy, 
the ill being fpent in as fharp and long iitts as I think ever 
any man endured, which brought me at laft to be To lean and 
yellow, tbaC fearce any man did know me : It happened during 
thb fickoefs, that I walked abroad one day towards Whitehall, 
where ' meeting with one Erncrfcm, who fpoke very difgracefull 
words of Sir Robert Harky, being then my dear friend, my 
weaknds cou'd not hinder mc to be fenfible of my friend's dif- 
bonor, fliaking him therefore by a long beard he wore, I ftepc 
a little afide and drew my Sword in the Street, C^itain Thomas 
Scriven d friend (>i mine beii^ not far off* on one fide, and 
dtters friends of his on the other fide ; all that faw me wondered 
^ow I cou'd gov being Sa weak and confutned as I was, but 
much ttion that I wou'd offer to fight ; howfoever Emerfcm 
inftnd oi drawing his Sword, ran away into Suffolk Houie, 
and afterwards infornxd the Xjxdi of the Counfel of what I 
had done ■, who not long after fending for me, did not fo much 
reprehend my taking part with my friend, as that I wou*d fcd- 
yenture to fight being in fuch a bad ccHiditioB of health. Befonr 
I cam* wholy out of roy licknefs. Sir George Villiers afterwards 
-Duke of Buckingham, came into the King's favour : this CavaKer 
meeting me accidentally at the • Lady Stanop's houfe, came to me,,

and 
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and told me he had heard fo much of my worth, as he wou*d 
think himfelf happy if by his credit with the King, he cou'd do 
tne any fervice ; I humbly thanked him, but told him that for the 
prefent I had need of nothing fo much as of health, but that 
if ever I had ambition, I Ihou'd take the boldnels.to make my 
addrefs by him. 

I was no fooner perfectly recover*d of this long ficknefs, but 
the Earl of Oxford and myfelf refolved to raife two R^;imeDts 
for the fervice of the Venetians ; while we were making ready 
for this journey, the King having an occalion to fend an Am- 
bafikdor into France, required Sir George Villiers to prefent him 
with the names of the fitteft men for that employment that 
be knew } whereupon eighteen names, among which mine was, 
being written in a paper were prefented to him •, the King prc- 
iently chofe me, yet fo as he defired firft to have the approba- 
tion of his Privy Counfel, who confirming his Majefly's choice, 
fent a MelTenger to my Hoilfe among Gardens, near the Old 
Exchange, requiring me to come prefently to them -, myfelf lit- 
tle knowing then the Honor intended me, afkt the MelTenger 
whether I had dcme any fault, that the Lords fent for me fo 
fuddainly ? vifhing him to tell the Lords that I was going to 
dinner and wou'd afterwards attend them. I had fcarce dined 
when another Mefleoger was fent, this made me haften to White- 
hall, where I was no fooner come, but the Lords faluted mc'- 
by the name of Lord Ambaffador of France j I told their Lord- 
fliips thereupon, that I was glad it was no worle, and that I 
j doubted 
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doubted, that by their fpcedy fending for me, fome Complaint, 
*th6 falfe, might be made againft me. 

My firft Commiffion was to renew the Oath of alliance 
betwixt the two Crowns, for which purpofc I was extraordinary 
Ambaffador, which being done, I was to refide there as ordina- 
ry : I had rcceiv'd now about fix or feven hundred Pounds, to- 
wards the charges of my journey, and locked it in certain Cof- 
fers in my Houfe, when the night following about one of the 
Clock, I cou'd hear divers men fpeak and knock at the Door, 
in that part of the Houfe where none did lie but myfelf, my 
wife, and her attendants, my fervants being lodged in another 
Houfe not far ofF; as foon as I heard the noife I fufpefted 
prefcntly they came to rob me of my Money, howfoevcr I 
thought fit to rife, and go to the Window to know who they 
were; the firft word I heard was. Dared thou come down, 
Welch Man i which I no fooner heard, but taking a Sword in 
one hand, and a little Target in the other, I did in my (hirt 
run down the Stairs, open the Doors fuddainly, and charged ten 
or twelve of them with that fury that they ran away, fome 
throwing away their Halberts, others hurting their fellows to 
make them go faftcr in a narrow way they were to pafs-, in 
which diforder*d manner I drove them to the middle of the 
Street by the Exchange, where finding my bare feet hurt by the 
ftones I trod on, I . thought fit to return home, and leave them 
to their flight. My fervants, hearing the noife, by this time 
were got up, and demanded whether I wou'd have them purfue 
S thofe 
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diofe Rogues that fled away ; but I aitfweriag that 1 thought 
tbcf were out of thetr reach, we returned home together. 

While I wu prepftring myfelf far my jouraeya it happened 
that I paffing through the Inner Ttmpk one day, and encoun- 
teriag Sir Robert Vaughan in this Councrey, fome harih words 
paft betwixt us, which occaQoned him at die perfwalion of 
Others, whom I will not nominate, to fend me a Challenge} 
Ails was brought me at my Houfe in Blackfryars by Captain 
Charles Price, upon a Sunday sAnut one of the Clock in the 
afternoon ; when I had read it, I told Charles Price that I did 
ordinarily bcitew this day in Devotion, ncrerthelefs that I wou'd 
meet Sir Robert Vaughan prefently, and gave him thereupon 
the length of tny Sword, demanding whether he brought any Se- 
cond with him; to which Charies Price replying that he would 
be in the Field with him, I told my broriier Sir Heniy Her- 
bert then prefcnt thereof, who readily oflcri:^ himfetf to be my 
Second, nothii^ was wanting now but ihe place to be i^reed 
upon betmKt us, which was not far from the Waterlide near 
Chelfea. 

My brother and I uking Boat prefmtly, came to the {dace, 
where after we had ftud about two hours in vain, I defircd 
my brother to go to Sir Robert Vaughan's Lodgk^, and tell 
him diat I now attended his coming a great vhik, and that I 
defired him to come away fpeedily ; hereupon my brother wen^ 
and after a while returning back %aln, he told me they were 
not ready yct^ I attended then about an hour and* an half 
4 longer. 
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lofiger, but as he did not come yet, I frnt my brother a f«- 
cond dme to c^l turn away, and to tell him I catcht cold, 
jierertheleis that I wou'd ftay there 'till Sunfet^ my brother 
yec con'd not bring him aiong. but returned himfelf to the place, 
where we &zfd t<^cther 'oil half an hour after Sunfct, and 
then returned heme. 

The next dap the * Eaii of Worcellxr, by the King's Com- 
mand, forbid me to receive any Mef&ge or Letter from Sir 
R-oberc Vaughan, and adrertircd me withall, that the King bad . 
^ven him charge to end the BoiinefB betwixt us, for which 
purpofe he defired me to come before him the next day abouc 
two of the Clock •, at which time, after die Earl had told me^ 
that being now made Ambafiador and a publick Perfoii, I ought 
not to entertan private quarrels } after which without much ado, 
he ended the Bulmefs betwixt Sir Robert Vau^un and myfelf: 
It was thought by fome, that this wou'd make me lofe my 
place, I being under fo great an obligation to the King for my 
emf^ment in France j but Sir George ViUiers, afterwards Duke 
of Buckingham, told mc he wou'd warraat me for this one 
tine, but I muft do fo no more. 

I was now aknoft ready ibr my journey, and had received 
already as choice a Company of Gentlemen for my Attendants, 
as I think ever followed an Ambaflador 1 when fome of my 
private Fiicnds told me, that I was not to truft lb much k>

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my Pay from the Exchequer, but that it was ncceffary for me 
ro take Letters of Credit with me, for as much Money as I 
cou*d well procure. Informing myfclf hereupon who had fur- 
nifhcd the laft Ambaffador, I was told Monfieur Savage a French- 
man; coming'to his Houfe I demanded whether he wou'd help 
mc with Moneys in France, as he had done the laft Ambafla- 
dor ; he faid, he did not know me, but wou'd inform himfelf 
better who I was; departing thus from him, I went to Sigr. 
Burlamacchi, a man of great credit in thofe times, and demand- 
ed of him the fame ; his Anfwer was, that he knew me to be 
a man of honor, and I had kept my word with every body; 
whereupon alfo going to his Study, gave me a Letter of Credit 
to one Monfieur de Langhcrac in Paris, for 2000 /. ftcrling : I 
then demanded what Security he expedted for this Money ? he 
faid, he wou'd have nothing but my promife; I told him he 
had put a great obligation upon me, and that I wou'd ftrive 
to acquit myfclf of it the beft I cou'd. 

Having now a good fome of Money in my Cofirrs, and this 
Letter of Credit, I made ready for my journey ; the day I went 
out of London I remember was the fame in which Queen Ann 
was carried to burial, which was a fad Spe£tacle to all that 
had occafion to honor her. My firft night's journey was to 
Gravefend, where being at Supper in my Inn, Monfieur Savage 
formerly mentioned came to me, and told me, that whereas I 
had fpoken to him for a Letter of Credit, be had made one 
which he thought wou'd be to my contentment; I demanded 
to whom it was directed ; he faid to Monfieur Talleinant and 
4 Ram- 
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Rambouillet /in Paris; I aiked' thin what they were worth? he 
iaid above one hundred .thoufand PcAinds -fterling i I demandai 
for how much this Letter of Credit was? he faid for as much 
as I Ihou'd have need of; I alkcd what fecurity he required ? 
he faid nothing but my word, which he had heard was in- 
violftble.- 

Froiii Gravrfehd, by eafyjoiirheys* I went to Dover, where 
] took Shipping, with a Train of an hundred and odd: perfons, 
an4 arrived Ihdrtly after at Calais, where I remember my Cheer 
was twi.ce as good as' at Dover, and my Reckoning half as 
cheap I from whence I went to Boulogne, Monfbrevile, Abbevile, 
Amiens, and in two days thence to St. Dennis near Paris, 
where I was met with a' great Train of Coaches, that were 
fent.to receive, me, as alfo by the Matter of the Ceremonies, 
and Monfieur Mennon m^r fellow Scholar, with Monfieur Di- 
fencour, who then kept an Academy, and' brought with him 
a brave Company of Gentlemen on great Horfes, to attend me 
into Town. 

It was now fomewhat late when I entered Paris, upon a Sa- 
turday night J I was but newly fettled in my Lodging, when 
a Secretary of the Spanifh AmbafTador thercj told me that his 
Lord defined to have the firtt Audience from me, and there- 
fore requefted.he might fee mc the next morning; I replyed it 
was a day I gave wholy to Devotion; and therefore intrcated 
him to ftay 'till forae more convenient time : The Secretary re- 
plyed that his Matter did hold it no lefs holy i howbeit that his 
; refpcft 
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r^>eA to me was fiich, chat he «ou*d prefer the defire be had 
to feire me before all other confidentiou ^ howfocTcr I put 
him off *dll Monday foSowing, 

Not long after I took a Houfe in Fauzbourg St Germains 
Rue Tournon, which coft me 200/. fterling yearly; hanog fur- 
nilhed the Houfe richly, and lodged all my Train, I prepared 
for « journey to Tours and Tonraine, where the French Court 
then was : being come hkher in estream hot weather, I demand- 
ed Audience of tiie King and Queen, which being granted, I 
did affiire the Kihg of tbe great afitdirai the Kkig my mafter 
bore him, noit oidy out of the andenit Alliance betwin the two 
Crowns, but becaufe Henry the fourth and die King my mafter 
had itipuUted with each other, that wbenlberer any one of than 
died, the Airvivor Ihou'd take care of the other's Child : I af- 
fured him further, that no ohaxge was Jb much impofed upon 
me by my Inftrufticmsi, as that I flaou'd do good Offices be- 
twiidt both Kingdoms j and therefore diat it were a great huh 
in me, if I behaved myfelf otherwife than with all reQ>eA to 
his Majefty : This being done I prcfented to the King a Letter 
of Credence Aom the King my mafter: The King offiired me 
of a naprooA afie6tion to the King my mafter, land <^ my 
particular welcome 10 his Court : His words were sever many 
as being To extreatm a Stutterer, that he wou'd fometimes hold 
his Tongue out of his Month a good while before he cou'd 
fpeak ft) much as one word ; he had bcfides a double row of 
Teeth, and was obferved feldom or never to fpit or Mow his 
Nofcj or to fweat much, *th6 be were very laborious, and alox^ 

in- 
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itidfifitig^abie 'm his Exerciics of Hunting and Hawking, t<t 
which he wa^ m^cti. addlAed : Neither did it tunder him 'thd 
he was burft ia bis Body* a^ we call it, or Heroit^i^ ; for h^ 
was noted in tbofe Sports, 'th6 often tiiocs on foot, to tjre not 
only his Couitiersi but even lus Lackies, being equally infeofi- 
ble, as was thought, Cf^er ^ k^iX or cold : His Uodctftandtn^ 
and natural Parts were as good as cou'd be expeded^ in one 
that was broijighit up io ib rimch Igno^apce, wiuch wac oa pur- 
pose fo done that he might; be the longcE governed; howbeit 
he acquired in time a gFcat knowledge in Affurs, ta converf- 
iog for the moft part wiith wife and a&ivt Feribns. He was 
noted to have two Qualities incklent to all who were ignorant- 
Jy brought up, Su^icion and DiffimuJ^on j, for as ignu'aaf 
Ferfi>ns walk fo much in t^ dark, they can^t be exempt 
from fear of ftumblii^*, and as they arc Uki^wi;^ deprived o& 
or deficient in thoie true Principles, by which they fhou'd go- 
vern both pubUck and private Aftions in a wife, felid, 9nd 
demwftrative wty^ they ftrive coronK»iJy to fupply Afife imper* 
fedioBS with covert Arts, vhich 'thd it may be fometimes ex* 
cufabk io neceflitoius Perfoos, and be iodecd frequent ^mQog 
thofe who negodate in fmUl matters, yet coodvmBaji^ in Prin- 
ces, who [mceeding upon fouodatioiu of Reafiui a^d Stsepgthi, 
ought DOt to fuhmic thcmielves to fuch poor helps : Howbeic I 
muft obferve that neUher bis Fears did take away hia Courage, 
when there was occafioa to ufe it, nor his Diflimulation extend 
itfelf ta the doing of private Miichtefs to lus Subjefb, cither 
of one or the othcc ^ibgion: His favorite was one Monfieur 
Ce Luyacs^ who in bis noa-age gained much ujX)n the King» 

by 
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bjr snaking Hawkes fly at all little Birds in' his Gardens, and 
by making fome of thofe little Birds agalA catch Bueter-flies ; 
and -had the King ufed him for no other putpofe, he might 
have been tolerated •, but as, when the King came to a riper 
age, the government of publick Affairs was drawn chiefly from 
his Counfells,- not a few errors were committed. 

The Queen-mother, Princes, and Nobles of that kingdom re- 
pined that his advices to the King (hou*d be fo prevalent, which 
alfo at lafl: caufed a Civil War in that Kingdom. How unfit 
this man was for the credit he had-withthe King may be ar- 
gued by this*, that when there was queftion'mide about fome 
bufmefs in Bohemia, he demanded whether it was an inlaild 
Country, or lay upon the Sea ? and thus much for the prelcnt 
of the King and his Favorite. 

After my Audience with the King, I had anothpr from the 
Queen, being fitter to the King of Spmn ; I had' little to fay 
■unto her, but fome Complements on the King my mafter's part, 
but fuch Complements as her kx. and quality were capable of. 
This Queen was exceedingly fair, like thofe of the Houfe of 
Auftria, and together of To mild and good a Condition, flie was 
never noted- to have done ifl offices to any, but to have medi- 
ated as much as was poflible for her, in fatisfaftion of thofe 
who had any fuit 'to the King, as far as their Caufe wou'd 
bear. She had now been married divers years without having 
any Children, 'tho fo ripe, for them, that nothing feemed to be 
wanting on her part. I remember her the more particularly, 

that 
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that jhe Ihewed publickly at my Audiences that favor to mc, as, 
not only my fervants but divers others took notice of it. After 
this my firft Audience, I went to fee Monfieur de Luynes, and 
the principal Minifiers of State, as alfo the Princes and PrincefTeSy 
and Ladies then in the Court, and particularly the Pnncefs of 
Conti, from whom I carried the Scarf formedy memioned ; and 
this . is 4S much as I ihall declare in this place, concerning my 
Negotiation with the King and State; my purpofe being, if God 
lends me Life, to fee them forth apart, as liaving the Copies of 
all my Difpatches in a great Trunk tn my Houfe in London j 
and confiderii^ that in the time of my Aay there, there were 
lUvers Civil Wars in that Country, and that the Prince now 
King, paffcd with my Lord of Buckingham and others through 
France into. Spaing and the.Bufinels of the Elei^lor Palatine in 
Bohemia, and the Battle, of Prague, and divers other memorable 
accidents, both of State and War, happened during the time of 
my employment-, I conceive a Narration of them may be worth 
the feeing to them who have it not from a better hand ■, I Ihall 
only therefore relate here, as they come into my memory, certain 
little Paff^s, which may ferve in fotnc part to declare jhe Hiftory 
of my Life. 

Coming back from Tours to Paris, I gave the beft order I 
cou'd concerning the expences of my Houfe, Family arid Stable, 
that 1 might fettle all things as aear as was poflible in a cer- 
tain courfe, allowing according to the manner of France, fo 
many pounds of Beef, Mutton, Veal, and Pork, and fo much 
alfo in Turkeys, Capons, Fheafants, Partridges, and ait other 
T \ Fowli, 
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Fowl9> as ftlfi} Pies and Tarts after the Frencfc manner, and 
after all this a doaea difhes of Sweet-nncats every meal coo- 
ftuitly : The ordciing of thefe tbii^ was the honrkr to me, that 
my wife flatly refufed to come over into Fnncc, as being now 
entered nto a Dropficy whidi atfo had kept her without Chil- 
dren f<x many years : I was conftiained therefore to make ule 
,o£ a Steward who was underftanding and diligent, but no very 
honeft roan : My chief Secretary was William BofwcU, now the - 
King's Agent in the Low-Countrejrs : My Secretary for the 
French Tongw was one Monlieur Oaier, who afterwards was^ 
the King's Agent is France : The GentlemaB of ny Horle was 
Mcmfleur de ^^ny, who afterwards commanded a 1000 Hovfe in 
the Wars of Geunany,. anct prarved a very gallant Gentleman : 
Mx. Crofts was one of my pEincipal Gendemen, and afterwards^ 
mad* the King's Cup-bearer ^ and Thomas Caage that exceUenc 
Wit, the King's Carver : Edmund Taverner, whom I made my 
under Secretary, was afterwards chief Secretary to the Lord 
Chamberlain •» and oae Mr. Smith, Secretary to the Earl of 
Northivnberlaad; I neminatc thele, and cou^d many more, ihac- 
came to very good fortones afterwa^s, bccauTe L may verifie 
that which I faid before,, concerning the Gentlemen that at^' 
tended me.. 

When \ came- to Fftris die £ngli& and French were in very 
ill intelligence with each other,, infomucb that one Buckly: com- 
ing then, to mt^ laid he was aflauked and hurt upon Fontneaf, 
only becaufe he was an £nglilhman : Hevertheleis after I had been 
in Paris about a month,, all the £nglijh.wcie £> ffelconuTthither^ 
5 that 
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fbst no otKer iMtioii was 4b acceptable amongft them, inromuch 
that my Gendemen having a quarrel with fome debauched French, 
who in their drunkennefs quarrelled with them, divers principall 
Gentlemen of that nation ofiered themfelves to affift my People 
vidi their Swords. 

It happened one day that my cozen Olivet Herbert and 
George Radney, being Gentlemen who attended nw, and Henry 
Whittingham my Butlo', had a quarrel with fome French, upon 
I know not what frivc^ous occ^on -, k happened my cozen 
Oliver Herbert had for his oppofite a Fencer, belonging to the 
Prince of Condi, who was dangeroufly hurt by him in divers 
places i but as the Houfe or Hoftel of the Prince of CondS 
was not far oflT, and himfelf well-lKloved in thole quarters, tho 
French in greet multitudes arifing, -drove away the three above 
mentioned into my Houfe, purfuing them within the Gates; I 
perceiving this at a Window, ran out with my Swoid, which 
the People no fooner faw, but tficy fled again as faft as ever 
they entered; howlbever the Prince of Condfi his Fencer was 
in that danger of hb Life, that Oliver Herbert was forced to 
fly France, which that he might do the better, I paid the faid 
Fencer 100 Crowns, or 60 pounds fterling, for his Hurt and 
Cures. 

The Plague now being hot in Paris, I defircd the Duke of 

Montmorency to lend me the Caftic of Merlou, where I lived 

in the time of his mofl: noble father, which he willingly granted: 

Removing diither I enjoyed that fweet Place and Countrey, 

T t wherein 
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wherein I found not a few that welcomed me out of their un 
cient acquaintance. 

On the one M; of tne was the Bacon de Montaterre of the 
reformed Religion, and Mocifieur de BoutevUle on the other, wh» 
'tho young at that time, proved afterwards to be that brave 
Cavalier which all France did lb much celebrate :. In both their 
Caflles likcwife were Ladies of much beauty and difcredon, and 
particularly a filter of BouteviUe, thought to be one of the cheif 
Perfcftions of the tinie, whofe company yielded fome diverdfe- 
mcnt,. when my publick occaliotis did fuffer it. 

Winter being now come, I retiyned to my Houfe in Paris, 
and prepared for . renewing ths Oath of Alliance betwixt the 
two Crowns; for which as I laid formerly I had an extraordinary 
CommiOion ; neverthelefs the King put off the BuQnefs to as long 
a time as he well could, fn the mean while Prince Henry of 
NafTau, brother to Prince Maurice, coming to Paris,, was met 
and much welcomed by me, as being obliged to. him, no lefs 
tlian to his brother in the Low-Countreys. This Prince and all 
his Train were fcafted by me at Paris with an 100 Dilhes, cofUng 
as I remember, in all 100/. 

The French King at laft refolving upon a day for performing- 
the Ceremony, betwixt the two Crowns abovemention'd ; myfelf 
and all my Train put ourlelves into tliat fumptuous Equipage 
that 1 remember it coft me one way or another above looo /.. 
And truly the magnificence of it was fucli^ as a little French Book 

was 
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WIS prdently priattd thereof: This b«ng done I relifled' here. in 
the qaality <^ an ordinary Ambaflddor. 

And now I IhUl mention fome particular Pafiages concerning 
royfelf, without ent'ring yet any way into the whole frame and 
context of my Negotiation, referving them, as I faid before, to 
a particular Treatifei I Ipent my time much in the Vifits of 
the Princes, Counfell d State, and great Perfons of the French 
kingdom, who did ever punAually requite my Vifits : The like 
I did alio to the chief Ambafladors there, among whom, the 
Venetian, Low<Countrey, Savoy, and the united Princes in Ger- 
many Ambafladors did bear me that refpe£t, that they ufually 
met in my Houfe, to advife tc^ther coaceming the great Af- 
fairs of that time: For as the Spaniard then was fb potent that 
he feemed to afieA an univerfal Monarchy, all the abovemen- 
tioned Ambafladors did in one common Intereft ftrive to oppofe 
him : All our endeavours yet cou'd not hinder, but that he 
both publickly prevailed in his Attempts abroad, and privately 
did corrupt divers of the principal Mintiters of State in this 
kingdom. I came to difcover this by many ways, but by none 
more eSeftually than by the means of an Italian, who returned 
over by Letters of Exchange the Moneys the SpaniOi Amba0a- 
dor received for his occafions in France j for I perceiv*d that 
when the faid Italian was to receive any extraordinary great 
fum for the Spanilh Ambaffador's ufe, the whole face of Affairs 
was prefemly changed, infomuch that neither my Reafons, nor 
the AmbalTadors abovementioned how valid foever cou'd pre- 
vail } tho yet afterwards we found means together to reduce Af- 
fairs 
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fain to thfir fortner tnia ; 'dll fome other new gmt fun com- 
ing to the Spanifh AmbalIador*s luuidi uid from thence to the 
aforefaid Minifters of State, altered all. Howbcit divers Vifits 
paft betwixt the ^anHh Anabaflador aod inyfelf, in one of 
-which he mid me that th6 our Interefts were divers, yet «c 
might contimie fiiendftip in Oar particular perTons -, for faid he^ 
it can be no occafioa of ofience betwixt us, that each of ui 
Arive the beft he can id ferve the King his tnofter: I difliked 
not his Rcafons, tho yet I cou'd not oimt to tell him that I 
wou*d maintain die dignity of the King my mafttr the beft I 
oou'd ; and this I faid becaufe the %)atulh AmbaHador had t^en 
place of the EngliAi in the time of Henry die fourth in thik 
fafiiion, chey JxKh meeting in an Anti-chamber to the Secrectry 
of State, the Span^ Ambaffiidor leaning to die Wall in thac 
pofture that he took the hand «f the Englifh Ambaflador, &id 
publickly, I hold this place in the right <^ the King my mafter, 
vhich fmall pundilio being not refented by oar Ambaflador ac 
that time, gavv the ^wiiard occalton to bragg that he had 
taken the hand irom our AmbaHador. This made me more 
watchfuU to regain the iionor which the Spaniard pretended to 
have gottoi herein. So diat did the Ambaflador in his Vilics

whole butinefs, I ttdd them that I meant to redeem the honor

wheehtf they ««u^'d affiA me ? which they pronufing, I bid the 
Coachman drive onj the Spani{h AmbaJTador feeing me approach, 
and imagining what my intention was, fent a Gentleman to me, 
to kU me he def red to- lahite mc, which I accepung, the Gen- 
deflBBo muiaed n the Amboflfador, who alighting from his 
Coaeb attendid. ne in tb« amddle of the Highway, which being 
perceiv'd by ne I akg^tcd aUb, when fome extravagant Com* 
^eraents haviog pidt betwixt U9» the Spaaifli Ambaflador took 
his Iczre of ixr, went ta a dry ditch not iar off, i^>ob pre- 
teoce of making water, bat indeed to hold the upper hand of 
BK wlulc 1 paft % in my Coadv which being oUitrved by me 
} left my Coach, and getting upon a- fpare Horfe I had there,, 
xode into the f^' dry dkch, and tiling him aloud, that I knew 
well why he flood there, Ind him afterwatda get to his Coach» 
for I muft ride that wayt the Spanifli Ambaflador who under- 
fiood me well, went to his Coach grumbling and difcontented, 
*thd yet ndther he nor Jus Train did any more thait look one 
upon another in a eonfuled manner -, my Coach this while paflP 
ing by the Amfaadador on the fatne fide I was, I fhortly after 
left my Horfe and got into it: It hap'ned this while, that one

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of my Coach Horfes having loft a Shoe, I thought fit to ftajr 
at a Smith's Forger about a quarter of a mile before i this Shoe 
cou'd not be put on fo foon, but that the Spanifli Ambaflador 
overtook us, and might ind^d have paft us, but that he thought 
I wou'd give him another Affront ; attending therefore the 
Smith's leafure, he ftayed in the Highway to our no little ad- 
miration, untill my Horfe was fhoed -, we ctmtinued our journey 
to Eftampes, the Spaniih Ambaflador following us Hill at a good 
diftance. 

I fhou'd fcarce have mentioned this Paflage, but that the Spa- 
niards do fo much ftand upon their Pundonores •, for confirming 
whereof I havie thought fit to remember the Anfwer a Spanifh 
AmbalTador made to Philip the Second King of Spain, who find- 
ing fault with him for neglecting a Bufinefs of great Importance 
in Italy, becMife lie cou'd not agree with the French Ambaflador 
about fome fuch Pundonore as this, faid to him, Como a dexado 
una Cofa di importancia per una ceremonia 1 How have you left a 
Bufinefs of importance for a ceremony! The Ambaflador boldly 
replied to his maftcr, Como por una ceremonia P Vuefla Majella 
aiifma no es fino una ceremonia : How, for a ceremony f Your 
Majefty's felf ' is but a ceremony. 

Howfoever the Spaniih Ambaflador taking no notice publickly 
of the Advant^ I had of him herein, diflembled it as I heard 
'rill he cou'd find fome fit occafion to refent this Paflage, which 
yet he never did to this day.

Among thcVifits I tendered to the Grandees of Frwice, one 
vf the principal { made was to that brave Genwal the Duke 
of Lef(^gueres, who was now grown very old and deaf; his 
firft words to me were, Monfieur you muft do me die honor to 
rpeak high, for I am deaf j my anfwer to him was. You was 
bom to command and not to obey ; it is enough if others have 
Ears to he^ you : This Complement took him much, and in- 
deed I have a Manufcript of his Military Precepts and Obfer- 
vations, which I value at a great Price. 

I fltall rdate now fome things concerning my felf, which *thd 
they may feem fcarce credible yet before 6cd are true: I had' 
been now in France about a year and an half when my Tay- 
lour, Andrew Henty of Bafil, -who now lives in Blackfryars, 
demanded of ine half a yard of Satin to make me a Suit more 
than I was accuftomed to give, of which I required a Reafon, 
faying, I was not fatter now than when I came to France ; he 
anfwered, it was true, but yoii are taller -, whereunto when I 
wou'd give no credit, he brought his old meafures, and made 
it appear that they did not reach to tiieir jufl: places-, 1 told 
bim I knew not how this hap'ned, but howfoever he fliou'd 
have half a yard more, and that when I came, into England I 
wou'd clear the doubt, for a little befoFe my departure thence, 
I remember William Earl of Pembrook and myfelf did meaTure 
heights together at the requeft of the Countefs of Bedford, and 
he was then higher than i by about the breadth cS my little 
finger; at my return therefore into England I meafured again' 
with the ikme Earl, and to both aav great wonders found my- 
U felf 
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fclf tflkr t^an he l^ the breadth of a little finger ^ whic!> 
grOyith of mine I coa'd attribute ta bo other caufe but t» my 
Quartan Ague (ormKiy laentiDncd, whieh when it quieted ine». 
left me in a more pei&& health, duo ! fi>rnieii]}r eaic^edr and 
indeed difpo&d me to Ibme follies which I aftorwacds rcpentetl. 
and do fluU repent of; but as my wfe cefuled to come over, 
and my. Temptations were great, I hope the faults 1 committed- 
are the more pardonable v, honfoerer ! can fa^ trufy, that wtiethcn 
in France or England, I was never in a Bsiwdyhoufe, BOf* ujed/ 
my Pleafures intemperately, and much lefs did accompany them 
with that Siffimutarion and Falfehood which is commonly: found 
in men addided go love women : To conclude this PaHaget. 
which I unwilHngly mention, I.muft proteft again be&ce God,. 
iiiai I neves delighted in that or aoy. othen Sin, aad that if. I' 
tt^aafgrefled fometimes in this, kind, it wa« to avoid a greater Ills.' 
for certainly if I had been provided with a lawful r»ncdy, I fliou'd 
have. faUea into do extravagancy : I cou'd extenuate my fault by 
telling ciccumAances which wou'd' have operated 1 doubt upon 
the chalb:fl of mankind, but I forbear, thofe things being not- 
fit to be ^kea o^i- for tho the Philolbphers have accounted: 
thts adt to be Inter honefta. fa^u, where neither injury noo vio- 
lence was oSered, yet they, ever reckoned it among- the Turpift, 
difbi.; I. Ihall thereibrconly tell fome other things alike firanger 
of myfelf- 

I weighed myfelf in Ballances often with men. lower than myfelf 
by the head, and in their bodies llenderer, and yec was' found 
fighter than they, as Sir John Davers Knight^ and Richard Grif- 
fiths. 
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fiths now living can witndst with both whom I have been weighed; 
I had alfo» and have ftill a pulfe oii the Crown of 1117 H^ad ; it 
is well known to thofe that wait ip my Chamber, that the Shirts, 
Waiftcoats, and other Gannents 1 wear next mj Body are fwect, 
beyond what cither ealily can . be believed, or hath been ob>- 
ierved in any elfe, which fweetaefi alio was ibund ra be in 
my Breath above others, before I ufed to take Tobacco, which 
towards my latter time I was forced to take againft certain 
Rheumes and Catarres that trouble me, which yet did not taint 
my Breath for any long time ; I fcarce ever fek cold in my Gfe, 
'thd yet ib fubjeA to Cuarres, that I think ho man ever was more 
obnoxious to it ; all which I do in a familiar way mention to nry 
pofterity, tho otherwife they might be. thought fcarce Worth the 
wridng. 

The tffeA of my being fent into France by the King my 
niafter* being to hold all good IntelligerKe betwixt both Crowns, 
my employment was both noble and pleafingr and my psins not 
great, France having no defign at that time upon England, «nd 
King James being that paciBck Prince all the world knew. 
And thos befides the times I fpent in Treaties and N«g<)tta< 
tionSr i had either wich the MitiiAirs of State in France, or 
forei^ AmbaSadors refiditig in Fio-is, I bad fpare time not oaff 
for my Book but for Vifits to t^vers Grandees, for little mttrt 
ends than obtaining, fortie Intelligence of the Affairs of that 
kiogdoni and civil Converfation*; for which their ftte, gentniOul 
and cheerful Company was no little motive ; perfons of all qutt* 
lity being fo addiftcd to have mutual Entertainnwnt with' eacli 
-U 2 other. 
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other, that in calme Weather one might find all the noble aniE 
good Company in Paris of both fexos, either in the Garden of 
.the Tuillcries or in the Park of Bois de Vincennes, they thinks 
ing.it almoft an Incivility to refufc their Prefence- and- free Dif- 
courfe to any who were capable of coming to chofe places-, 
cither under the recommendation of good Fares, or but fo much 
as handfome Cloths and a good Equipage } when foul Weather 
was, they fpent their time in Vifits at- eaeh others Houfes, 
where they interchanged, civil Difcourfes, or heard Mufick, or 
&U to Dancing, ufing according to the mannei of that Gountrey 
all the reafonable Liberdes they cou'd widi their Honor; while 
tlieir manner was either in the Garden of the Tuillcries or elfe^ 
where, if any. one difcouding with a- Lady did fee feme other 
of good falhion approach to her, he wou'd leave her 'and go 
to fome other Lady, he who converfed with her at that time 
quitting her alfo and going to fome other^ that fo Addre0es. 
0]ighc be made equal and free to all without fcruple on any 
part, neither, was exception made or quarrel begun upon thefe 
terms.. 

It ha^j'Aed one day that I being ready to- return from- the- 
TuUleries,. about eight of the Clock in the Summer, with Inten- 
tion to write a Difpatch to the Kii^ about fome Intelligence 
I had received there, the Queen attended with her principal" 
Ladies^ without fo much, as one Cavalier^ did enter the Garden-,. 
J ftayed on one fide of an Alley there to do my Reverence 
to her and the reft, and fo return to my Houfc, when the- 
<t2ueen perceiving me ftaid awhile as if Ihe expected . I IhouM . 

aitcod: 
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attend her, but as I ftirred not more than to give her that 
■great Refpeft I owed, her, the Princcfs of Conti who was next 
-called me to her, and (aid I muft go along with her, but I 
excuOng myfelf upon occafion of a prefent Difpatch which I was 
to make unto his- Majefty, the DutcKefs of Antador who foK 
lowed her came to me, and fwd T muft not refufe her, where- 
upon leading her by her arms according to the manner of that 
Countrcy, the Princefs of Gonri offended that I had denied her 
■that Civility, which I had yielded to anodier, took- me oflF, after 
file had demanded the confcnt of the Dutchefs, but the (Jucen 
then alfo flaying I left the Princefs, and with all due Humility, 
went to the Queen and led her by the arms, walking thus to 
a place in the Garden where fome Orange Trees grew, and 
here difcourfing with her Majefty Bare-headed, fome fmall ihot 
fell on both our heads i the occaGon whereof was this, the King 
being in the Garden- and (hooting at a Bird in the Air, which 
he did with much perfedion, the defcent of his fliot fell juft - 
upon us ; the Queen was mudi ftartled herewith, when I com- 
ing nearer to her, demanded whether ihe had received uiy harm ; 
to which. Ihe anfwering- no, and therewith- taking two or three 
Imall pellets from her hair, it was thought fit to fend a.Gardi.- 
ncr to the King, to tell him that her Majefty was there, and 
that he ftiou'd' Ihoot no more that way, which was no iboner 
heard among the Nobles that attended him, but many of them 
kaving him came to the Queen and Ladies, among whom was 
*MonIieur le Grand, who finding the Queen ftill difcourfing with

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fine ^<>k behind her, and ]tt^ag fall gently Some Comfica he

i)ld a Courtier as he was cou*d find no oieanis t» entjertain 
Ladies but by inak.ing them afraid -, bu.t the Quesn ihortly af- 
ter retjurnmg to h^r I,od^i}g> 1 took my Leave of her and came 
homie : AU ^Hch P»(Bkg/: I haye thought 4c (9 iet downi the 
Accident abpve-ntentiQiwd being & ^angfit chat ic can hardly be 
pareljcl'd. 

Ic fell oqt one day thftt the Prince (^ Conde coming to my 
Houfe. jome Speech happ'n^d concerning the King my mj^cr. 
In- whom tho he aqknowkdged nwch Learping, Knowledge, Cle- 
mency, and divers other Vertucsi yet he laid he bad beard thac 
the King was much given to Curfing •, I ;^nfwered that it was 
out of his Gendmefs i but the Prince demanding how Curfing 
Gou'd be a G^tlenefs ? I rqilied yes, for th6 he cpu'd pnnifli 
men hin^^ yet he leA diem to. God to pucnfh * whi(^ defence 
of the Kiog my mt&CT WM aftoraards nuieh c^btraiteii in the 
French Court. 

* Monlleur de Lwnes contimang ftiil the King's. Favorioe, ad- 
viled him to wac agunft his SubjeAs of tb& refbrni'd Religion 
in France; &ying be wou'd neither be a g^'eat Prince as long 
as he fuSirccd fo. puiffimt a Party eo. renralA within his. Domi-

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bIoiu, nor cou'djoCHy ftile bimrelf theraoft Chrillian King, as 
feng at he penniied fuch Heretidu to be in t-h«t great num- 
6er they were, or to hold thofe ftrong places which by publick 
Edifb were aliened to them, and theieforc that he fhou'd ex- 
tirpate them as the Spaniards had done the Moon, who are- 
all banifbed into other Countrey's, as we may find in their Hif- 
lories : This CounfeU «h6 approved by the youn^ King was yec 
diflifcedby other grave and *ife Pcrfons about him, and par- 
ticularly by the Chanc^or SUtery and the Prelident Jannia, who 
thofuglit better to have a Fiace which had two Religions, than 
a War that had none. Howbeit the Defign- of Luines was ap- 
plauded, not only by the Jefuit ^rty in France, but by fome 
Princes and other martiaf Pcrfons, infomuch' that the •Dake oft 
Giiife coming K> fee me one day, faid that they fhou'd never 
be- happy ia France, 'till thofe of theReligion were- rooted out> 
I. an(wcr*d chat I wonder'd to- hear him fay fos and the Duke 
demanding why, I replied that whenfoever thofe of the' Reli- 
gion were- put-down, the turn of" the -great Perfons, and Gover- 
nors of Provinces of that kingdom would be- next ; and that 
tho* the prefent King were a good Prince; yet that their fuctef- 
ibrs may be otherwife, and that men did not know how foon 
Princes might prove Tyrants when they had nothing- to fear j 
which Speech of mine was fatal, fince thofe of the' Religion, 
were no fooncr reduced into' that weak condition in which now 
riiey are, buf the Governors of Provinces went brdught lower, 
and curbed ■ much- in their power and' authority, and the Duke

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of Guife firft: of them all, fo that I doubt Jiot but my vordi. 
were well remembered. Howfoerer the War now went on witk 
much fervor, neither cou'd I difwade it, 'tho' ufing accoidtng 
to the Inftruflions I had from the King ray matter many Argu- 
ments for that purpofe. I was told often, that if the Refor- 
mation in France had been like that in England, where they, 
obferred we retained -the Hierarchy together with, decent Rites 
and Ceremonies in the Church, as alfo holidays in the memory 
of Saints, Mufick in Churches, and divers other Tcftimonies, 
both of glonfying God and giving hcHior and reward to Learning, 
they cou'd much betur have tolerated it ; but fuch a rafli and 
violent Reformation as theirs was, ought by no means to be ap- 
proved I whereunto I anfwered, that tbo the Caufes of departii^ 
from the Church «f Rome were taught and delivered by many 
fobcr and modeiit perfons, yet that the Reforniaboa in great 
part was afted by the common people, whereas ours began at 
the Prince of State, and therefore was more moderate; which 
Reafon I found did not difpleafe them-: I added further then, 
that the rcform'd Religion in France wou*d eafily enough admit 
an Hierarchy, if they had fufficient means among them to main- 
tain it, and that if their Churches were as fair as thofe which 
the Roman Catholicks had, they wou'd ufe the more decent forts 
of Rites and Ceremonies, and together like wdl of Organs and 
Quires of Singers, rather than make a Breach or Schifm on that 
occ^on ; as for holidays I doubted not but the i^ncipal Ferfons, 
and Minifters of their Religion wou'd approve it much better 
than the common People, who being Labourers and Artizens for 
jhe moll part, had the advantages for many more days than the 
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Roman Catholicks for getting their living; howfocvcr that thofe 
ef the Religion had been good Cautions to make the Roman 
Catholick Priefts if not better, yet at leaft more wary in their 
Lives and Aftions; it being evident that fincc the Reformation 
began among thofe of the Religion, the Roman Catholicks had 
divers ways reformed themfelves, and abated not only much of 
their power they ufurped over Laics, but were more pious 
and continent than formerly. Laftly that thofe of the Religion 
acknowledged folely the King's Authority in government of all 
Affairs, whereas the other fide held the regal Power, not only 
inferior in divers points, but fubordinate to the Papal, nothing of 
which yet ferved to divert Monfieur de Luines, or the King from 
their RefoLutions. 

The King having now aflembled an Army, and made fome 
progrefs againft thofe of the Religion, I had Inftru<5tion fent me 
from the King my mafter to mediate a Peace, and if I could 
not prevail therein, to ufe fome fuch words as may both argue 
his Majefty's Care of them of the Religion ; and together to let 
the French King know, that he would not permit their total 
-ruin and exterpation. The King was now going to lay Siege to 
St. Jean d'Angcly, when myfelf was newly recovered of a Fe- 
ver at Paris, in which, bcfides the help of many able Phyfitians, 
I had the comfort of divers vifits from many principal Gran- 
dees of France, and particularly the Princefs of Conti, who wou'd 
fet by my Bedfide two or three hours, and with cheerful dif- 
courfe entertain me, tho yet I was brought fo low, that I cou'd 
Scarce return any thing by way of anfwcr but thanks -, the com- 
X mand 
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ntftnd yet 'wfiich I received from the King my mafter quickened 
tne, infomuch that by Qow degrees I vent into my Coach to- 
gether with my Train towards St. Jean d'Angely j being arrived 
within a (mall diftance of that place, I found by divers cir* 
cumftances that the efk&. of my Negotiation had been difcover- 
cd from England, and that I was not welcome thither : hoW' 
beit having obtained an audience from the King> I expofed 
what I had in charge to fay to him, to which yet I received 
no other Anfwer but that I Ihou'd go to Monfieur de Luines^ 
by whom I (hou'd know his M^efty's Intention. Repairing thus- 
to him I did find outwardly good reception, tho yet I did not 
ksow how cunningly he proceeded to betray and fruftrate my 
endeavors for thofe of the Reli^on ; for hiding a Gentleman 
called Monlieur Arnaud behind the Hangings in his Chamber, 
who was then of the Religion, but had promilcd » revolt to 
the King's fidc; this Gentleman, as he himfelf c<Hifeflcd after- 
wards to the Earl of Carlide, had in charge to relate unto thofe 
c^ the Religion, how little help they might expeA from me». 
when he Orauld tell them the Anfwers which Monfieur de Luines 
made mc t fitting thus in a Chair before MonOeur de Luines,. 
he demanded the efie& of my Bufinefs ; I anfwered that the 
King my matter ccMnmanded me to mediate a Peace betwixt bis 
M^fty and his Subjeds of the Religion^ uid that I defired CD" 
do it in all thofe fur and equal Terms which might ftand with' 
the honor of France and the good Intelligence betwixt the two> 
kingdoms-; to which he retucned this rude Anfwer only. What 
hath die King your mafter to do with our Anions ? Why dotht 
he neddle wick our A&irs i My Reply was. That the Kii^ 
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my mafter ought noc to give an Account of the reafoii which 
induced him hereiinco, and for me it was enough to obey him ; 
howbeit if he did afk me in more gentle Terms, I Ihou'd do 
the beft I couM to gire him fatisfaftion 1 to which th6 he an- 
fwered no more than the word Bien, or well, 1 purfuing my 
Inftniftion laid. That the King my mafter according to the mu- 
tual Stipulation betwixt Henry the fourth and himfelf, that the 
furvivor of either of them (hou*d procure the Tranquility and 
peace of the other's Eftate, had fent this melfage, and that he 
had not only teftilied this his pious Inclination heretofore in the 
late Civil Wars of France, but was deJirous on this occalion 
alfo to {how how much he ftood affcAed to the good of the 
kingdom i befides he hoped that when Peace was eftablilhed here, 
that the French King might be the more eafily difpofed to 
aOift the Palatine, who was an ancient Friend and Allie of the 
French Crown. His Reply to this was. We will have none of 
your Advices i whereupon I laid. That I took thole words for 
an Anfwer, and was forry only that they did not underftand fuf- 
ficicntly the A^Aion and Good-will of the King my mafter t 
and iince they rejected it upon thofe Terms, I had in charge 
to tell him. That we knew very well what we had to do. 
Luines feemtng ofiended herewith, faid. Nous ne vous craignoos 
pas, or we are not afrud of you ; 1 replied hereupon, That if 
you had faid you had not loved us, 1 Ihould have believed 
you, but fliou'd have returned you another Anfwer i in the mean 
while that I had no more to fay than what I told him for- 
merly, which was that we knew what we had to da This 'th6 
fomewhat lels than was in my loftruftions, fo angered him, that 
X a ia 
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in much paffion he faid, Par Dieu fi vous n*eties MonReur VAm- 
balTadeur, je'vous traitterois d*un' autre forte i by God if you 
were not Monfieur Ambaflador, I wou'd ufe you after another 
falhion. My Anfwer was. That as I was an Ambaffador, fo I 
was alfo a Gentleman, aad theccwithall laying my hand upon 
the hill of my Sword, told him, there was that which Ihou'd 
make him an Anfwer, and fo arofe from my Chair; to which 
Monfieur de L>uines made no Reply, but arifmg likewife from 
his Chair offered civilly to accompany me to the Door ; but I 
telling him there was no occafion for him to ufe Ceremony, 
after fo rude an Entertainment. I departed from him ; from thence 
returning to my Lodging, I fpenc three or four days afterwards 
in feeing the manner of the French Difcipline in making ap- 
proaches to Towns } at what time I remember, that going in 
my Coach within reach of Camion, thdfe in the Town imagin- 
tng me to be an Enemy, made many Shots againft me, which 
lb affrighted my Coachman that he durft drive no farther, where- 
upon alighting I bid him put the Horfes out of danger ; and 
notwithftanding many more Shots made againfl: me, went on 
foot to the Trenches, where one Seaton a Scotchman condu£b- 
ing me, (hewed me their Works, in which I found little dif- 
fering from the Low Countrey manner. Having fatisBed myfcIF 
in this qianner, I thought fit to take my leave of the King 
being at Cognac, the City of St. Jean d'Angely being now fur-i 
rendered unto him j coming thus to a Village not far from Cog- 
nac, about ten of the Clock at night, I found all the Lod^ 
ings poffciled by Souldiers, fo that alighting in the Market-plac?^ 
I fent my Servants to the Inns to get fome Frovifion, who bring- 
5 ins 
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mg me only fix Rye Loaves, which I was doubtful! whether I 
fliou'd beftow on tnyfelf and Company, or on my Horfes, Men-' 
fieur de Fonts, a French Nobleman of the Religion, attended 
with. a brave Train, hearing of my being there, offer'd me Lodg- 
ing in his Caftle near adjoyning : I told him it was a great 
Courtefie at that time, yet I cou'd not with my Honor accept 
if, Cncc 1 knew it wou'd indanger him, my Bufinefs to thofe 
Parts being in favour of thofe of the Religion, and the chief 
Minifters of State in France being jealous of my holding Intel- 
ligence with him ; howbeit if he wou'd procure me Lodging in 
the Town, I fliould take it kindly : Whereupon fending his Ser- 
vants round about the Town, he found at laft in the Houfe of 
one of his Tenants a Chamber, to which when he had conduced 
me, and together gouen fome, little Accommodation for myfelf 
and Horfes, I defired him to depart to his Lodgings, he being 
then in a place, which his Enemies the King's Souldiers had 
pofieffcd : All which was not fo filently carried but that the faid 
Nobleman was accufed afterwards at the French, Court upon fuf> 
picion of holding Correfpondence with mc, whereof it was my 
fortune to clear him. 

Coming next day to Cognac, the Marefchall de St. Geran, my 
noble friend, privately met me, and faid I was not in a place 
of furety there, as having offended Monfieur de Luines who was 
the King's Favorite, defiring me withall to advife what I had to 
do : I told him I was in a place of Surety wherefoever I had 
my Sword by my fide, and that I intended to demand Audi- 
«Ece of the King; which alfo being obtained,, I found not fo 

cold 
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aold a Fcccption as I thought to meet vith i infomitch that I 
parted with his Maj«fty to dl outward appearance in very good 
Ternw. 

From hence returning to Paris Ihortly after, I found myfelf 
welcome to all thofe Minifters of State there and Noblemen, who 
either envied the Greatnefs or loved not the Infolencies of Mon- 
fieur de Luines $ by whom alfo I was told, that the laid Luines 
had inunded to fend a brother of his into England with an Am- 
balTy, the efkA wh«-e<^ (hou'd be chieBy to complain againft me, 
aiM to obtain that I (bould be repeai'd ; and that he intended to 
relate the FaflTagcs betwixt us at St. Jean d'Angely in a much 
dlfi«%nt manner from that I reported, and that he wouM charge 
me with giving the firft O&etvx. After thanks for this adver- 
ufement, I told them, my relation of the Bulinefs betwixt us, in 
the marmer I delivered, was true, and that I wou*d juftifie it with 
my Sword, at which they being nothing fcandalized, wifhcd me 
good fortune. 

The Amba0ador into England following Ihortly after, with a 
huge Train in a fumptuous manner, and an Accufation fram'd 
againft me, I was lent for home, of which I was glad, my pay- 
ment being fo ill, that I was run far into debt with my Mer- 
chants, who had afllfted me now with 3 or 4000/. more than 
I was able at the prefent to difcharge. Coming thus to Courts 
the Duke of Buckingham who was then my nobk friend, in- 
formed me at lai^ of the objections reptelcnted by the French 
AmtrafladoT} to which when I had made my defence in the 

manner 
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manner above rdatcd, I added that I was read; to make good alt 
that I had faid with my Sword ; and Ihortly after I did in the 
prefence of his Majcfty and the Duke of Buckingham, humbly 
deGre leave to fend a Trumpet to Monfieur de Luines, to offer 
him the Combate upon terms that paft betwixt us ; which was 
not permitted} otherwife than that they wou'd take my offer into 
confideration. Howfoever notice being publickly taken of this 
my defire, much occafion of Speech was given, every luan that 
heard thereof much favouring me, but the Duke of Luines deatli 
following Ihortly after, the BuQnefs betwixt us was ended, and I 
commanded to return to my former charge in France. I did 
not yet prelently go as finding much difficulty to obtain the 
Moneys due to me from the Exchequer, and therewith, as alfo' 
by my own Revenues, to fatisfie my Creditors in France. The. 
* Earl of Carlifle this while being imployed extraordinary Ambaf- 
fiidor to France, brought home a confirmation of the Paffages 
betwixt Monfieur de Luines and myfelf, MonBeur de Arnaud, who 
fox>d behind, the Hangings as above related, having verified all, 
I bid, infomuch that the King my mafter was well fausfied of my. 
Truth. 

Havmg by this time ckared! all my Debts, when demanding 
new Inftru^ions from the King my mafter, the E^rl of Carlifle 
.brought me this Meflage, That, his Majeffy had that experience 
of my Abfltnes and. Fidelity, that he wou'd give me no Inftruc-

tions*. 
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jtlons, but leave all things to my diCcreuon, as knowing I wou'd 
proceed with that Circumfpedion, as I ihouM be belter able to 
difcern, upon emergent occafions what was fit to be done, than 
that I (hou'd need to attend direftions from hence, which befidc* 
that they wou*d be (low, might perchance be not fo prOpcr, -or 
■corrcfpondent to the conjundure of the great Affairs then in agita- 
tion, both in France and Germany, and other parts o'f Chriftendom, 
and that thefe things therefore muft be left to my Vigilance, 
Prudence, and Fidehty: Whereupon I told his Lordlhip that I 
took this as a fingular expreflion of the Truft his Majefty repofed 
in me ; howbeit that I defired his Lordfhip to pardon me, if I 
faid I had herein only received a greater Power and Latitiide 
to err ; and that I durft not truff: my Judgment fo far as that I 
wou'd prefume to anfwer for all Events, in fuch faftious and 
turbulent Times, and therefore again did humbly defire new In- 
ftruiftions, which I promifed punftually to follow. The Earl of 
Carlifle returning hereupon to the King, brought me yet no other 
Anfwer back than that I formerly mention'd, and that his Majefty 
did fo much confide in me, that he wou'd limit me with no other 
Inftruftions, but refer all to my Difcretion, pfomifing together 
that if Matters proceeded not as well as might be wiHit, he wou'd 
attribute the Default to any thing rather than to my not perform- 
ing my Duty. 

Finding his Majefty thus refolved, I humbly took leave o£ 
him and my Friends at Court, and went to MonOeur Savage, 
when demanding of him new Letters of Credit, liis Anfwer was. 
He cou*d not ^rnilh me as he had before, there bebg no li- 
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tnited fum exprefled there, but that I (hou*d have as much as 
I needed t to which th6 I anfwered that I had paid all, yet ai 
Monfieur Sarage replied that I had not paid it at the time agreed 
on, he Said he cou'd fumifh me with a Letter only for three rhou-' 
fand Founds, and neverthelefs that he was confident I Ihou'd have 
more if I required it, which I found true, for I took up after- 
wards upon my Credit there as much more, as made in the whole 
five or fix thoufand Pounds. 

Coming thus to Paris I found myfelf vrelcomed by all the prin- 
cipal Perfons, no body chat I found there being either offended 
with the PaOages betwixt me and Monfieur de Luines, or that 
were forry for his death, in which number the Queen's Majefty 
feemed the moft eminent perfon, as one who long fince had 
hated him : Whereupon alfo t cannot but remember this PaOage, 
that in an Audience I had one day from the Queen, I demanded 
o( her how far ihe wou'd have affifted me with her good Offices 
againft Luines i She replied, that what Caufe Ibever Ihe might 
have to hate him, either by reafon or by force, they' wou'd have 
made her to be of his Cidcv to which I anfwered in Spani(h, 
No ay feurce por las a Reynas j there is no force for Queens ( 
at which ihe fmiled. 

And now I began to proceed in all publtck Affairs according 

to the Liberty with which my matter was pleafed to honor me, 

confining myfelf to no Rules but thofe of my own Difcrction . 

My Negotiations in the mean while proving fo fucccfsfull, that

bcrbut the fame which' you are nowj which Speech of mitw 
being, afiiierwards, I know not how divulged, was much applauded 
by the French, as believing I intended that other Countreys 
fhou'd be but under the fame feVere Government to which the 
JMii of Crouy and thofe' within the Spaiiiflt Dominions .were 
frtyeft.

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It hap*ned one day that the Agent from BruflelS} and Am* 
baflador from the Low Countreys, came to fee me immediateljr 
one .after the other, to whom I faid familiarly, that I thought that 
the Inhabitants of the parts of the fereRteen Provinces, which 
were under the Spaniards, might be compared to Horfes in a 
Stable, which as they were finely curried, dreft. and fed, fo they 
were welt ridden alfo, fpurred, and galled : And that I thought 
the Low Countrcy men were like to Horfes at Grafs, which thd 
they wanted fo good keqsing as the other had, yet might leap, 
kick, and Hing, as much as they wou'd^ which freedom of mine 
difplcafed neither : Or if the Low Country Ambaflador did think 
1 had fpofcen. a little too ftiarply, I pleafed hini afterwards, when 
continuing my Difcourfc, I told him that the States of the United 
Provinces had within a narrow coom (hue up fo' much warlike 
Frovifion both by Sea and Land, aiul together demonftrated fucht 
Courage upon all occafions, that it feemed they' had more need of. 
Enemies than of Friends*, which Compliment, I. foMiid did gleafe^ 
him. 

A-bout this time the French Being jealbus that the King my. 
mafter wou'd match' the Prince his Son with the King of Spain'si 
Sifter, and together rclinquilh his Alliance with France, myfclf: 
who did endeavour nothing more than to hold all good Intclr- 
ligence betwixt the two Crowns, had enough to do. The Count, 
de Gondomor palling now from Spain into England came to fce.- 
me at Paris, about ten of the Clock in the morning, when, 
after ibme Complements, he. told me that he was to go towards

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£ngland the next meriting, and that he defired iriy Coach to' 
accompany him- o\rt-of-Town s T told him after a free and merry' 
manner he fhou^ not have my Coach, and that if he de- 
manded it, it was not becaufe he needed Coaches, the Pope's 
Nuntio, theEmperoF's'AmbalTador, the Duke of Bararia's Agent, 
and others having- Coaches enough' to* ftirnifh- him, but becaufe 
he wou'd. put a Jtaloufie betwixt me and thePyench, as if I' 
kiclined more to the SpwiQi fide than to theirs : Gondomor then - 
looking merrily upon me, faid, I will dine with you yet; I told' 
him by. iiis gpod favor he fliou*<d not'dtne- with- mc^ at thac- 
timci and. that when I' wouM entertain' the Ambaflador of fo' 
great a King as his, it Ihou'd not be upon my Ordinary, but 
that r wouM make him a Feaft worthy of fo great" a-Perfdn; 
howbeit. tint he might, fee after what manner I tired, I defired- 
fomc of my Gentlemen- to bring- his Gentlemen' into the Kitchen, 
where af«er my u&al' manner were three Spits- full (rf Meat,, 
divers Bots of boyled Meat, and an 0»en with ftore-of Pyes in- 
it, and a'Dreller Boa^d covered with all -manner of good Fowie,.

had fome earned Bufinefs to difpatch for the King tiit matter as 
ibon as lie was ready » I returned anfwer, that I cou'd nM ftay 
ji minute, and that 1 defired I might . come to his. Bedfide % 
ihis made Puilieux rtfe and put on lus Gown, only, .and fo 
came to the Chamber, where I attepdied him^ His firft words 
to me were, I know your BuQnefs aa well as you, your Prince 
is departed .this morning Foft to Spain i adding further, that I 
cou'd demand D0thit>g for, the iecurity of his PalSi^, but it 
ihou'd be prefently granted, coneluding with thcfe very words, 
Vous ferez fcrvi au point nomme, or you lliall be fcrvcd in any 
particuiu- you can name. I told him that his free offer had pre- 
vented the requcd I intended to make, and that becaufe he was 
ib principal a minifter of State I doubted not but what lie had 
fo nobly promifcd, he would fee puniflually performed; as for 
the fecurity of his Pafl*age, that I did not fee what I cou'd de- 
mand more, than that he wou'd fufFer him quietly to hold his 
way, without fending after or interrupting him. , He replifed that 
the Prince fhou'd not be interrupted, th6 yet he- cott'd do no 
Icfs than fend. to know what fuccefs the Prince had in ' his jour" 
ney. I was no fooner retum'd out of his Chamber, but I dif- 
patch't a Letter by Poft to the Prince, to defire him to make 
all the haft he cou'd out of France, and not to treat with any 
•f the Religion in the way, fince his being at Paris was known, 

and 
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and that th6 the French Secretary bad ipromtfed he Ihou'd not 
be interrupted, jiet that they wou'd fend after his Highneis, and 
when he gave any occafion of fafpicion, might perchance de- 
tain him. The Prince after fomc examination at Bayone (which 
the Governor thereof did afterwards particularly relate to me 
confeOtng that he did not know who the Prince was) held his 
way on to Madrid, where he and all -his Company fafely arrived. 
Many of the Nobility and others of the Ehglilh Court bang 
now deBrbus to fee the Prince, did pafs through France to Sp«n» 
taking my Houfe ftill in their way, by whom I acquainted his 
Highneis in Spain how much it grieved me that I had not feen his 
Highnefswhenhe was in Paris; which occasioned his Highnefs 
afterwards' to write a Letter to me, wholy with his own Hand, 
and fubfcribe his Name your Friend Charles, in which he did 
abundantly fattsfie all the Unkindnefs I might conceive on this 
eccalioBJ 

I fhall not enter into a Narration of the PaiT^es occurring 
HI the Spanilh Court, upon bis Highnefs's arrival thither, thd 
they were well known to me for the moft part, by the Infor- 
mation the French Queen was pleafed to give me, who among 
other things, told me that her. Sifter did wifli well unto the 
Pfince. I had firom her alfo Intelligence of certain Meflages 
icnt from- Spain to the Pope, and the Pope's Meflages to them i 
whereof, by her permiflion, I did afterwards inform his High- 
neis. Many Judgments were now made concerning the Event, 
which this Treaty of Marnage was likely to have -, the Duke of 
Z Savoy 
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Sxroy fud thit i^ Prince's Journey thttlier wis, Un . tiro dr 
quelli Cavallieri antichi che andavano coli per U Mtmdo a dif- 
£tre U incanti ; that it was a Trick of ^ofe ancient Knight 
Errands, who went up and down the World after that manner . 
to undoe Inchantments ; for as that Duke did believe that tfae- 
Spaniard did intrnd finally to beftow her on the Imperial Houfe^ 
lie concciv'd that he did only entertain the Treaty with Eng- 
land, becaule he might avert the King my mafter from treating 
b any other place, and particularly in France i howbeit by the 
InteUigence I received in Paris, which 1 am confident was very 
good, I am aflured the Spaniard meant really at that time, tbd 
how the Match was broken, I lift not here to relate, it being a. 
more petfdext and ftcret Bulinefs than I am willing to inlert ioto- 
ilie HarrstioD of my Life. 

New Propofitions being now made, and other Counfells there- 
upon given, the Prince taking his leave of the Spanifh Conrc 
came to St. Andrew's ia Spain, where (hipping himfelf with his 
Trun arrived i>&\y at Pratiinouth^ about the beginning of Odo- 
ber 1623 i the News whereof being Aiortly brought into France,: 
the Duke of Gulfe came tame, and. laid he found the Spaniards- 
were not fo ^le men as he thought, fmce they had neither 
married the Prince in their Country,, nor done any thing to break 
his Match eUewhcFe ^ 1 anTwercd that the Prince was more 
dexterous than that any fecret pra(5tiee of theirs cou'd be pur 
iqxMi him i and as for Violence I thought, the Spaniard durft noc 
<^er it.

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The War agaioft thofe erf' the Religion continuing iit France, 
Pore Segnerand, ConfeHor k> the King, made a Sermon before 
his Majefly upon the Text, That we Ihou'd forgive our Ene- 
miest upon which Argument having Tald many good Things 
be at lad diftinguifhed Foi^ivenefs, and iaid. We were indeed 
to fo^ve our Enemies but not the Enemies of God, fuch as 
were Heredcks, and particularly thofe of the Religion i and that 
his Majelty, as the moft Chriftian King» ought to extirpate them 
wherefoever they cou'd be found. This particular being related 
to me, I thought fit to go to the Queen Mother without fur- 
ther Ceremony, for flie gave me leave to come to her Cham- 
ber whenfoever I wou'd, without demanding Audience, and to 
tell her, that thd I did not ufually intermeddle with Maitters 
handled within their Pulpits, yet becaufe Perc Segnerand, who 
had the charge of the King's Conscience, had fpoken fo vio- 
lently i^inft thofe of the Religion, that his Doftrine was not 
limited only to France, but might extend irielf in its Cmifequen- 
ces beyond die Seas, even to the Dominions of the King my 
matter i I cou'd not but think it very unreafonaUe, and the 
rather, that as her Majefty well knew, that a Treaty of Mar- 
riage betwixt our Prince and the Princefs her Daughter was now- 
began, for which realbn I cou'd do no lefs than humbly defire 
that fuch Dodrines as thefe henceforth might be filenced, by (bmc 
difcrcet Admonition (he might pleafe to give to Perc Segnerand, 
or others rfiat might fpeak to this purpofc. The Queen thfl flic 
ieemed very willingly to hear me, yet handled the Bufinefs fo, 
that Pere Segnerand was together inform'd who had made this

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CompluDt :^ainfl: him, whereupon alfo he was fo diftempet'd'^ 
that by one Monfieur Gaellac a Provencal), his own Countryman, 
he fenc me this Meflage -, That he knew well who had accufed 
him tQ her Majelly, and that he was fenlible theret^, that be 
wiiht me to be affured, that whecefoever I was in the World he 
wou'd hinder my Fortune. The Anfwer I returned by Monfieur 
Gaellac was, That nothing in all France but a Fryar or a. Wonun. 
durli: have fent me fuch a MelTage. 

Shortly after this, coming again to the Queen Mother, I told' 
her that what I faid concerning Pere Scgnerand, was fpoken with 
a good Intention, and that my words were now. difcovered to 
him in that manner, that he fent me a very a^nting Meffagej 
adding after a mecry ^fhion thefe words, that I thought Seg- 
nerand fo malicious, that his MaUce was beyond the Malice of 
Women; the Qupcn being a Utde ftartled hercat, fayed, A moy 
Femme et parler ainfi ? To me a Woman and fay foi I replied 
gently, Je parte a.votre Majeftc. comme Heyne ec non pafr com-^ 
me Femme ; I fpeak to ypur Majefiy as a Queen and . not aa 
a Woman, and fb took my leave oi her. What Fere Scgtto- 
rand did afterwards, in way; of perfornung his Threat 1 know 
not; but fare I am, that. had I been ambitious of worldly Great-v 
nefs, I might have often remembrcd his words; tbo as I evei^ 
loved my Book and a private Life, more than any bufie Frer 
ferments, I did fruftrate, and render vain his greateft Power to. 
hurt me.

■ My book be Veritate prout diftinguiiur a Revelatione verifi-- 
mill, polTibiti, ct ^ falfo, having been began by me in England, 
and formed there in all its principal Parts, was about this 
time finilhed j ali the fpare hours which I cou'd get from my 
Vifits and Negotiations, being imployed to perfcft this Work, 
which was no fooner done, but. that I communicated it to Hugo 
Grotius that great Scholar, who having efcaped his Prlfon in 
the Low Countreys, came into France, and was much welcomed 
by me and Monfieur * Ticleners aifo, one of the greateft Scho- 
lars of his time, who after they had perufed. it, and glyen it 
more Commendations than is fit for me to repeat, exhorted me 
carneftly to print and publifh iti howbeit as the frame of: my 
whole. Book was fo different from any thing which had. beeti 
written heretofore, I. found I muft either renounce the. Authority 
of all that . had written fbrnaerly, . concerning the Method of 
finding out Truth, and confequently tnlift upon my .own way, 
or hazard myfelf to a general Cenfure, concerning the whole 
Argument of my^'Booki I' muft confeis it did' not a. little aiii-

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mate me, that tKe two great PerTons dbowmcntitHied did fo 
highly value ic. yet as I knew It wou'd meet with much.op- 
polition> I did confider whether it was not better for roe a while 
to fupprefs it: Being thus doubtfoU in my Chamber, one fair 
day in the Summer, my Cafement being opened »>wards the 
South, the Sun fliining clear and no Wind ftirring, I took my 
book De Veritate in my Hand, and kneeling on my Knees de- 
voutly laid thefe words, 

OThou Eternal God, Author of the Light which now Ihinei 
upon me, and Giver of all inward Illuminations, I do be- 
icech Thee of thy infinite Goodnefs to pardon a greater Reqneft 
than a Sinner ought to tfiakc ; I am not fatisfied enough wh^er 
I Ihall publifli This Book De Veritate j. if it be for thy Glory, 
I befeech thee give me ftnne Sign from Heaven j if not I ihaU 
fupprds it. 

I had no fboner fpdken tSieie words, but a loud th6 yet gentle 
Koife came from the Heavens (for it was like notbbg on Earth) 
which did fo comfort and cheer me, that I took my Petition as 
granted, and that I had the Sign I demanded, wherct^n aHb I 
refolved to print my Book : This (how ftrange focver it may 
ieem) I proteft before the Eternal God is true, neither am I any 
way fuperftitioufly deceived herein, fmce I did not only clearly 
hear the Noife, but in the ferenelt Skye chat ever I faw, being 
without all Cloud, did to my thinking fee the place from whence 
it came. 

And 
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And now I fenc my Book to be printed in Paris, at my 
own Coft and Charges, without fuffering it to be divulged to 
others than to fuch as I thought might be worthy Readers of 
iti tho afterwards reprinting it in England, I not only difperfed 
ic among the prime Scholars of Europe, but was fenc to not 
only from the neareft but furcherft parts of Chrtftendome, to. 
defire the fight of my Book, for which they promifed any 
thing I Oiou'd defire by way of return, but hereof more amply 
in its place.
